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Coal company 


sues Helena 


Over zonin

A suit has been filed by the 
Michael Coal Co. against the city of 
Helena for alleged discrepancies in 
zoning practices. - 

The coal company contends it was 
not given a fair hearing last August on 
a proposed strip mine within the city 
limits. 

Michael Coal Co. sought to have 
60 acres off Highway 261 near Stubbs’ 
Foundry rezoned from agricultural to 
heavy industrial. The change was 
approved by the Helena Zoning Board 
3 to 2, but was later denied by the city 
council in a 3 to 2 vote. 

The suit, filed March 28, claims 
tlie council’s decision was “arbitrary 
and capricious”. 

A second charge in the suit claims 
the property was annexed 
unconstitutionally by the city in 1973. 

Helena Mayor Charles Penhale 
denied the coai company’s charges in 
the Monday meeting of the city 
council. 

Council member Herman Jenkins 
Jr. upon leaming of the suit said, 
“We've got a zoning law here and if 
the judge rules against us then there’s 
no zoning law: in the state of 
Alabama.” 

During the meeting, the council 
approved the hiring of an additional 
full-time policeman for the city. The 
new man will increase the Helena 
squad to four officers. Chief Gary 
Carter said he has no one in mind yet 
to fill the position. 

Chief Carter also brought the 
department’s report for March to the 
council showing $2,365 in fines were 
collected for the month. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
council voted to pave the parking lot 
at Tucker Park. Councilman Paul 
Cribbs voted for the paving but said, 
“We have some streets that need 

ing Worse.” 

Mayor Penhale pointed out the 
park would be beneficial to all the 
citizens of Helena, not just a few. 

The council also voted to grant 
free fishing permits to retired Helena 
citizens 65 and older and to disabled 
citizens. 

A location for a second fire hall 
for the city was discussed but no 
action was taken.

Roaming days are numbered for 
dogs in the Alabaster area. 

A leash law, to go into effect in 
30 days, was passed by the city 
council Monday night.

County under ‘No Burn’ order

The forest fires that are sweeping 
Shelby County could not have come at 
a worse time. The sap is rising in the 
trees, young animals are being born. 
Springtime fires are particularly 
destructive. 

The tinder dry woods in Shelby 
County are being consumed at a rate 
of approximately 1,500 acres per day, 
according to County Forester David 
Stone 

The governor’s office has issued a 
burning decree for Shelby County 
until the fire danger lessens. 

In a communication to Shelby 


' County officials the governor also 


stated that additional State Troopers 
are being assigned to Shelby County to 
help local law enforcement officers 
enforce the prohibition against outside 
burning. 

Under the order no burning of 


oe kind is allowed. 
The governor's office is also

assigning additional heavy equipment 
such as bulldozers and additional 
personnel to help local fire fighters 
combat the brush and woods fires. 

Unfortunately, most of the fires 
now ravaging timber and wildlife are 
not the result of brush burning. They 
are deliberately set by arsonists. 

These arsonists, some of them 
‘good ole boys’ mad because the paper 
company has posted hunting lands, 
some of them drunken or malicious 
teenagers, cost the paper companies 
about $150. per acre. This, according 
to Kimberly Clark’s chief forester 
Herschel Webb, does not include the 
value of destroyed animal habitat and 
hardwood trees. 

As of Monday morning, Kimberly 
Clark estimated it had lost 1,900 
acres of pines. 

Statewide, 58,700 acres of 
woodland valued at $5.1 million had 
been destroyed. 

After flying over the county,

Stone reported fires still buming out 
of control Tuesday in the Camp 
Branch area, around Chelsea and along 
highways 41 and 43. 

By Tuesday night, Stone had 23 
men on the fire lines in the county, 
including two men and a tractor from 
the Mississippi Forest Service. 

So far only one trailer has been 
destroyed in the county. Tom and 
Evelyn Spates lost their home in 
Dunnavant Monday night. They were 
out when the mobile home burned. 

The county has been spared 
further loss by hard working firemen. 

A brush fire in Pelham consumed 
15 acres and threatened houses on 
Pope Drive before being brought under 
control last Thursday. 

The fire began as a trash burning 
pile behind Hollis Firestone Store on 
Highway 31. Wind conditions drove 
the fire through dry under brush and 
over a ridge to within 200 feet of the 
houses. 

Pelham firemen aided by a 
Forestry Department bulldozer 
contained the fire in an hour. 

Pelham Fireman, Rick Miller at 
the scene, said, “‘People don’t realize 
how dangerous even a small fire can 
be.”” 

One of the woods fires that 
burned out of control last weekend 


. destroyed the pump house and a tool 


shed at the Rebel Drive-In Theater 


south of Alabaster on Highway 31. 


Alabaster firemen responded to 


the fire call Saturday morning, when 


T.E£. Watson, owner of the Rebel, saw 
spotted fires encircling the drive-in. The 


4 firemen left about noon, thinking the 


fire was extinguished. 

But when Watson returned in the 
afternoon, new fires had broken out 
and destroyed his two outbuildings. 
With the pump house destroyed, there 
was no water available for fighting the 
fires. Watson, his wife, and friends 
worked throughout the afternoon with 
rakes and shovels beating out the fires

In the election which Wood 
successfully challenged, Edwin Carden 
was elected president and John 
Thomas Cain was elected vice 
president. In the two years since the 
April, 1976 election, Carden has 
resigned and Cain has assumed the 
presidency of the union. Anderson 
Wood was elected vice president when 
Cain moved up. 

These officers will continue in 
office until the new election. Wood 
told this newspaper he does not want 
to pun for president, but he will 
probably seek to be a candidate for 
vice-president. 


Wood wants Cain to be president 
and hopes it will work out that way in 
the election. 


The Labor Management Service of 
the U.S. Department of Labor will 
supervise the new election. 


Wood siad the election has no 
bearing on the union’s relationship 
with National Standard. The contract 
between the company and 
Steelworkers Local No. 15015 is not 
affected in any way, he said. This is 
solely an intra-union matter, he 
emphasized.

A second car, 
occupied by a single young man, 
reportedly pulled alongside at a traffic 
light and the driver asked the trio 
where they were going.

Calera cuts sewer tax

Under pressure from angry 
citizens and the legal cloud raised 
by the recent Alabama Supreme Court 
decision revoking the mayor's tie 
breaking vote, the Calera Council 
rescinded the 75 percent sewer tax 
passed last meeting. 

A new sewer tax, escalating from 
30 percent to 50 percent of the users’ 
water bill over the next two years, was 
immediately proposed by Councilman 
Bobby Phillips. The measure passed 
unanimously. 


As Mayor George Roy explained 
to the audience of about 30, the town 
is under a legal obligation to clean up 
its waste water. 

The initial 75 percent tax was the 
lowest of three revenue proposals 
presented to the council by engmeer 
Ben Carr. The city is obligated by the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) to pay for the maintenance and 
operation of the town water system. 

In addition, the town must come 
up with approximately $526,000, its

The Sylacauga group 
pulled the body of the young man 
from approximately 50 feet of water 
at 6:22 p.m. Saturday. 

Shelby County Coroner Ed 
Burdett ruled that the young man was 
a drowning victim. Burdett identified 
him as Charles Anthony Griggs age 23 
of Pinson.

share of the $2,091,693 sewer 
improvement project. 

“‘What about the $526,000?” 
asked Jimmy Phillips from the 
audience, “Where are you going to 
come up with that?” 

“We will have to do something 
about that later,” answered Roy. 

After the council passed the 
reduced water fees, Roy reminded the 
members that EPA regulations require 
users to pay at least 60 percent of 
their water bills for sewer service. The 
council agreed that the rates would 
probably have to be raised again after 
construction on the project begins in 
1980. 

According to Phillips’ figures, 
however, the 50 percent rate to be 
charged after May 1, 1980, would 
meet the system’s projected annual 
operating cost of $42,360 

The higher rate had been decided 
on by the council after Carr suggested 
the town build some reserves in the 
sewer fund so they would not have to 
borrow so much at construction time. 

The mayor apparently decided 
not to risk a legal challenge of the 75 
percent rate, which was passed with 
Roy voting twice to break a tie, in 
light of last week’s Supreme Court 
ruling that mayors of towns with less 
than 12,000 population could not vote 
twice in the case of council ties. 

Several questioners from the 
audience challenged the $268,993 in 
engineering fees paid to Carr as 
exorbitant. 

“EPA accepted the fee, and they 
are paying for most of the system,” 
said Roy. 

“You know you can’t go by the 
government,” said former Mayor R.E. 
Bowdon, who then decried the 
national debt.

Department? 

After residents of the area 
defeated the proposed fire district by a 
vote of 355 to 132 in last Saturday’s 
election, Shelco’s board members met 
Sunday to discuss the future, but 
failed to come up with any specific 
plans.

Gov. George Wallace appeared 
before the Federal Election 
Commission in Washington Monday to 
say he believes he can document most, 
if not all, of the $47,000 in election 
expenses the FEC has disallowed says 
he must return to the federal 
government. 


Wallace said a California bank is 
packaging up copies of all the Wallace 
campaign checks, which he said will 
show notations of the purposes for 
which the money was spent, and that 
will clear up more than $30,000 of the 
problem. 


The FEC actually found 
$96,669.00 in “unqualified campaign 
expenditures’ by the Wallace 
campaign, but the repayment demand 
was offset by almost $49,000 in 
subsidies still owed to the governor’s 
campaign. 

Candidates receiving federal 
campaign money could be required to 
return some of it if they had a surplus 
or if the money as used in a manner © 
that did nox “Further the election”. 

Wallace received a total of 
$3,291,308.81 in federal funds for the

Familiar forces active 


in defeating fire district

There was a lot of smoke behind 
the voting on the fire district bill in 
the Shelco area last Saturday. 

The two points that some people 
did not like were fanned into 
white-hot burning issues by the same 
political forces that are usually 
associated with the Red Walker 
political machine in this county. 

The provision to put a lien on 
property if the owners did not pay the 
proposed $40 per year fee for fire and 
emergency medical protection touched 
a worried nerve with many people. 
Others objected to the same fee for 
everyone from the mobile home owner 
to the owner of a farm with many 
buildings. 

Little mention was made of the 
fact that voluntary contributions in 
the past have not proved sufficient to 
privide adequate fire protection, and 


basic charge of $12.25 a month for a 
total of $24.05 a month. The two 
zones further on would of course be 
more than that. 


I have written all members of the 
Public Service Commission several 
times about this, but have received no 
satisfaction what ever. They simply 
say it is justified. Mrs. McDaniel told 
me the charge was made for clearing 
the right of way and tree trimming and 
for service in the rural area.

Steel prices directly 
affect Shelby County 


Editor’s Note: The following article 
was researched and written last week, 
following U. S. Steel's announcement 
that it would raise steel prices. Just 
before press time Big Steel announced 
that its prices would not rise, after all. 
We decided to run the story any way, 
because of the wide interest in the 
steel industry and in steel-using 
industries in Shelby County.

U. S. Steel Corporation’s recent 
announcement of a price increase, 
called inflationary by President Carter, 
will affect industries in Shelby 
County. 

Steel users in northern Shelby 
County know the new prices will 
affect them but are uncertain just now 
how deeply the increase will be felt. 

Many county industries buy large 
quantities of mill steel directly from 
the manufacturer and convert it into 
the products they sell. 

The $10.50 per ton increase on 
sheet steels, structural shapes, plates, 
tin plates and tube products goes into

U. S. Steel cites the 
elevated cost of coal due to the 
miners’ walkout as the reason for the 
increase 

Paul B. Adamson, Jr., president of 
Alabama Industrial Fabricators, Inc. in 
Pelham, said he thinks U. S. Steel is 
premature in increasing cost now. 


He said, ““I don’t see how the coal 
market could have stabilized so 
quickly.” He mentioned National Steel 
Corporation’s increase of only $5.50 
per ton, saying “There seems to be 
some conflict between mills on how 
much to increase.” 

Adamson said his company buys 
from 3,000 to 4,000 tons of steel each 
year at an average cost of $300 per 
ton. The new rate would represent a 
3.5 percent increase in cost to the 
company. 

“I don’t think we will be able to 
pass the full amount on to our 
customers,” he said. “I don’t think 
anyone else can pass it on either.” 

He predicts more increases this 
year, possibly even greater than the 
last. 

Gerald S. Odom, president of 
Odom Steel and Sales, Inc. in Pelham, 
said he has not received official notice 
from U.S. Steel yet concerning the 
increase. 

He said, “‘During the first part of 
this year the steel market was 
fluctuating. This is the second increase 
this year. 

“Nothing is definite yet,” he said. 

Odom Steel purchases structural 
shapes at an approximate cost of $400 
per ton so the new prices would 
increase its costs by 2.6 percent. 

Controller and Treasurer of the 
Harbert Corp. in Riverchase, William 
H. Rossman, said, “Hopefully, the 
increase will not affect us too much.” 

Harbert purchases mostly 
structural and reinforcing type steel 
for bridge and pipeline work. Rossman 
said he expected the price increase for 
steel saying, “They probably needed 
to raise prices.” 

“Everythings’s touched a little bit 
by steel. It affects the price of the 
machinery we buy such as bulldozers, 
scrapers and loaders,” he said. 

Rossman said Harbert would 
probably have to increase its prices to 
compensate for the increased price of 
steel. 

No one is sure just now exactly 
what the outcome of the price increase 
will be but ultimately, the increase will 
affect the consumer.

many cannot afford to have this 
telephone service. South Central Bell 
contends that subscribers must pay for 
this extension of service to the rural 
areas. It is only natural that as long as 
South Central Bell has such a good 
thing going for them that they will not 
cut off this charge voluntarily. My 
contention is that the cost of 
increasing business should be borne by 
South Central Bell from profits of 
expanded business from the base 
charge to subscribers. 

Both South Central Bell and the 
Alabama Public Service Commission 
have told me that these mileage 
charges are reviewed periodically, but 
neither one has ever said when they 
were last reviewed or when they would 
be reviewed again so it is difficult to 
say how many times these extended 
lines have been paid for. 

It would seem to me that where 
the Shelby County Commission 
represents all sections of the county, 
that it should be this Commission that 
takes the lead in petitioning the 
Alabama Public Service Commission to 
hold a hearing so as to arrive at a 
reasonable charge for telephone service 
in the rural areas. The County 
Commission has the services of any 
attorney and can also work very 
closely with the County Legislative 
Delegation. 

This seriously concerns many 
people in the rural areas that have or 
should be able to have telephone 
service at reasonable rates. | would 
suggest that subscribers first find out 
from South Central Bell what zone 
they are in and the amount of the 
mileage charge, then petition the 
Shelby County Commission to 
intervene with the Alabama Public 
Service Commission to set up a hearing 
date on these charges.

Zoning bill 


by Rhodes Johnston 

A new Shelby County zoning bill, 
Act 1057, was introduced in the house 
by Rep. Jabo Waggoner on March 30. 

The bill, aimed at answering court 
challenges to the existing zoning bill is 
on the house calendar. A vote on the 
measure is expected this week. 

A delegation of north county 
residents who have been pressing for a 
zoning election for beat 12, met with 
the county’s legislative delegation 
March 29 to ask for passage of the new 
bill. 

Waggoner would make no 
predictions on the bill’s chances. As a 
rule, one dissenting vote from the 
county delegation is enough to kill a 
local bill. According to Waggoner, 
Rep. Sonny Moore and Sen. Lister 
Proctor are still undecided on the 
measure. 

The pro-zoning forces in beat 12 
presented a petition with over 300 
names to the delegation, and Mrs. June 
Hollingsworth said the legislators 
seemed receptive to the new bill. 

The anti-zoning forces are also 
circulating a petition in opposition to 
the bill, claiming that previous votes in 
the county have demonstrated that the 
people of Shelby County do not want 
zoning. 

The existing zoning bill, Act 816, 
which will be repealed by Act 1057, 
has been under a legal cloud since 
1974, when its constitutionality was 
challenged in circuit court by a group 
led by Cecil Adam. 

Circuit Judge James Sharbutt 
refused to rule on the merits of the 
suit, saying that the issue should be 
addressed by the legislature. 

Sharbutt told the Reporter he 
was glad the legislature had seen fit to

expressed a hope that the Shelby 
County delegation would unite behind 
the bill. 

However, it appears likely that 
Adam and his group will challenge the 
new bill after the legislature passed it. 

Adam has said that he feels beat 
by beat zoning elections are 
unconstitutional, but admits that he is 
against zoning in any form saying that 
the measures violate property rights. 

The zoning group is armed with 
an attorney general’s opinion that beat 
zoning elections are constitutional, 
and are prepared to meet any legal 
challenges to the new act. 

Among the principal objections to 
Act 816 was a provision that 
exempted mining and quarrying 
operations from zoning regulations 
and the fact that elections could be 
held repeatedly upon receipt of a 
petition bearing 25 signatures 
requesting the election. 

Under Act 1057 mining 
Operations are controlled and 
petitioners must obtain the signatures 
of at least 10 percent of the number of 
votes cast in the last election. 
Petitioners must wait two years 
between elections. 

Much of the language of the old 
act is carried over in the new bill. 
However, penalties are raised from 
$100 per violation to $1,000 per 
violation. Home improvements are 
specifically exempted under Act. 
1057. There is no mention of parking 


recreational vehicles in the new act. 

Zoning proponents say they 
will file a petition for a zoning election 
in beat 12 as soon as the new act clears 
the legislature.

In other action, the board voted 
$550 to replace the intercom system 
at Valley School. The system had been 
removed when the temporary 
classrooms at the school were moved.

Formal, by-the-book regulations 
contrast strangely with the easy-going 
pace d@ rural Alabama life. Even 
though I would maintain civilian 
status, | had been assigned to one of 
five U. S. Navy ships about to embark 
for an Atlantic crossing and a 
Mediterranean cruise. 

Old Dominion University, 
Norfolk, Virginia contracts with the 
Navy to teach courses aboard 
deployed ships. I had come on board 
the U. S. S. Coronado for eight weeks 
to teach two courses in American 
history. An English professor had been 
assigned to the same ship. Neither of 
us had been to sea before. 

By mid-morning the day after I 
boarded, the Coronado and her sister 
ships were underway. All day the 
sandy, grassy dunes of America’s 
southeast coastline were within sight. 
Gulls breezed overhead, constantly 
calling to each other. The ship rolled 
slightly in waves no bigger than those I 
have sometimes seen on the Coosa 
River. 

We were running close to shore 
because of a scheduled stop at 
Moorhead City, North Carolina. After 
dark we anchored off the coast from 
our destination. Before dawn the next

morning, the crew had hauled anchor 
and we were soon moored at docks 
normally used for private fishing 
fleets. 

The small port was a hustle as 
several hundred Marines and _ their 
accompanying gear were brought 
aboard, stowed and secured. The 
loading was completed by suppertime 
and we immediately set sail. 

As I traced the catwalks the 
following morning, I could see no 
land. Gulls, however, hovered over our 
squadron, giving the reassurance of 
unseen land. The second day out the 
gulls were gone. 

Rather than taking the most 
direct route to Rota, Spain, our first 
foreign destination, we headed in a 
southeasterly direction. After a couple 
days we cut an angle like a dog-leg and 
headed due east. Nearer the eastern 
Atlantic we will reverse the dog-leg 
and head northeast. 

The ship’s executive officer 
graphically explained our indirect 
course by sharing some good news and 
some bad news. The bad news: seas 
ahead would rise around ten feet. The 
good news: we would be missing the 
fifty-six foot seas farther north.

winds moderated. Dark, choppy 
waters calmed and became rich blue. 
Golden-colored marine plant life 
periodically carpeted the sea’s surface. 
A whale, spouting and cavorting, was 
sighted although I did not get on deck 
soon enough to see him. Bodies, paled 
by harsh winter months, began 
darkening quickly under the Gulf 
Stream sun. 

A totally idyllic picture, however, 
is less than accurate. Sea-sickness is 
ugly and wrenching. Although I have 
not been sick, dozens of fresh recruits 
and some seasoned salts have. And we 
have hit no real storms yet. I consider 
myself no stronger nor weaker than 
anyone else. Just fortunate. 

In addition, work hours are long 
and most young seamen find the ocean 
as monotonous as their routines.

Preparations are under way for 
the 17th annual Cahaba Horse Trials 
and Dressage Event to be held at 
Patchwork Farms, Old Caldwell Mill 
Road, on Saturday and Sunday, April 
8 and 9. 

Horse Trials are more than a horse 
show because so much more is 
demanded of the horse and rider. The 
Equestrian events in the Olympics are 
the model for the weekend event at 
Patchwork. A three-phase event, the 
Trials require two days to complete. 


The first phase, Dressage, is a 
formal set of figures ridden on the flat 
in a rectangular arena, Cross Country 
is just what it implies, the horse and 
rider travel across the countryside over 
a prescribed course of jumps, within a 
certain amount of time and at a 
certain speed. Following this exciting 
ride, they must then compete in 
Stadium Jumping, usually held in an 
enclosed arena, with a very tight jump 
pattern that requires precision. 


The Horse Trials appeal to riders 
of all ages and ability, there are 
numerous levels in which one can 
compete with riders of the same 
ability.

8. ONE CENT (1 cent) per square foot, but in no 
event less than ONE HUNDRED AND 00/100 
DOLLARS ($100.00) per year - Annually - Ali 
churches, schools and non profit organizations, 
Including all supportive structures on contiguous 
land areas.

10. TWENTY AND 00/100 DOLLARS ($20.00) 
per hour of time, from station until return to the 
station or dispatch to another site, for fighting 
forrest or grass fires to be charged to the owner of 
record of the property. 

11. FIFTEEN AND 00/100 DOLLARS ($15.00) 
Late Fee Payment for any billing for services not 
paid within three (3) calendar months of the 
anniversary date of the District's commencement of 
operations or from the date of billing for service in 
connection with the fighting of forrest or grass 
fires. 

12. FIVE AND 00/100 DOLLARS ($5.00) for 
appeal to the Trustees of the District of any of the 
foregoing service charges which amount would be 
refunded If the Trustees determine that the service 
charge involved should be reduced to a less costly 
classification. Once @ request for appeal has been 
flied, the Trustees shali notify and obtain 
agreement from the user of the services, as to a 
mutually satisfactory date for the appeal hearing, 
not sooner than ten (10) days from the date of 
reaching such agreement.

Last summer Fonzie Jackson and 
his wife took an automibile trip 
around the United States. 

They visited Arizona, California, 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho and the 
mid-western plains. As they crossed 
the Mississippi Mrs. Jackson saw a sign 
to Rock Island, Ill. She asked her 
husband if he would stop so they 
could try and locate the grave of her 
great grandfather, William F. 
Gassaway, who died in a Yankee 
prison in Rock Island during the civil 
war. 

Fonzie Jackson’s sense of history 
is focused on the 40 years he has been 
politicking in Shelby county since 

), moving here with a highway sodding

, Jackson is from a pioneer Shelby 
county family and he likes to indulge 
her geneological searches. He plays the

house that stood near the junction of 
the old Coosa Valley Road and the 
Jacksonville Road in Harpersville. The 
' h@se razed to make way, ultimately, 
for Jackson’s comfortable brick 
bungalow. He talked to the Reporter 
| last week in the gazebo. 
; “We found the cemetery,” he 
| said. “They had a map to locate the 
} graves and we found her grandfather’s 
| plot. The cemetery was kept up real 
¥ nice, but they didn’t have a flag flying 
over it. They had a flag flying over the 
Yankee half of the cemetery, but they 
didn’t have a flag flying over the 
Confederate half.” 

After viewing the grave the 

Jacksons went back to the cemetery 
{ office to see if they could get some 
\ information about Gassaway. 

“I noticed they had a copying 
machine in the office, so I asked the 
clerk to make me a copy of the burial 
records. 

“He was one of those smart aleck 
officials. He told me, ‘We don’t give 
out that information.’ ‘That may be,’ I 
said, ‘But I'll get it.’ 

Fonzie Jackson says he is not a 

| politician. 

“I never had any ambition to hold 
elective or appointive office,” he said. 

‘ “As long as you don’t accept any 
office you have a free hand to express 


yourself. Pve had offers, but I never 


ac#epted any of them.” 

About a week after he returned 
from his trip, Jackson met Sen. Jim 
Allen at a reception in Birmingham. 

“I asked Allen if he knew why 
there was no Confederate flag flying 
over the national cemetery in Rock 

| Island. If foreigners are buried on our 
soil we fly the flag of their country. 
The American flag flies over grave 
yards inFrance and England. 

“He told me he hadn’t thought 
about that.” 

Jackson also told him about the 
officious clerk. 

Several months later a registered 
letter addressed to Fonzie Jackson 
arrived at the Harpersville post office 
from the Department of the Interior,

the governement agency that oversees 
the national cemeteries. 

The man in charge of the 
cemeteries, a Mr. Rhodes, had written 
to say that the Confederate flag could 
be flown over national cemeteries for 
one day at a time if advance notice 
was given. The envelope also contained 
Gassaway’s burial records and copies 
of his personal papers from the 
Library of Congress. 

Jackson is retired now. He has 
sold his two sod farms. He no longer 
takes a very active role in local and 
state politics because the heat of 
political battle is bad for his high 
blood pressure. 

He started his climb to 
preeminent constituent working in 
Columbiana Lawyer Karl Harrison’s 
first campaign for state representative. 

In 1958 when Harrison ran for 
governor against Jim Folsom, George 
Wallace and a large field, Jackson 
decided to back Wallace. He has been 
in the Wallace camp ever since. 

In 1962 he was the Shelby 
County Chairman for the Wallace 
inaugural. 

He has been able to do a lot of 
favors for people in the county as a 
sort of unofficial distributor of 
Wallace patronage. 

Jackson thinks Wallace will win 
again. He was in Montgomery to talk 
to the governor a few months ago and 
reports that his mind has not been 
affected by the other physical 
problems caused in the assassination 
attempt. 

“Wallace has done a lot Of favors 
for small communities in the state,” 
said Jackson, mentioning trade schools 
and road projects. “He has made a lot 
of friends, especially in small 
communities. The roots of those small 
communities reach into the cities.” 

But, whether Wallace wins his 
senate race or not, Fonzie Jackson will 
remain as constituent plenipotentiary, 
because his roots go deep into 
Alabama politics.

Rodney uses his natural voice to call 
the birds up, and says he has a chance 
of getting the limit this year if he stays 
lucky. 

Jerry Gardner was lucky last 
week. He got his second of the spring 
season. This latest bird weighed over 
18 pounds. 

Skip Stano gave me a few tips on 
cleaning the monster birds. He says to 
cut the skin on the back, then grab the 
bird: and break it open. The innards 
can then be dragged out and the rest 
of the bird cleaned fast. 

Skip added that after you get the 
bird cleaned, fry the breast. The rest 
of the bird can be boiled to remove 
the meat, then whip up a big batch of 
turkey salad, separate it in handy sizes, 
and freeze. When you get ready for 
some turkey sandwiches, just put one 
of the containers in the regular part of 
the refrigerator overnight and it'll be 
ready to spread in the morning. 

Another good idea for dark meat 
and the wings is to make turkey and 
dumplings. I tried my hand at making 
some this past weekend, and the 
results were delicious. 

Either remove the meat from the 
bone and cut in small pieces, or just 
put the back, legs and thighs in boiling 


water until tender. You'll need to get 
all the bones out if you opted for 
putting the parts in the water and then 
cut them up. 

Use enough water to cover the 
meat by an inch. Add salt and pepper 
and a chicken bouillion cube or two 
packs of instant chicken broth. 

When the meat is tender, drop in 
the dumplings. The easiest way to 
make them is to use Bisquick and 
water. Then using a fork, let globs of 
the stuff fall in the boiling water. Keep 
dropping them until you’ve used up all 
the dough. Let it boil for about five 
minutes before you start stirring. That 
way the dumplings will have started 
setting. 

Keep stirring until you can cut a 
dumpling open and see dry dough. The 
dumplings will make the gravy out of 
the water and you'll want to serve the 
meal on plates so it'll cool faster and 
you can start digging in sooner. If 
you’re like me, you'll fill up fast, but 
don’t worry because it makes excellent 
leftovers, or you can freeze it and heat 
it up when hunting season is just a 
memory.

others. There may not be one 5-Ib. or 
bigger lunker bass per four or five 
acres. 

Four or five years ago there were 
only two or three professional “bass” 
clubs in the country and usually only 
one tournament was held on the same 
impoundment each year. Today bass 
clubs are a thousand-fold or more. The 
pro clubs are, in my opinion, in the 
business for the money. But these 
professional clubs are far outnumbered 
by the local amateur clubs. But the 
latter still sweeten the pot to make 
each tournament interesting. Some of 
these local clubs hold tournaments 
almost weekly. You can see how heavy 
the fishing pressure is on bass today. 

Don’t get the idea that the release 
of “live” fish after a weigh-in is a big 
conservation benefit. According to 
statistics I have, almost half the total 
number of seemingly healthy, live 
released bass die within a week or so. 
This means half those fish on your 
favorite TV show you see the pros 
catch are doomed. I’ve watched some 
of these anglers grasp a fish before 
release with dry hand. Removal of the 
protective slime film makes the fish 
susceptible to infection. Some 
anglers squeeze the fish, and this 
hand-hug must affect the innards of 
the fish. Some clubs have raised the 
minimum length to 14 inches. Bass 
fishermen will simply catch and release 
more fish, because a 12-inches won’t 
count for prize money. 

I believe most tournament anglers 
don’t care to eat the bass they catch. 
In one tournament three of every four 
anglers dumped their catches into ice 
chests for spectators to take home. 

Boat, tackle, trailer and bait 
manufacturers have welcomed the 
present popularity of bass fishing. 
Their sales have boomed the past five 
or six years. In fact, five of every six 
trailered craft are bass boats with their 
two elevated seats. I made this count 
on a big lake recently. 

I simply don’t like to think of the 
lordly bass as equal to a poker chip or 
racehorse. There-——I’ve said it and I’m 
glad.

Pelham resident Jimmy King 


appeared at the Shelby County 
Commission meeting Monday to ask 
the panel’s support of the proposal. 

“This won't take anything away 
from the present board,”’ King argued

would expedite the work of the board 
by setting up registration points in 
locations nearer to where newcomers 
lived and would also add more 
registration days. 

King pointed out that at the

School ‘make up day’ unpopular

Attendance was light at most 
schools Saturday for a county-wide 
make-up day. 

At Valley Elementary, Principal 
Norma Rogers said only 400 of her 
1,200 students came to school 
Saturday. Many of the ones who came 
checked out before the day ended. 

Rogers said, “We finally had to 
tell the children they couldn't call 
home.” She added many parents came 
by the school and checked their 
children out without being called. 

“Six days is asking a lot of the 
children’s mental capacities,” she said 
but noted the make-up day was 
required by law. 

Dr. Ernest Douglas, Pelham High 
School principal, said 40 to 50 per 
cent of his students were absent. He 
said participation in the Pelham PTA 
Horse Show Saturday and the Shelby 
County Math Tournament took some 
students away from school as well as 
various sports events. 

“Many students were committed 
to act as marshalls at the horse show,” 
he said. 

Douglas said he announced prior 
to the make-up day that students who 
hold jobs would not be penalized for 
missing school Saturday. 

Thompson High School Principal, 
Allen Fulton, said 344 students were 
absent Saturday. During the day, 
according to him, many students 
checked out. 

“We probably ended up with 150 
students,” he said. 

The situation was much the same 
at Montevallo High School where 
Principal Cratie Corbett said 135 of 
430 students were absent. He said 90 
more checked out during the day for 
various reasons including work and 
doctor’s appointments. 

“Some parents just came by to 
check their children out,” he said, “We 


can’t keep them here if a parent comes 
by for his child.” 

Even though attendance was “not 
good” Corbett said it was better than 
he anticipated. 

His staff currently has no plan to 
improve attendance at a_ second 
make-up day April 22 

“I don’t know what we can do,” 
he said. “We just hope they'll be 
here.” 

Montevallo Middle School proved 


to be an exception to the slack 
attendance seen in many _ schools 
Saturday. 


Principal James Jones reported 
only 21 per cent of his students were 
absent. 

“We had a great day.” he said. 

Jones said the school cafeteria 
served a special lunch as incentive for 
students to attend Saturday’s session. 

“We held classes all day,’ Jones 
said. “We did have some kids who 
checked out but they had jobs to go 
to.” 

The make-up day went well for 
Montevallo Middle School students 
but according to Jones, “It just. made 
Monday come a little bit sooner.”

K-C explains waste treatment 


by Rhodes Johnston 

Top management officials at 
Kimberly Clark conducted a press tour 
of the company’s 35 million gallon per 
day waste water treatment facilities to 
demonstrate their concern for water 
quality in the Coosa River last 
Monday. 

“Nobody wants to go back to the 
way the river was before we added 
pollution control,” said Kimberly 
Clark vice president and general 
manager Clark Hook before leading a 
tour of KC’s $5 million water 
treatment plant. 

Company pollution engineer Dave 
Anderson presented charts showing 
that the average daily pollution 
discharge in the river had been reduced 
substantially since the new treatment 
plant opened. 

According to Anderson the total 
suspended solids (TSS) and biological 
oxygen demanding substances (BOD), 
two of the most important measures 
of river pollution, discharged into the 
Coosa were over five times less since 
adding the new equipment. BOD was 


reduced from a daily average of 
45,000 Ibs. to 9,000 Ibs. TSS were 
reduced from 65,000 Ibs. to 12,000 
Ibs. 

Kimberly Clark management is 
preparing for a public hearing to be 
held by the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) May 4 in Childersburg 
to determine if K-C will be allowed to 
increase the TSS by about 50 percent 
and the BOD by close to 100 percent. 

EPA called for the hearing after a 
record number of citizens requested to 
testify concerning the permit increase. 

Hook said the waste load increases 
were requested to take care of a plant 
expansion increasing company pulp 
production by 275 tons per day. 

According to company pollution 
consultant Howard Neubauer, if the 
company had asked for the full 
amount of increase it is entitled to 
under new EPA guidelines, the 
allowable discharge levels would have 
been much higher. 

“We only asked for what we 
needed,” said Neubauer, “Not what 
we thought we could get.” 


The company has completed work 
on the mill expansion and is currently 
operating under a temporary permit 
from the Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission (AWIC) until EPA acts on 
its permit request. 

Waste water from the 
manufacturing processes at the plant is 
pumped under the river to a calrifier, 
where the settlable solids are removed. 
The filtered waste is then held for 
approximately nine days in a 450 
million gallon aerobic stabilization 
basin where some of the bacteria 
(BOD) is removed and thence to a one 
billion gallon storage lagoon where it is 
held up to 30 days while solid wastes 
settle out. 

Anderson explained that the 
water was held in the lagoon until the 
dissolved oxygen level (DO) in the 
river was above four. According to the 
permit regulations, K-C cannot release 
waste water when the DO level in the 
river is below four. 

“This is not a problem in the

In 1981, when the study is 
completed the information will be 
published in booklet form along with 
maps Outlining soil boundaries, and 
locations of the soils listed in the 
report. The information, in bound 
volume will then be available to any 
landowner or land user in Shelby 
County, on request. 

At present, about 230,000 acres are 
mapped. If anyone has land being 
considered for development or has a 
special need for this information now, 
the department will try to handle the 
request and have the information back

The financial crises of New York last 
year drew world wide attention in 
financial circles. The possibility of any 
metropolis collapsing into bankruptcy, 
however, has serious implications for 
every municipality in the country. 

Most cities raise money for capital 
improvements, such as streets, sewer 
systems, and water systems by selling 
bonds. These can be either general 
revenue bonds, paid off by general taxes, 
or revenue bonds, which are paid off by 
the users. A water bill is a good example, 
since the revenue is used in part to pay 
off water bonds. 

Banks are probably the largest single 
buyers of municipal bonds throughout 
the country. Before banks, or any others 
buy bonds they must have confidence 
that the bonds will be paid off at the 
proper time and at the stated rate of 
interest. 

While the city of New York may 
have brought on its financial crises 
through profligate programs and 
spending, and its demise would throw all 
municipal bond users under a cloud. 
Ultimately, it could mean higher city 
taxes.

Passengers relate experiences 


of train and truck collision

The derailing of the Amtrak 
Floridian near Saginaw added an 
unexpected day to the vacation of 67 
tourists on their way home. Most of 
the train’s passengers were returning to 
the midwest following an excursion to 
Florida. 

Dressed in a typical Florida 
tourist’s flowered shirt, Fred Kaeser 
sat among other uninjured passengers 
in- ‘a Shelby Memorial Hospital waiting 
room. Twenty-five of the victims were 
taken to the hospital for precautionary 
examiniations and treatment for minor 


injuries. 
Kaeser, a security guard in 
Detroit, Michigan, boarded the 


Floridian at 5 o’clock the day before | 


the derailment expecting to be home 
“in a couple of days.” 

“I’m still nervous,” 
recalled the accident. 

“I was in the front dome car when 
I heard something hit. Black stuff 
covered over the windows and the train 
swerved. I fell to the floor.” 

Kaeser said he did not remember 
hearing any of the seven other 
passengers in the car talking after the

wreck. “I couldn’t figure out what 
happened. I didn’t know what to 
think. 

“When I got up I was excited. My 
legs started to swell and I almost fell 
down trying to get out of the train,” 
he said. 

Kaeser had traveled by train 
before but added this was the first 
time anything had ever happened out 
of the ordinary. 

“I don’t know if I want to ride 
the train again” he said, shaking his 
head. 

Another passenger, Emmett 
Mathison, did not share Kaeser’s fears. 

“Oh no, I’m not afraid to board 
the train again,” he said. 

A cigarette salesman, Mathison 
was on a business trip to Superior, 
Wisconsin from his winter home in 
Holiday, Florida. 

“I saw it all happen,” he said. “I 
was in the second observation car 
when I saw a truck about to cross the 
road. The train’s engineer evidently 
threw on the brakes but we slid a long 
way. The train just picked up the 
truck and threw it off to one side.” 

Mathison said he was immediately 
thrown to the floor of the train as 
“the car went sideways and up on its 
end at a slight angle. 

“It happened so quickly,” he said, 
“I didn’t have time to think. I was 
wondering what was going to happen 
next while I was on the floor.” 

Mathison and Kaeser both spoke 
with distinct northern accents and 
Shelby Memorial Administrator, 
Richard Lind, said this caused 
problems for his staff. 

“The difficulty with having 
patients from different parts of the 
country is they have different 
dialects,” he said. “This can be a real 
problem especially with people who 
have head injuries. They may have 
slurred speech anyway.” 

The Floridian derailment occurred 
just before lunchtime so the 
passengers were taken to the Triple J 
Steak House before boarding a bus to 
carry them on to Chicago. 

Passenger Mathison said, “‘I came 
down to Florida on an airplane so I 
thought I'd take the Amtrak for a 
change. 

“It was different,’ he said. “It 
was quite a thrill.”

The City of Montevallo will 
continue to provide police and fire 
protection within the city’s police 
jurisdiction. 

This is the essence of a report to 
the Montevallo City Council, from the 
city’s police and fire committee. 

Councilman Grady Parker, 
chairman of the police and fire 
committee, told council members 
Monday night, that his committee had 
met twice and had held meetings with 
members of the Montevallo Fire 
Department.

Mahan also informed council 
members that the Brierfield Fire 
Department is now operational.

Police Chief Troy Kirkland told 
council members that officers made 86 
arrests during the month of March. 
Kirkland’s monthly report indicated 
that 34 arrests were made for 
speeding, there were seven arrests for 
each of the following violations:

are above 10,” he said, “But we have 
come close to having to shut down the 
plant between June and September 
when high water temperatures and low 
flow from Logan Martin Dam bring 
the DO level down.”

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Early photographer captures the people of his time 


Old negatives discovered in Dogwoodhome’ - 


by Shelba S. Nivens 

A large collection of very old 
photographic negatives, discovered 
recently in Shelby County, have been 
delcared “valuable, both historically 
and photographically,” by Chelsea 
photographer/historian, John Reese. 
““And Mr. Eugene Ostroff, Curator for 
the Division of Photographic History 
of the Smithsonian Institute, agrees 
with me,” he says. 

Reese received a telephone call a 
few weeks ago from Shelby County 
Historical Society President, Miriam 
Fowler, seeking his advice concerning 
several boxes of the old negatives which 
have been found by Mrs. Obie Moore 


in the attic of her house, known as 
‘“*The Old Harrison Home,” near 
Dogwood. He went to Dogwood. to 
examine the negatives and found many 
of them in good condition and 
printable. “There are almost two 
hundred negatives,” Reese reported. 
“They are gelatin dry glass plates -- a 
process developed in the 1880's. Prior 
to that time all negative plates were 
wet plates which were coated by the 
light sensitive emulsion on the site and 
exposed immediately.” 

‘‘Judging from the style of 
clothing worn, and the process itself,” 
he continued, “I concluded that the 
plates were exposed during a period 


right after World War I up to the very 
early 30s. 

“The images were not of the 
formal portrait type, but were 
informal family and school groups and 
indivdual portraits which we would 
classify/ today as snapshots or candid. 
Many of the plates were of black 
people} dressed in Sunday-best and 
posing in a simple manner. These, I 
thought, were of particular value 
because I had never seen many 
photographs of black people in this 
era, especially in a small, rural 
community.” 

’ According to information given 
Reese, the house in which the plates 


were found was built by Dr. Henry 
Harrison in the 1880s and purchased 
by Mr. and Mrs. Obie Moore a few 
years ago. Harrison’s son, a 
professional photographer, took the 
pictures around the Dogwood area. 
Some of the photographs were 
apparently of the Harrison family, and 
the Moores returned these to a 
Harrison family member.

Instead, Reese 
made up about twelve proof prints and 
sent these to Ostroff who agreed with 
Reese on the value of such a 
collection. 

Along with his evaluation, Ostroff 
sent technical data regarding the 
latest procedures developed by the 
Smithsonian for conserving and 
restoring photographic collections. “It 
is a sad fact,” he wrote, “That almost 
all color photographs are 
impermanent. The dyes are basically 
unstable and the images fugitive. 


Reese. points out that the best 
method to preserve color images is to 
make the exposure on color slide 
material such as Kodachrome. “‘These 
will probably last about fifty years of

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History prof finds sea legs on Navy cruise

by Dr. David Luellen 

On schedule, the USS Coronado 
has completed two-thirds of her 
Atlantic crossing. | remain excited and 
expectant. | am having the time of my 
life. 

The rugged beauty of the sea is 
constantly changing. Waters hurl 
themselves at us or gently cradle us. 
Splendid blues or treacherous blacks 
surround us. Motion, as unremitting as 
the seawind, works new patterns of 
forth and wave. 

Before sunrise only essential 
personnel and a college professor go 
on deck. They are there to do a job; 1 
am there to watch the sunrise stretch 
for miles across the Atlantic horizon. I 
marvel that anything so beautiful is so 
silent. | wish for a symphony playing 
splendid music to stir the ears of my 
soul as the sight has stirred its eyes. 

My sea legs came quickly and I 
learned to roll slightly with the ship. 
Even so, | remain aware of the ship's 
rocking. At night it makes sleep come 
quickly. | wonder if I will be able to 
sleep in a motionless bed once I reach 
land 

For exercise [ jog around the 
helicopter landing deck. By doing ten 
laps | chalk up a mile. Of course, the 


deck sways and never seems to be at 
the same level when | put my foot 
down as it was when I picked my foot 
up the split second before. | know 
little about drunken sailors, but | 
would guess that when I am running | 
look a lot like one, 

Shaving while rocking, I put my 
razor to my face and my face is not 
there. And I am never sure where the 
water will be in the shower. As the 
ship rocks, the water first sprays over 
my head and across the stall. Next it 
runs down the wall by the nozzle. As 
it passed by I get wet enough to lather 
up, hoping that I will get enough water 
to get the soap off later. 

Eating during a storm, I slide in 
my chair along with other diners 
starboard and then portside. | pass my 
neighbor's plate and hope on the 
return trip I will end up with my own 
dinner. | wonder if | have eaten from 
anyone else’s plate.

Fish wake up hungry. Like 
people, fish have periods of the day 
when they want to eat. Then, with 
their hunger satisfied, they rest until 
they get hungry again. 

Most folks have known that 
fishing is usually best early in the 
morning and late in the evening, but 


iy probably didn’t know why. Being 


ungry at dawn and then again at dusk 
is more than a fad with fish, according 
to outdoor consultant Bob Brewster. 


It’s actually a conditioned 
responce to natural factors which 
make feeding at those times of the day 
easier and more beneficial to the fish. 

Just as you would find it difficult 
to prepare a meal in total darkness, so 
fish find it more to their liking to feed 
when they can see. 

Fish actually have two types of 
cells in their eyes which respond to 
light. One, cone cells, are used during 
daylight, while the other, rod cells, are 
used at night. The position of these 
cells within the eye is controlled by 
the amount of light entering the water. 


The cells are most responsive and 
fish have their best vision during 
periods of marginal light, therefore, 
they feed mostly at dawn and dusk, 
times when they have the best 
advantage over their prey. 

If you can’t get to the fish at the 
optimum times, you'll have to make 
the bait extra enticing - making the 
fish you’re after want between meal 
snacks. To do it you'll have to have 
highly visible bait or lure. 

Just use the information above 
and you might start having better luck 
on the water.

Saturday, all reports indicate that this 
past week has a bumper week for 
crappie fishermen. I’ve also received a 
few reports that bass are starting to get 
on the beds. 

Mama Bozo has a Crappie and 
Bass Pot going. Just pay a buck to 
enter before you go tishing, and get 
your biggest one entered when you get 
back. The winner gets the pot. The 
Crappie Pot ends May Ist, and the 
Bass Pot ends May 31st. 

The biggest crappie entered so far 
weighed two pounds and five ounces. 
Ray Cantrell hauled that one aboard. 
R. B. James has the largest bass with a 
six pound four ounce lunker. Just 
check the tally sheet at Bozo’s. 

The Indian Valley Bass Rangers 
are holding an invitational bass 
tournament at Lacoosa Marina April 
29th. The posted awards are $300 for 
first place, $200 for second and $100 
for third. 

The rules are as usual: two to a 
boat, no live bait, 10 fish per boat, 12 
inch minimum and largemouth and 
spotted bass only. The winners are 
determined by the total pounds per 
boat. 

Entry blanks are available at 
Lacoosa or by calling 663-6735. 
Takeoff time for the tournament is 
6:30 and weigh-in set for four in the 
afternoon.

heid open for lease. In certain instances a buliding 
may serve a dual purpose, serving as living 
Quarters and concurrently being utilized as a 


commercial service, that is, a building used as a 
church in which the rector lives or a house for 
which a sales representative carries on his 
merchandising activities and in which he stores his 
inventory. In such situations, the trustees of the 
District will determine, based upon a review of all 
the facts, and in a large measure being guided by 
the square footage devoted to each use, which is 


the predominant purpose. 

2. FIFTY AND 00/100 DOLLARS ($50.00) - 
Annually - Single family residences, except those 
designated in paragraphs 5 and 6 below, in areas of 
the District described as Class Nine by the 
Insurance Services Office, Montgomery, Alabama. 

3, ONE HUNDRED AND 00/100 ($100.00) 
Annually - All condominiums in areas rated Class 
Seven by the Insuance Services Office, 
Montaomery. Alabama. 

4. FIFTY AND 00/100 ($50.00) - Annually - 
Apartment houses and other multiple dwellings 
under common ownership. 

5. TWENTY-FIVE AND 00/100 DOLLARS 
($25.00) - Annually - Single family single story 
(without basement) residences that do not cover in 
excess of 900 square feet of land area. 

6. TWENTY-FIVE AND 00/100 DOLLARS 
($25.00) - Annually - Individual trailers (not 
including campers and trailers with wheels 
attached, ready for movement on a highway, and 
which are not occupied for living purposes in the 
District. 


7. TWO CENTS (2 cents) per square foot but In 
no event less than ONE HUNDRED AND 00/100 
DOLLARS ($100.00) per year - Annually - All 
commercial establishments, including all out 
buildings, such as sheds, vans, garages, 
greenhouses and fixed trailers. A square foot will 
be deemed to be the ground area covered by the 
Structures. Commercial establishments would 
include office buildings, farms operated as 
corporations or for private profit, livery stables, 
research centers, manufacturing plants, sales 
offices, stores and similar enterprises. In certain 
Situations where the various functions of a single 
enterprise are not continuous, each separate 
element shall be treated as an additional 
commercial unit, such as a development that 
involved separated administrative offices, 
maintenance headquarters and clubhouse, each of 
which would be treated separately and would in 
turn be separate from any housing unites of the 
enterprise. For the case of farm houses, provided 
as the abode of the farmer of farm manager, euch 
Structures would be classified in the appropriate 
category of residence, apart from the farm 
structures. 

8. ONE CENT (1 cent) per square foot, but in no 
event less than ONE HUNDRED AND 00/100

OTHER MATTERS INCIDENTAL TO THE 
SCHEDULE OF SERVICE CHARGES 

1, Failure to pay charges subject to a Late 
Payment Fee shall empower the Trustees to 
establish liens against the property, and continuing 
disregard for demands for payment will result in 
the establishment of foreclosure proceedings. 

2. So long as any Federal government financing 
of the District is in force, attempts to Improperly 
evade the payment of established rate charges may 
cause the Trustees to request the Federal 
Government to institute charges for fraud against 
the land owner.

Dr. L.: So bad luck isn’t one of your 
concerns..., just the blessing of God. 
You see, when a couple are married in 
a public ceremony, they often don’t 
realize, and sometimes their ministers 
don’t inform them, that this is likely 
to be the only occasion when they will 
have an opportunity to “‘minister’’ to a 
‘congregation called together solely for 
them.

Dr. L.: No, not entirely. It’s possible 
to have the congregation join in the 
singing of a familiar lymn, to have a 
printed leaflet (which, by the way, 
becomes a lovely momento of the 
wedding.) There are some fine 
slim-line programs available in religious 
bookstores in Birmingham which are 
inexpensive, and can be easily 
mimeographed at the church. It 
usually carries the names of the 
wedding party, the words of the 
hymns, and don’t forget that a 
responsive reading of the famous 
“love” chapter in Corinthians has a 
way of drawing a group of people 
together. They will know, when vou 


are all finished with the vows, that 
they had a real part in helping you to 
make those vows, and they’ll be proud 
to cut that reception cake! It makes 
them part of the action. After all, you 
really need their prayers at that 
moment rather than their curiosity, 
don’t you!? 

Bride: Boy!, Will I ever! Now, back 
to the music. What do you play 
instead of the ....er....wobble music 
and the dum, dum, te dum on the way 
out? 

Dr. L.: You mean the Midsummer’s 
Night Dream music, no doubt. Well, 
that’s a little unfortunate too. It’s 
really the marriage of a donkey, in the 
opera, not a very propitious note on 
which to start the serious business of a 
married life. There are lots of 


selections which, at first, will seem 
strange to your guests, but on 
afterthought, will appeal to them as 
definitely regal, befitting a really royal 
occasion. 

There are the two Trumpet 
Voluntaries of Purcell (or attributed to 
him), a fine Aria from the Tenth 
Concerto Grosso of Handel, some 
shorter items by J. S. Bach, or some 
modern composers. But then, you’d 
have to sit down, you and the groom 
in a session with the organist, who will 
play parts or all of a number of 
selections. Then you can visualize the 
effect, knowing of your other plans, 
your dress, etc., and make a good and 
surprisingly easy decision. Another 
idea occurs to me. Sometimes the 
dresses and the flowers are designed to 
reflect a certain season, or a certain 
century. I have seen several weddings 
where Elizabethan dress designs were 
used, and, what do you know....the 
bride wanted harpsichord music! 
Sometimes men have excellent ideas 
they never dreamed they had, about 
the choice of music. It’s also possible 
to select all the prelude music, while 
the guests are gathering; it’s wise also, 
to select both a recessional for your 
party and the escorting of your close 
relatives from the church, then a 
rousing postlude for the guests’ 
departure. 

Bride: What about a soloist? 

Dr. L.: Solos in church are just fine, 
but you need to look over the text of

the solo very carefully, possibly with 
your minister, to be sure the theology 
matches that of your church. 
Sometimes typical music is chosen 
because the tune is greatly beloved 
without a thought for the text. And of 
course, even as a musician, I have to be 
the first to say that the Word comes 
first, and the music, second. However, 
with a little consultation, you can find 
vocal music which is suitable. And it’s 
best to have the vocal music early in 
the service, so as not to create a break 
in the drama of which you and your 
beloved are the central part. 

Bride: Hm...is it proper to record a 
wedding, so we can hear it again when 
we aren’t so busy....and probably 
scared? 

Dr. L.: Yes, indeed. In fact, it’s as 
important nowadays, to have a fine 
tape recording of the entire wedding, 
including the prelude and postlude 
music, as it is to have the top off the 
wedding cake, and those photographs. 
By all means, do record it. You'll be 
amazed to find that your voice didn’t 
shake at all when you answered “I 
do.” 

Bride: Gee, [ll have to think about 
this. But it would be nice to have the 
guests feel, like you say, 
important,....and needed. [ll bet it 
would be a wedding they would never 
forget. 

Dr. L.: You’ve got the idea. They 
won’t, I promise you.Good luck....er, I 
mean, God bless you!

So intense was the heat from fire that 
water poured into the broken windows turned to steam rather than running 


off. 


Calera girl, 19, charged with hotel fire 


A 19 year old Calera girl was 
arrested late Tuesday night and 
charged with setting the fire that 
destroyed Calera’s Peoples Hotel 
Saturday morning. 

Calera authorities, along with 
representatives of the State ‘Fire 
Marshall’s office arrested Paula Poe, 
charging her with arson. 

The young woman was booked 
and charged at the Calera City Hall 
and then was taken to the Shelby 
County jail in Columbiana. The girl’s 
bond is expected to be set sometime 
Wednesday. 

A notable and sentimental piece 
of Central Alabama history was 
consumed by fire over the weekend. 

The historic People’s Hotel, 
located in Cafera at the rail junction of 

ie L and N and Southern’ Railway 
was destroyed by fire shortly after 
midnight, Saturday morning. 

Calera radio dispatcher Mark 
Jones was first alerted to the blaze 
when a State Trooper stopped at the 
Calera City Hall and told Jones that he 
had just seen what appeared to him to 
be an explosion and a man running 
from the old hotel. Jones’ record 
shows that this report was received at 
two minutes past midnight, Saturday 
morning. 

Jones immediately alerted Calera’s 
fire department and then called for 
Montevallo’s snorkle unit, to be used 
in case it became necessary to rescue 
occupants from the upper stories of 
the old hotel. 

Also called to assist in fighting the 
fire were units from Columbiana, 
Alabaster and Pelham and Shelco 
Rescue Unit One. A total of eleven 
pieces of equipment helped battle the 
midnight blaze. 

The fire spread rapidly 
throughout the old structure and 
within minutes flames were leaping 
from the roof of the building. 

Montevallo firemen, responding to 
the alarm, could see flames in the sky 
as they sped by the studios of radio 
station WBYE, some 2% miles from 
the burning hotel. 

Calera police officer Reed Smith, 
who had been alerted to the fire by a 
passing motorist, was the first law 
officer on the scene. He assisted some 
of the occupants of the hotel escape 


 wige windows of the upper floors. 


Two of, the hotel guests, Curry 
Smith and Lester Stevens, scrambled 


down a fire e scape. Officer Smith, 
standing on a dirt bank near the one 
Story section of the hotel, caught two 
of the guests as they dropped from 
windows, 

By one o’clock in the morning all 
nine registered guests of the hotel were 
accounted for, but the old building 
continued to burn. 

Pumper trucks poured tons of 
water through broken out windows. 
The snorkle unit played a constant 
stream of water on the building’s roof. 
For nearly a quarter of an hour the 
heat was so intense that water pumped 
into the blazing building merely 
turned to steam and there was no 
runoff. 

It was not until approximately 2 
a.m. that the actual flames were 
extinguished. Firemen, however, 
remained on the scene for some time 
to be certain nearby buildings were 
safe and that the hotel did not 
re-ignite. 

Officials from the State Fire 
Marshall’s office began an official 
investigation of the fire Tuesday 
morning, checking for possible clues to 
arson, 

Results of their investigation and 
the intensive investigation of Calera 
police led to Tuesday night’s arrest. 

Meanwhile, the burned out hull of 
the old building presents a danger of 
collapse and sightseers are warned to 
keep away. 

Built in the early 1880's the hotel 
actually faced north with front 
doors, lobby and porches all adjacent 
to the right of way of the Southern 
Railway. State Highway 25 now passes 
the rear of the hotel. 

Five of the nine registered hotel 


guests were in the building when the 
fire started. They are: Curry Smith 
and Billy J. Brock, occupying third 
floor rooms and Bill brasher, Amos 
Hamm and Lester Stevens, occupying 
second floor quarters. 

Paul Harrison, Quinton Vick and 
Bill Collinsworth were registered but

“The FBI has your son,” 
were undoubtedly the sweetest words 
ever heard by Mr. and Mrs. Donald E.

Sixteen year old 
Paul Thompson had been abducted 
late Thursday afternoon by a robbery 
suspect fleeing from the FBI. 

After hearing the news that Paul 
was safe from FBI agents who had

As he was about to board the 
plane owned by Dr, Ira Holt, 
Thompson remarked, “I want to see 
for myself that he’s all right and then 
get him home as quickly as possible.” 

And Thompson followed through 
with his intentions. The plane piloted 
by Dr. Holt and Richard Comelius was 
due to arrive back at the county 
airport around 10:30 p.m. Instead, the 
Cessna 182 touched down shortly 
before 10. 

Despite their weariness Paul’s 
family held a ‘Welcome Home’ party 
for him. Knowing that he was 
exhausted after driving his captor most 
of the way to Florida, most of the 
friends who dropped by to welcome 
Paul home, left within an hour. 

During an interview Saturday 
afternoon with two Birmingham TV 
stations and the Reporter, Paul said 
that he “wasn’t frightened during the 
ordeal and that his captor, 24 year old 


Detrick Duboise, didn’t threaten him. 
“In fact, Duboise told me he’d kill 

himself before he’d harm me,” the 

unperturbed youngster reported. 

The only time the Thompsons 
heard from their son during the ordeal 
was around 7 p.m. on the evening he 
was discovered missing.

With” only one legislative day 
left in this year’s session, it is not too 
early to begin tallying the, Shelby 
County delegation’s legislative score. 

Nine local bills were introduced in 
the 1978 session. Of these, five passed 
and four failed. 

The local solons passed bills 
adding a new circuit judge for the 18th 
circuit, raising the salary of juvenile 
judge William Hill and raising the pay 
of the law enforcement personnel 
board. 

A bill to allow banks to set up 
branches in any part of the county, 
known around the courthouse as the 
First National Bank of Columbiana 
bill, has passed both houses as has a 
bill that would allow Pelham to annex 
land to the north and west. 

Dead are the zoning bill 
introduced to clear up legal difficulties 
with the existing act, 816; a bill that 
would have added three additional 
voter registrars in each beat; Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden’s bill setting 
up a branch office of the courthouse 
in Pelham and a bill requiring that 
school board members be elected from 
commission districts. 

The hard fought Shelby County 
zoning bill, which was hammered out 
in conferences between Rep. J. T. 
‘Jabo’ Waggoner and residents of beat 
12 went down to defeat in the house 
when Reps. Curtis Smith and Sonny 
Moore combined to kill the measure. 

“It seems there are two separate 
counties within Shelby,” said 
Waggoner. “My constituency is like an

Aiding him was fellow backer 
Jack Van Pelt III, Pelham Fire Chief, 
Bill Bryers and Alabama Insurance 
Service officials. 

Thw question and answer session 
was designed to help residents 
understand the district issue before the 
May | election. 

The new district, according to 
Wright, would consist of a fire station, 
two 750 gallon pumper trucks, seven 
paid firemen, 30 volunteers and 
emergency medical equipment. 

Two acres of land have already 
been donated for the proposed fire 
station site at the intersection of 
Valleydale and Caldwell Mill roads.

“The legislature has just passed a 
statewide bill requiring that registrars 
be available in the courthouse during 
the week,” Proctor told the Reporter. 
“I felt that the state bill would take 
care of Shelby County’s needs.”

insurance classification of Class Ten by 
the Insurance Service. The district’s 
backers hope to raise this rating to 
Class Seven in most areas of the 
district. A class Seven rating, according 
to Wright, “would mean significant 
savings on homeowners’ insurance.” 

The projected operating cost for 
such a station is expected to be 
$200,000 per year with the expected 
revenue from dues covering that 
amount. 

Wright said any excesses from 
dues would go toward the purchase of 
new equipment. 

Dues would be paid on a yearly 
billing system with prorated charges 
for new residents. Wright said the fire 
district fee would be tax deductible. 

Under Legislative Act 62, which 
provides for the establishing of fire 
districts, dues could be changed only 
by vote of the residents and not more 
often than every two years. 

In answer to the question, “What 
will occur if a person doesn’t pay his 
yearly dues?” Wright again cited Act 
62 concerning liens against a 
non-payer’s property. 

“If the fire district is to operate 
and provide the service we are looking 
for, the dyes have to be paid. 

“No one is intending to take 
anyone’s property,” he said. “This is 
the only method that will insure the 
participation of all so the burden 
doesn’t fall on a few.” 

When asked how long after a 
favorable May election Class Seven 
rating would become effective, Wright 
said it would take some time to 
acquire equipment and employ the 
seven firemen. “It might take place in 
two or three months,”’ he said. 

“I hope, at this time,” said 
Wright, “there will be no charge until 
we are able to provide the service.” 

Wright said construction would 
begin on the station as soon as funds 
could be arranged for it. 

The proposed trustees are looking 
into the possibility of obtaining funds 
from the Farmers Home 
Administration, local agencies and 
through the sale of tax free bonds for 
the station. 

According to Wright, the only 
charge other than the yearly dues 
homeowners will face is the rental fee 
for fire hydrants. The Pelham and 
Birmingham water systems currently 
rent fire hydrants to residents in parts 
of the district. 

Wright said he does not forsee the 
yearly dues paying the rent on fire

Defeated in their first game of 
political. hardball, local farmers are 
demanding another chance at bat. 

The members of the American 
Agricultural Movement (AAM) are 
convinced their way of life is at stake 
and. they are not inclined to give up 
the fight for higher farm prices just 
because of last week’s congressional 
defeat. 

According to Shelby County 
farmers Albert Datcher, Jr. and Sam 
Florey, just back from a week long 
lobby effort in Washington for the 
parity bill, unless farmers are 
guaranteed a profit for their labor the 
American agriculture industry will fall 
into the hands of corporate giants like 
Sears Roebuck, who are buying up 
bankrupt farms in ever increasing 
numbers. 

“Do you think the agribusiness 
giants are going to take a loss? Datcher 
asked the Reporter after returning 
from the capital last Friday. 

“Industrial farmers are going to 
guarantee themselves a profit,” he 
said. “It just boils down to who the 
public thinks will give it the best 
break.” 

Florey said the government’s

compromise loan plan will just put off 
the day when the nation’s farm land is 
controlled by corporations. 

U. S. Department of Agriculture 
figures show that 25 percent of the 
small family farms in the country were 
sold last year. 

AAM members told congresional 
and administration leaders they would 
withhold 50 percent of their acreage 
from production unless the 
government passed a 
farm bill. 

The bill backed by the movement 
was introduced by Alabama Senator 
Jim Allen and Kansas Republican 
Robert Dole. The bill offered farmers 

,the option of withholding up to 50 
percent of their acreage and receiving 
compensation at parity (a formula that 
takes into account the inflated cost of 
the tools of the farmer’s trade). 

After President Carter threatened 
to veto the measure, it was defeated in 
the House of Representatives. 

“I know it is hard to justify 
cutting back production when millions 
of people are starving around the 
world, but with $25-$100,000 
invested in a crop, the farmer has to 
have some idea of what prices are 
going to be in the fall,” said Datcher.

The Vincent farmer explained 
that either the government would have 
to guarantee prices at parity by 
increasing exports or induce parity in 
the market place by paying for a 
reduction in produce.

Planning Commission approval

- Twice the Caldwell Mill Estates 
subdivision has come to the Shelby

Alabaster residents hooking on to 
the new sewer system will have to dig 
deeper into their pockets to come up 
with additional money for the 
asessment fee. 

Mayor Harold Davenport told the 
city council Monday night that a 
$100,000 HUD grant had been 
withdrawn from the project. He 
pointed out that this would make it 
necessary to increase assessment costs 
by 75 or 80 cents per foot. 


Hollinsworth, whose involvement with 
Caldwell Mill Estates led her into the 
larger fight for county zoning. 

George Holcombe of the health 
department assured Hollingsworth and 
the commission that Parker would not 
get health department approval for the 
four ‘lots until the drainage problems 
had been corrected. 


Owens recommended that the 
commission turn down the 
subdivision. 


“My recommendation is unchanged, 
because the subdivision is unchanged,” 
he said. “The commission has a rule 
that you can’t exit on a fast highway. 

“There is nothing proposed in these 
plans to help the drainage problems, 
just an easement where the water can 
run if it wants to.” 

Hollingsworth said the health 
department director had assured her 
that French drains or similar 
dewatering systems would have to be 
installed before the health department 
would give its approval. 

Holcombe said that two of the 
proposed lots in the subdivision had 
been rejected when they were found 
underwater after a heavy rain. 

The first house in the subdivision 
caused some controversy when White 
built and sold it without either health 
department or planning commission 


approval. The mew owners are 
reportedly having septic tank 
problems.

Huckabee said that Parker was an 
honorable man and could be trusted to 
make the necessary drainage 
improvements before building on the 
lots. 

“The only thing we can go by is this 
set of plans,” said Owens. “There is no 
drainage on these drawings. He(Parker) 
apparently doesn’t plan to do 
anything, because there is nothing on 
the drawings.” 

The commission could have fined 
White and Whitley $100 for building a 
house without the proper permits but 
the fine was not invoked. 

“We have nver collected $100,” said

* “In some school systems being 
gifted is as big a handicap as being 
retarded,’ "Rosa Hamlett told the 
Valley Elementary School PTO April 
IJ. 

Miss Hamlett is an Alabama 
Assistant Attorney General, in charge 
o} enforcing the Exceptional Child 
Education Act of 1971. 

The act gives mentally retarded, 


physically handicapped, blind, deaf 


gifted and talented Alabama children 
the right to an equal education. 

It also provides that exceptional 
children shall be identified, given 
individual education plans (IEP’s), and 
the teachers and equipment needed to 
fulfill their IEP’s. 

Hamlett says Alabama’s is a 
model act, however, as in other areas 
like prison regulations and court 
reform, Alabama's laws are not always 
implemented. 

It was not until 1976 when the 
legislature provided $15 million to 
implement the Exceptional Child 
Education Act and educators stopped 
equating ‘‘exceptional” with 
“retarded” that exceptional children 
began getting their legal rights. 

Hamlett argued that the $15 
million was not being taken from the 
unexceptional child’s educational

resources. 

“The act doesn’t take money 
from other children, it leads the way 
for better educational programs for all 
children,” she said. “Teachers are 
beginning to do ITEP’s for all the 
children in the class.” 


According to the law, exceptional 
children are not to be segregated. 

Educators are now having to deal 
with the concept of “mainstreaming” 
which says that an exceptional child 
has the right to be in the classroom 
with other children and they have a 
right to associate with exceptional 
children. 

Hamlett warned the teachers 
present that the trend in jurisprudence 
will lead to teachers’ being held liable 
for incompetence in class. 

The courts have already awarded 
damages to a Florida mother whose 
daughter graduated from public high 
school without being able to read or 
write, she noted. 

Parents of exceptional children 
were urged to contact the attorney 
general’s office about their child’s 
right to an education.

Coronado. 
3rd in a Series 
by Dr. David E. Luellen 

Soon after the USS Coronado 
moored in Rota, Spain I was making 
inquiries about renting a bicycle. My 
lack of success spurred a second idea: 
buy one. 

Buying a bicycle in a foreign 
country takes a generous measure of 
patience and a healthy sense of humor. 
It also forced my Spanish vocabulary 
to increase rapidly. 

Trusting the strength of my legs 
and the craftsmanship of my new 
Peugeot 10-speed, I chose as my 
destination Jerez de la Frontera, a 
rural hill town. The Spanish 
check-point police were too courteous 
to tell me that my plan was foolish. I 
could tell, nevertheless, what they 
thought. 


After more than an hour of 
biking, I topped a mountain. Jerez lay 
in the distance across expansive 
vineyards. Famed for its vineyards and 
wines, the town has heralded itself for 
centuries as the world center of 
sherry-making. 

Arriving in Jerez, I asked a 
policeman for directions for Hostal 
Mica. But Higuere Way, the ancient 
street on which the hotel is located, is 
so narrow that I passed it by at first, 
dismissing it as an alley. 

About 7:00 shoppers, 
promenanders and cafe-sitters filled 
the streets. For more than two hours it 
seemed that the entire population of 
Jerez was outside. Joining them, | 
made my way through narrow streets. 
I visited shops and paused at St. 
Michael’s Church. 


Most of all, I wanted to eat. 


Custom in Spain calls for dinner after 
9:30. Since I had only eaten a light 
snack at American lunch time and had 
biked hilly miles that afternoon, I was 
waiting when the restaurant doors 
opened. 

I was also cold. I had forgotten to 
bring my sweater. The shops, church, 
restaurant and hotel were unheated. 
Even so, I could get warm later I 
reasoned, but I might never return to 
this town. 

Back at the hotel, I soaked myself 
warm in a tub of hot water less than 
three feet long. Then crawling into a 
bed layered with soft comforts, I 
realized that for the first night in more 
than two weeks I was not being rocked 
to sleep by ocean waves. I never 
missed them. 

Cold, sunny weather greeted me 
the following morning as I biked 


through congested streets to College 
Church, the location of the annual 
harvest blessing of the grapes. Mass 
was in progress as I entered the largest 
sanctuary I have ever visited. Quietly 
slipping into a pew, I caused a stir of 
conversations and curious looks. 

At the same time young children 
wandered about unnoticed. Workers 
casually pushed wheelbarrows loaded 
with bricks and mortar along outer 
aisles. A mother sitting behind me 
admonished her son to pay attention 
to the priest. 

My next stop was the Pedro 
Domecq Winery, a family enterprise 
begun fifty years before the founding 
of the United States. In the massive, 
high-ceilinged storehouses I walked 
among thousands of oak casks holding 
aging sherry, brandy and wine. 

Celebrities who visit and sample 


the wines, autograph the casks 
containing their favorite. Autographs 
include those of painters, bullfighters 
and rulers. I was not asked for an 
autograph. I did, however, sniff the 
cork from a cask containing a sherry 
more than 250 years old.. 

About noon I left the winery to 
visit the zoo and botanical gardens 
while waiting for the 2:30 lunch 
hour. 

After lunch I said goodbye to a 
pleasant visit and headed out of the 
hills. By this time storm clouds were 
being pushed overland by strong ocean 
winds. Riding into those powerful 
winds slowed my pace and made the 
ride out of the hills more difficult than 
I had anticipated. 

It rained hard during the night, 
but both my bicycle and I were secure 


aboard the USS Coronado.

HUNTING 
AND FISHING

““Catfish, of course, is not a 
gourmet dish. It’s just a junk fish that 
swims around the rivers eating 
anything it can get its mouth around.” 

So wrote a reporter in a state 
newspaper recently. I read the words 
of this connoisseur of fine restaurants 
regulary because I like his 
recommendations of spots that feature 
quality cuisine. But when he called my 
choice commercial freshwater entree a 
“junk” fish, he went too far, for he 
put the catfish in the same pen with 
the opossum. My learned friends has 
all my respect when he sticks to 
publicizing top purveyers of 
palate-tickling dishes, but he had 
better watch his step when he tries to 
be a fish biologist! 

True, a catfish will eat about 
anything when he’s hungry. I’ve read 
that the big toothsome yellow 
(flathead), also called Appaloosa, 
square-tailed, slick-skinned catfish of 
some of our rivers eat muscadine 
grapes. A choice bait of many trotline 
and jug fishermen is white Ivory soap, 
but Pll stick to threadfin shad, blood 
bait and worms for my flathead, 
channel, white and blue cats. I don’t 
care ‘for the square-tailed bullheads: 
black, brown, -yellow and_ spotted, 
because alongside species of the other 
catfish, bullheads are like tripe 
compared to primé ribeye steaks.

Oh, yes, my writer friend who 
condemned the catfish as a ‘‘junk” fish 
also wrote, “But to me, it has about 
the best taste of any of the local fish.”

Paula Dale Poe, the 19 year old 
girl charged with setting the fire that 
destroyed Calera’s Peoples Hotel, 
remains in the Shelby County Jail in 
Columbiana. 

Earlier this week authorities set a 
bond of $2.500 for her and set a 
preliminary hearing for May 4. The 
hearing will be held in District Court. 

The young woman was arrested 
April 18 by Calera police and charged 
with arson. The arrest came after 
representatives of the State Fire 
Marshall’s office in cooperation with 
Calera police conducted a thorough 
investigation of the destroyed 
building. 


They indicated the sheriff had 
been notified or had attended every 
meeting about the jail that they had 
ever attended, and that he was in on 
planning session with the architects. 
They were exasperated that the sheriff 
had recently made statements in print 
that plans for the jail were being made 
without his knowledge. 

The Commission was assured by 
Administrative Assistant Carlton 
Franks that the sheriff knew about the 
furniture hid opening. And one of the 
bidders, David Wilsoncroft, said he had 
written the specifications for the jail 
furniture after consulting the sheriff, 
Deputy French El Lansford and 
County Planner Paul Owens. 

When the bids were opened, 
Wilsoncroft’s firm, Advance Office 
Outfitters of Sylacauga submitted the 
low bid of $24,516 for the furniture. 

Other bidders were Zac Smith and 
Church and Stagg, both of 
Birmingham. 

The bids called for an A grade in 
desks and chairs. Some of the chairs 
will come from United Chair Company 
of Leeds. Metal furniture will be used 
in most of the jail, but the sheriff and 
his chief investigator will have wooden 
desks, 

The furniture is expected within 
six to 10 weeks.

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Water problems 
appear solved 


by Rhodes Johnston 

After seven months and six 
unsuccessful test wells, Harpersville’s 
water woes appear at last to be over. 

Water Commissioner D. E. Morris 
announced last Monday that a new 
water supply for the town had been 
found. It was estimated that within 30 
days the new well would be furnishing 
water to the problem plagued system. 

The new wefl is located about 
1000 feet across 4 cotton field from a 
550 gallon per minute (gpm ) well 
which collapsed into a_ sinkhole 
September 21, plunging Harpersville 
water system finances into the red. 

Morris told the Reporter that 
leaks in the system had been repaired 
and the water board was operating in 
the black for the first time since it was 
organized in 1948, when the town well 
caved in. 

Since September, Harpersville has 
spent an estimated $20,000 drilling 
test wells and paying for drinking 
water at 35 cents per 1000 gallons 
from neighboring Westover. 


The new well is the fourth test 
hole drilled by American Drilling Co. 
An estimated 500 gpm is available 
from the 150 foot well. 

Federal money is available to help 
pay for enlarging the six inch test well 
to 12 inches and installing the pump, 
but the town is responsible for paying 
drilling costs of about $5 per foot for 
the test wells. 

Aside from placing a substantial 
drain on the town’s finances, the water 
problems have affected other town 
business. At the last council meeting 
an annexation request from residents 
on Chancellorsville Road was turned 
down because Harpersville could not 
furnish water. 

Last month local merchants 
requested extra police protection to 
stop the rash of nighttime burglaries 
that have plagued the town, but were 
told that all available money would 
have to go to the water system. 

Mayor J. W. Donoahoo has 
pushed through a one percent sales tax 
to help pay the water bill.

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Alabama’s center in midst of controversy

Where is the center of Alabama; 
the heart of the Heart of Dixie? 

On the face of it, a logical 
question with an objective answer. If 
the center of the state could not be 
found by triangulation because of the 
irregularities of Mobile Bay and the 
Chattahoochie River, it could be 
deduced by computer from the most

recent surveyor’s maps, or, as 
suggested by county highway engineer 
Hilry King, from centering a map of 
uniform thickness on a balance point. 

Why do we want to know? 
Because it is there, because the 
Montevallo Chamber of Commerce put 
up a sign in 1955 that says the center 
is about two miles east of Montevallo 
on the border of the old Randall 
Cemetery, and because another plaque 
placed by the U. S. Coastal and 
Geodetic Survey identifies a point at 
33 degrees 06 minutes north latitude 
und 86 degrees 52 minutes west 
longitude, on the steps of the 
University of Montevallo’s Main Hall 
as being “near the geographic center of 
the state.” 

The answer is that nobody knows 
the location of the geographic center 
of Alabama, 

The location of the conflicting 
plaques is less of a mystery. 

According to the man who put up 
the Main Hall marker, W. J. Kennerly, 
professor emeritus at U.M., the old 
Randall Cemetery plaque is the result 
of prankish college students. 

When Kennerly came to Alabama 
College for Women in 1920 college 
president Thomas Waverly Palmer 
took him out the old cemetery in a 
buggy and pointed to a rectangular 
pile of stones said, “that’s the center 
of Alabama” and started laughing. 

Palmer explained that the center 
of Alabama was located in Monteballo

Camp recalls Capstone A-Day « aoe 


The Univeysity of Alabama 
enrollment in 1924 was so small that 
Dr. George Denny, president, knew 
every student by his first name. 

“There were only about 2,000 
Students when I entered,” Ehney A. 
Camp Jr. of Birmingham said. “All the 
students knew each other personally.” 


Camp is a native of Columbiana 
and is widely. known in Shelby County 
where he has many relatives and 
friends.

21,22, were the Golden Fifties Club, 
Class of 1928, Class of 1953 and the 
Class of 1968. 

Camp, chairman of the 1928 class 
reunion, said that when the class 
gathered for their 35th reunion five 
years ago, 48 members attended. 


Camp was the first student to 


receive all ““A’s” during his four years 
at the Capstone. 


‘“*Dr. Denny loved all the 
students,” he said. “When a student 
had a ‘D’ or an ‘F’ on his report card, 
Dr. Denny used to write a ‘a good 
student,’ obscuring the grade with a 
flair at the end of the notation.” 


Travel to and from school was by 

train, he said. Most students were able 

pre go home ‘only ‘once. during a 
seme ster. 


He recalled that the late Albert 
Boutwell, former mayor of 
Birmingham, began politicking as soon 
as he entered college. 


“Albert arrived on campus early 
his freshman year and learned where 
everything was on campus,” Camp 
said. “Then he met every train as we 
freshmen came in and told us all the 
best way to get from the train station 
to the University.” 


Boutwell was elected president of 
the Student Government Association 
his senior year, Camp added. 


He remembers Jan. 1, 1926, well. 
“It was the first Rose Bowl trip for the 
football team and everyone was 
excited about it,”’ he said. 


Radio was in its infancy, so the 
students crowded into Morgan 
Auditorium where a telegraph 
operator received information as the 
game progessed. 


“Bo Lewis, who used to live in 
Tuscaloosa and now lives in 
Birmingham, announced the 
information as it was received. Bo 
carried a mop on his shoulder and 
Alabama was behind during the first 
half. Shortly after the second half 


began, Bo slowly walked to the front ” 


of the stage and slung the mop as far 
as he could. We knew Alabama had 
scored. After that, he threw the mop 
every time the team scored and the 
Q shouting was deafening by the end of 
- the game when we won 20-19.” 


Camp’s favorite courses were 
finance and investment, taught by 
Dean Lee.Bidgood. “He was a master 
teacher,” he said. 

Although he was in commerce 
school, Camp was inducted to 
membership in Phi Beta Kappa, an arts 
and sciences honorary. ‘“‘Our 
commerce students set such a high 
academic standard, that a great 
percentage of us were named to Phi 
Beta Kappa. As a matter of fact, I 
think it was the last year the Capstone 
chapter inducted commerce students,” 
he said. 

Camp said the scholastic 
excellence of the entire commerce 
school set the pace for others. “They 
were a challenging group of students,” 
he said. 

Speaker for graduation exercises 
in 1928 was Gov. Bibb Graves. “We’ 
didn’t have a baccalaureate sermon in 
those days,” Camp said, “so the 
speaker was called the baccalaureate

Sheriff’s assistant proposes new 


prisoner’s uniform to commission 


At present county prisoners wear 
their own clothes. 


Tom Barnes, administrative 
assistant to the sheriff, presented his 
recommendation for a new prisoner’s 
uniform to the Shelby County 
Commission, Monday. 

His suggested new uniform 
consists of a gray jumpsuit and white 
rubber shoes. 

Barnes demonstrated the 
suggested uniform pointing to its one 
piece construction and saying three 
sizes would be available. 

He said he thought prisoners 
should be identified as prisoners and 
“Shelby County Prisoners” would be 
printed in luminous letters across the 
back of the suit. 

Over the front pocket would be 
the prisoner’s name and number. 
Barnes said a tag listing the prisoner’s 
security type, minimum, maximum or 
trustee, could also be placed on the 
front eliminating the need for a 
different kind of uniform for each 
security block. 

The new type shoes feature 
grip-soles. Barnes said this would cut 
down on the number of slips and falls 
that occur in prison now. He also said 
the shoes would not need to be 
replaced as often as flip-flops becuase 
they are better constructed. 

Overall, the new uniform would 
be $2 cheaper per prisoner than an 
outfit*of demin pants and work shirts 
Barnes said. 

A gray one piece skirt uniform 
would be available to female prisoners 
but they may wear the jumpsuit if 
they choose. 

Barnes said a different procedure 
will be followed for admitting 
prisoners in the new jail. 

All personal articles will be taken 
from the prisoner and placed in a 
tagged locker. The prisoner would go 
through a shower and then be issued a 
jumpsuit and shoes. 

Barnes proposes the commission 
purchase 150 of the jumpsuits, 10 


being described as follows: 

Commence at a point on the north right of way of

cracks due to iil

Separating the two halves of a 
world globe is no small task. Especially 
when the sphere measures six feet in 
diameter. 

But that was the task that faced 
maintenance man Frank Buys when 
splits developed in the hand carved 
wood globe at Harbert Corporation. 

Using a putty knife to loosen the 
glue, it took Buys three days to pry 
apart the two halves. 

Chiseled from South American 
cedarwood, the eye catching globe was 
placed in the west garden of the 
company’s ultra modern office 
building last spring. 

Set on a base designed and 
by maintenance 
personnel, the globe rotated at the 
same angle as the earth on its axis. 

But the glass wall behind the 
sphere apparently intensified the sun’s 
rays, causing the wood to become 
unusually dry. 

According to executive secretary, 
Sandi Falkenhagen, the globe’s carver, 
Jorge Lopez was distressed when he

learned about the situation and 
offered to fly here from his home in 
Ecuador to try and make repairs. 


Howeyer, it is felt that the inner 
bracing which Buys has put in the 
interior. of the globe will probably 
solve the problem. “The load bearing 
braces will distribute the weight 
instead of it all resting on the 
bottom,” Buys pointed out. 


‘ Another adjustment Buys made 
was to remove the base and extend it 
24 inches to the inner shaft. 

In order to keep the wood from 
drying out again, the maintenance man 
has given it a generous coating of 
linseed oil. 

When Lopez was at the Valleydale 
Road office building chiseling out the 
continents and topography, he 
reported that the wood he used had 
been dried for ‘seven months before he 
began working. 

Before arriving in Alabama, Lopez 
had spent a total of 13 months curing, 
cutting and joining the five inch thick 
slats of cedar wood.

Montevallo’s City Council went 
on record this week, stating that the 
city would provide police and fire 
protection within the city’s police 
jurisdiction. 

Council members passed a 
resolution indicating that both police 
and fire protection would be provided 
within the city limits on a first priority 
basis. The resolution went on to say 
that both police and fire protection 
would be provided on a second 
priority basis outside the city limits, 
but within the police jurisdiction. 

In other action council members 
passed a resolution inviting and 
encouraging the State ABC Board to 
establish a retail store in Montevallo.

Dr. James P. Rogers, a member of 
the University of Montevallo faculty 
and president of the Montevallo Pacers 
organization, requested that the city 
council establish a public warning 
system to be used for impending 
tornados.

City Clerk Don Hughes, a former 
Shelby County Civil Defense Director, 
replied that the city will not only 
establish such a warning system, but is 
now in the process of seeking standby 
generators to be used in any 
emergency. 

Hughes also told council members 
that the city is nearly ready to begin a 
major street improvement project on 
Wilson Drive. 

David Nichols, Chairman of the 
city’s utility committee reported that 
his committee met recently with 
engineers from Control, Inc., to work 
out a revised formula for determining 
natural gas rates. Nichols noted that 
the report from the engineers would 
arrive in time for consideration by the 
council at the council’s next meeting.

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Editor’s Note: Dr. David Luellen of 
Chelsea continues his account of his 
experiences as a history teacher aboard 
the U.S.S. Coronado. 
4th in a Series 

«by Dr. David E. Luellen 

«Because the docks were full, the 
USS Coronado neyer moored in 
Gertoa, our first Italian liberty port. 
For-nine days our ship sat anchored in 
thesbay. We made the 20-minute trip 
to shore and back in liberty boats. 

I took the first boat ashore, eager 
to walk the narrow and ancient streets 
ColQmbus, the visionary explorer, had 
walked 500 years before. They were 
ancient then, too. 

l rode the incline up the mountain 
overlooking the city and harbor and 
imagined a youthful Columbus looking 


across the same waters, questioning 
geographic theory. I wondered if he 
had been absorbed in his dream while 
his Mother thought he should be 
studying. Or if he had walked 
thoughtfully among the shoreline 
while his Father steamed about his not 
tending the garden. 

I wanted to say, “It was worth it 
all, Signora Columbo, Don’t you agree 
Signor Columbo? Because of Chris’ 
dreaming and daring, a whole new 
world has been integrated into the 
human experience.” 

1 did not spend all my days in 
Genoa, however. I felt the magnetism 
of Florence, the vanguard city of the 
Renaissance. With a backpack and an 
Italian phrase book, I left Genoa by 
train. 


As noon approached, | flipped 
through my phrase book. Finding the 
right sentence, I practiced it silently. 
Confident, | turned to the lady next to 
me and asked in my finest Italian, “Is 
there a dining car on this train?” 


Apparently my pronunciation was 
abominable for she answered, “I do 
speak English”! Of course, I probably 
would not have understood her if she 
had answered in Italian. 


Florence-bound passengers 
transfer in Pisa and I planned a 
layover. Off the train, I headed for the 
Plaza of Miracles and the Leaning 
Tower. As I neared the plaza I realized 
for the first time that the famous 
structure is actually the bell tower for 
the Cathedral of Pisa. 


Built in unstable ground, the 
tower has been leaning for more than 
800 years. As I started up the worn 
stairs, I kept bumping into the walls. 
Until I realized that the “lean” was 
causing my problems, I wondered 
about my own stability. After 294 
steps, I climbed from the dank tower 
into the bold sunshine. 


Arriving in Florence after drak, I 
checked into a hotel catering to 
Italians. A local symphony was to play 
that evening, so I cleaned up hurriedly. 


Slipping into my Municipal 
Theater seat, I glanced at the program. 
I did a double-, followed by a 
triple-take. As bold as the garlic on the 
pizza I had eaten on the way to the 
theater, the program listed 


Appalachian folk songs. 

And it really happened in the 
Renaissance center of the world: an 
Italian vocalist sang, among other 
selections, “Black Is The Color Of My 
True Love’s Hair.” It was an ironic and 
splendid touch of home. 

The following day I walked back 
through the centuries in a grand old 
city who wears her age like a proud, 
elderly empress. Most of all, I think I 
enjoyed Michaelangelo’s David. Next | 
enjoyed the Boboli Gardens at Pitti 
Palace. 

But the climb to the Cathedral 
dome is a favorite memory as well. 
The final ascent up an 8&foot ladder 
brought me unexpectedly into the 
open at the scary edge of the dome 
walkway, several hundred feet above

the city. That jolt drained the Evel 
Knievel out of me. 

However, by the time my stomach 
caught up with me, I was able to enjoy 
the spectacular view. I saw old 
cathedral towers and new factory 
chimneys. | saw anelegant bird soar by 
the campanile and a graceful jet lift off 
the distant runway. I saw morning 
haze rising from ancient hillsides and 
auto fumes rising from clogged streets. 

I slept during much of my return 
to Genoa, Stepping from the station 
into the windy, rainy night, I knew the 
bay would be choppy. Liberty boats 
would not be running. 

I took a room in a shoreside hotel. 
And that was fine. I needed another 
night before returning to the gray 
metal world of the USS Coronado.

‘Firetrucks’ trades 


pitching for hitting

The king of the American Baseball 
League’s “no hit” pitchers is hitting 
plenty himself these days. 

Golf balls, not baseballs, that is. 

Virgil Trucks, former Detroit 
Tigers star, has switched sports to 
become golf pro for Oak Mountain 
State Park. 

Trucks, one of four men in the 
major leagues ever to pitch two no 
hitters in the same year, came to Oak 
Mountain April 1. 

Born in Birmingham, he attended 
Woodlawn High School where he played 
both basketball and baseball. But 
Trucks knew baseball would be his 
profession early in life. 


“My dad, played sandlot baseball 
in Birmingham,” he said. “I used to 
watch him and finally I went on my 
own and played.” e 


Bypassing college, Trucks went 
straight to Detroit’s farm system from 
Woodlawn. 

A friendly man with bright blue 
eyes and a big smile, Trucks is modest 
about his accomplishments as a 
baseball pro. 

And his accomplishments are 
many. He pitched for the Detroit 
Tigers 13 straight seasons, the Boston 
White Sox three years, the Kansas City 
Royals one year and the New York 
Yankees for his final season. 

During his 18 years as a player 
Trucks pitched two World Series wins, 
one for Detroit in 1945 and another 
for the Yankees in 1958, 

He also played in two All-Star 
games to round out his feats on the 
diamond, 


Of his career pitching record, 180 
wins and 135 losses, Trucks said 
“They tell me that’s a pretty good 
record,” 

Trucks hung up his player’s 
uniform and became ‘coach for the 
Pittsburgh Pirates in 1959. The 
following year his team went on to the 
World Series where they defeated his 
old colleagues, the Yankees. 

He proudly displays a gold World 
Series ring he received for the 
Pittsburgh victory saying, “Some 
people would give anything for one of 
these and I have three.” 

Trucks, best known for his 
fastball pitching style earned the 
nickname “‘Firetrucks.” 

“I used to be accused of throwing 
spit balls,” he said, “but I never did. 
Pd just answer accusations like that by 
saying my mother taught me to keep 
my dirty hands out of my mouth.” 

One might ask what a former 
baseball player is doing teaching golf. 

Trucks returned to Alabama four 
years ago after several years as a scout 
for the minor leagues. He moved to his 
present home in Homestead 
subdivision on Valleydale Road. ° 

“I felt that I accomplished about 
all I could in the big league,” he said. 

Trucks said he has “always played 
golf” especially during baseball’s 
off-season to keep in shape. 

Asa golfer he averages four to five 
over par and says, “I’m not a ‘scratch’ 
pro. I’ma pretty good player.” 

He proved his last statement for 
the Reporter’s photographer by hitting 
several long drives and showing his 
style on the putting green. 

Trucks teaches golf to groups and 
individuals at Oak Mountain’s 175 acre 
18 hole public course. 


the bottom of the inning, with two 
men on base and two outs, Detroit’s 
Vic Wertz came up to bat and hit a 
home run for the Tiger win. 

“I was waiting for him at home 
plate,” he said, ‘and if I ever felt like 
kissing a man, it was Vic.” 

Trucks said, “No one man can 
pitch a no hitter by himself. 

Of the big leagues he said, “It’s 
the greatest thing that could ever 
happen. Every kid today, from the 
Little Leagues on up; all have 
aspirations of getting in the major 
leagues.” 

Trucks commented on several of 
today’s baseball stars among them the 
current holder of his old pitching job 
in Detroit, Mark ‘‘The Bird” 
Feitritch.” 

Feitritch is known for his nervous 
antics on the pitching mound. 

“We didn’t do things like he does. 
We were more serious,’ he said. 
“Everything he does is designed to 
upset the hitter. I like him, though.” 

Trucks called Feitritch “colorful” 
saying players of his type are what 
baseball needs today to spice it up. 

Of Pete Rose, Cincinnati Reds 
player, Trucks said, “Pete’s my type of 
ball player. He’s an asset to the game. I 
would have liked to have played with 
him. 

“IT wouldn’t change a thing about 
my life if given the chance,” said 
Trucks. “I, for darn sure, would play 
ball again.”

The old photographs printed on 
\oril 13 by the Shelby County Reporter 
stirred up considerable interest among 
our readers.

He explained that the message of 
these preachers is sometimes so 
simplistic as to completely pervert the 
gospels.

I believe that the real sin in 
man is selfishness, putting self before 
others. 

“The real Christian religion is a 
relationship toward other people. 
People who have this relationship 
become enlightened by the Lord.” 

The Stalneckers were open about 
their finances. The non-profit 
corporation that supports their 
crusade is worth about $390,000. The 
ministry grosses $250,000 per year, 
with $180,000 of this going to keep 
the show on the road, The remaining 
$70,000 goes to pay the Stalneckers 
and each of their two sons $100 per 
week and for such things as the radio 
ministry.

Pruett said the selection of an 
architect to design the fire station 
would be high on the priorities list 
during the next month. He said the 
trustees have toured Hoover’s-fire-hall 
and were thinking of modeling the 
North Shelby structure after it. 


Both Wright and Prueit said they 
hoped to get fire coverage “as soon as 
possible.”

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Jones murder case 


goes to grand jury

Bobby Joe Hope and Phillip 
Stanley Hope, brothers from Shelby, 
have been bound over to the next 
Shelby County grand jury. 

The two men are charged with 
first degree murder in the death ot 
Louie Earl Jones, whose body was 
found floating in Lay Lake on March 
25. 

District Judge William Hill set 
bond at $100,000 for each defendant 
following an unusual two-day 
preliminary hearing, which began last 
Thursday, and was completed on 
Tuesday. 

The public was barred from the 
Thursday hearing on the request of 
defense attorneys who feared for the 
safety of the-defendants. 

On Tuesday, the state asked that 
the restriction be released and Judge 
Hill did so, but he required that every 
spectator entering the courtroom be 
searched for weapons. 

Assistant district attorney Bob 
Williams presented a five link chain of 
evidence tying the defendants to the 
Easter weekend drowning death of 
Jones. 

Witnesses testified that the Hope 
brothers had threatened the life of 
Jones ten days prior to his death. 

Evidence was presented that the 
Hopes had an altercation with Jones 
the night before his body was found 
floating under the Highway 145 bridge 
over Waxahatchee Creek. 

The last known people to see 
Jones alive were the Hope brothers.

Hoyt Blalock, a leading Shelby 
County political figure since the 
1940's, died suddenly at his farm near 
Wilsonville last Thursday. 

He suffered an apparent heart 
attack while walking near his house 
with his wife. 

Blalock was elected to the Shelby 
County Commision in the 1940's and 
served a total of 20 years in that 
position. 

A Democrat, he was defeated in 
the Republican Goldwater sweep in

He was re-elected to another term in 
1972, and continued in office until 
January, 1977.

responsibilities were largely devoted to 
roads and highways, especially in his 
first terms. He drove the first road 
patrol that the county purchased. 

In his last term he was an 
outspoken critic of the way Sherif C.P. 
Red Walker ran the sheriff’s 
department. He questioned 
expenditures and suggested there was 
wastefulness in the sheriff's office. As 
a result, the sheriffs political machine 
campaigned against him in the 1976 
election and he was defeated. He’ 
carried his home district where he was 
very well known, but the vote in other 
sections of the county went to his 
opponent. 

Blalock had announced his 
intention a few weeks ago to run for 
the State House of Representatives, 
and had been making plans for the 
race before his death. 

He was the third generation of his 
family to live on the same farm, which 
is located in the Blue Springs 
Community. 

In addition to his service in public 
office, he had also conducted 
businesses in Columbiana and Leeds 
during his career. 

Funeral services were held in 
Columbiana on Saturday. Former 
Probate Judge Conrad Fowler 
delivered a eulogy, praising Blalock for 
his love and dedication to Shelby 
County.

Matters came to a head last week 
when Douglas recommended that 10 
non-tenured teachers at Pelham be 
dismissed. 

Calling the removal of ten teachers 
“unprecedented” in her term on the 
Board of Education, chairwoman 
Elaine Hughes called the board into 
executive session Monday to hear from 
Douglas and the teachers on the 
firings. 

Douglas did not attend the 3 p.m. 
meeting at the school. 

“You know they (the board) were 
not going to dismiss those teachers,” 
said Douglas. ““I resigned because | felt 
I could not spend another year with 
those teachers at Pelham.” 

Earlier in the week, Douglas had 
defended himself on a charge of 
vindictiveness by saying that the 
teachers would have been going to the 
new Riverchase School this fall, but 
that he did not feel they were 
competent to teach anywhere. 

In addition to the reported 
harassment and threats to his family, 
the Reporter has learned that some of 
those opposed to Douglas had 
threatened to make public the fact 
that he has been twice fined in 
Birmingham for disorderly conduct. 
Once in April 1969 and once in Nov. 
1973. The charges reportedly involved 
sexual acts. 

If Douglas’s outspoken pursuit of 
academic excellence and _ school 
discipline aroused the oppostion of 
some teachers and the AEA, he had as 
much support among parents who 


applauded his efforts to upgrade the 
school. 

Douglas, who holds a masters degree 
from Tulane University, a Ph.D. from 
the University of Alabama and is an 
ordained Baptist minister, was 
considered well qualified when the 
board hired him to direct Pelham last 
fall. 

He had previously been principal of 


Rutledge Elementary School in 
Midfield. 

Douglas first crossed swords over 
the teacher competency issue with 
Garfield Bright, Uniserv Represtnative 
for AEA’s district nine, over the 
dismissal of three teachers from 
Rutledge. 


According to Bright the teachers 
were reinstated by the Midfield board 
and Douglas resigned. 

Although he said he knew of the 
1973 disorderly conduct charge, 
Bright denied bringing up the matter. 

“I don’t operate that way,” Bright 
told the Reporter when asked about 
his knowledge of the morals charge. 
“Our contention is that there is 
something wrong personality-wise with 
this gentleman.” 

Bright said he had been aware of the 
disorderly conduct conviction for 
some time, but had refrained from 
mentioning it publicly. :

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EPA to hold meeting on K-C waste increases

Concerned citizens, 
environmentalists, officials of 
Kimberly Clark Corp. and supporters 
of the industry are expected to attend 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency's (EPA) public hearing May 4 
On increases in the K-C waste 
treatment permit. 

The 7 p.m. hearing will be held at 
the Childersburg Community Center. 

EPA called the hearing after 
nearly 1,000 people with property or 
other interests below the K-C waste 
treatinent discharge point, %4 mile 
Upstream from the Highway 280 
bridge, objected to the company’s 
request to increase the amount of 
pollutants it discharges into the river. 

“What we are doing is right, even 
if we are not effective,” said retired 
postal supervisor T. C. Gibbs, who has 
led the drive to petition EPA for the 
hearing. 
’ “Tam no expert, but I can tell 
when a river is clean and when it is 


dirty,” said Gibbs. “I know some of 
the dirt is coming from Kimberly 
Clark because | can smell the paper 
mill in the water. 

“I realize that K-C is very 
important to the economy of this area, 
but I am concerned about increased 
waste discharges.” 

Officials at Kimberly Clark say 
that the increases doubling the 
amounts of Total Suspended Solids 
(TSS) and Biological Oxygen 
Demanding Substance (BOD) are 
justified under EPA guidelines because 
of an increase of 275 tons of pulp per 
day. 

The increased production capacity 
has been on line since November of 
1977 and the company has been 
operating under a temporary permit 
from the Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission (AWIC). 

K-C says it requested an increase 
in its EPA permit in 1976 when the 
plant expansion was authorized. 

The present EPA permit expires in

Lieuftenant governor candidate 
fimes “*Red™ Ethridge said Wednesday 
that Alabama and other “Sunbelt” 


states may lose federal funds if the 
coalition of “Frostbest” states of the 
Midwest and Northeast successfully 
push through legislation that will 
change federal funding formulas. 
kthridge, who is mayor of 
Greenville and president of the 


Alabama League of Municipalities, said 
tlie League is attempting to organize 
and coordinate the efforts of interest 
groups such as chambers of commerce. 
He said that 33 bills have been 
introduced in Congress that will 
“deprive southern states of their 
nghttul share of federal dollars.”

Noise concerns reader 


Dear Senator Sparkman: We hear 
a lot about noise but nobody seems to 
be doing much about stopping it. Just 
what are the physiological effects of 
noise on the human body? 

Senator Sparkman: The body’s 
“startle response” to noise is well 
known. It includes fast responses of 
the voluntary muscles, slower response 
of the smooth muscles and glands, and 
still slower response of the 
neuro-endocrine system. Whether an 
excessive recurrence of these 
physiological responses can lead to 
léng-term health effects is not known 
a this time, but it would certainly 
stem possible that such long-term 
effects might in fact exist. 

Dear Senator Sparkman: Noise is 
being classified as a form of pollution. 
Is this form of pollution increasing or 
decreasing? 


Senator The 


Sparkman: 


Environmental Protection Agency 
believes that the average noise level, in 
urban areas at least, has been rising 
and presumably will continue to rise 
unless firm steps are taken to control 
“noise pollution”. The Environmental 


Protection Agency, in its 1971 
“Report to the President and Congress 
on Noise”, has stated that “Without 
such (control) efforts, residual noise 
levels in typical urban communities 
can be expected to rise from the 1970 
level of slightly over 46 decibels to just 
under 50 decibels by the year 2000.” 


This is not as sharp a rise as some 
alarmists have indicated, but it still 
would be cause for concern. (The 
“residual noise level” as defined here is 
the lower background noise level, 
which would be exceeded 
approximately 90 percent of the 
time.) 


September. Environmentalists have 
questioned EPA’s issuing a temporary 
waste increase within less than six 
months of the expiration of K-C’s five 
year EPA permit. 


Clean water act 


Under Congress’s 1972 Clean 
Water Act, states are charged with 
setting water quality standards that 
were to make the nation’s waterways 
fit for fishing and body contact sports 
by 1983. 

The AWIC has been delegated by 
EPA to enforce these goals in 
Alabama. The state water pollution 
regulatory body has come under fire 
both from environmentalists and the 
EPA for not requiring strict enough 
standards to insure the objectives of 
the act. The EPA did not authorize the 
AWIC program until it was modified 
this year. 

There appears to be a difference 
of opinion between K-C and EPA as to 
how the allowable amounts of TSS 
and BOD are to be calculated. 

K-C officials said at a press 
briefing on the permit that EPA would 
allow the company 18 pounds of BOD 
per ton of product and 32 pounds of 
TSS per ton of product. 

According to EPA regulations, 
“the annual average of daily values for 
one year shall not exceed 9.0 pounds 
of BOD per ton of product and 18.0 
pounds of TSS per ton of product.” 


Pollution determinants 


There are three measures 
routinely taken to determine the level 
of stream pollution. 

1. Total Suspended Solids (TSS) 
are the small particles that remain 
suspended in the stream causing 
turbid or murky looking water. 

2. Dissolved Oxygen (DO) is the 
amount of oxygen available in the 
water for aquatic life. The minimum 
amount of DO for a fish and wildlife 
river such as the Coosa is set by EPA 
at 5.0 milligrams per liter. 

The AWIC applied for a relaxed 
DO level of 4.0 for the stretch of the 
Coosa immediately below Logan 
Martin Dam. The DO level in a river is 
always lower below a dam, because 
water is drawn from the bottom of the 
lake where there is less oxygen. 

3. Biological Oxygen Demand 
(BOD) is the level of oxygen using 
bacteria present in the stream. DO 
decreases in rough proportion to 
increases in the BOD. 

Kimberly Clark uses 
approximately 35 million gallons of 
water per day. The flow in the river at 
Coosa Pines is estimated at 900 billion 
gallons per day. 

The water is filtered to remove 
silt, then treated with sulphates and 
chlorides and used to wash the tannin 
and pitch out of the wood to make 
pulp. 

The DO is monitored every two 
hours at the intake point. Under the 
propsed permit modifications, the DO 
would be monitored continuously. 

Before 1965 when Logan Martin 
Dam was finished, K-C had two small 
settling ponds where waste water was 
held briefly before being released into 
the river. 

In 1965, K-C built a 1 billion 
gallon storage pond on the west bank 
of the river and began holding its 
waste water for up to 30 days. 

The 1963-65 average TSS 
discharged by the plant into the Coosa 


was 65,000 pounds per day. After 
completion of the new settling pond 
the TSS dropped to an average of 
12,000 pounds per day. 

The amount of BOD in waste 
water may be controlled by aeration. 
In 1975 K-C installed a 450 million 
gallon aerobic stabilization basin. 

The 1970-74 average BOD in 
K-C’s waste water as 45,000 pounds 
per day. After the aerobic stabilization 
basin was added the average BOD 
discharged dropped to 9,000 pounds 
per day. 

The cost of the two pollution 
control measures was approximately 
$5 million. 


How waste is treated 


When the water leaves the plant it 
is loaded with pulp residue, tannins, 
sulphates and chlorides. It is first 
pumped across the highway to a 
recycling plant where some of it is 
reused. Then it goes to a large clarifier 
located three-fourths of a mile on the 
west bank of the river. Here the large 
solids are removed. The water is 
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aerated for about nine days and then 
goes to the one billion gallon holding 
pond where solids are allowed to settle 
for between 20 and 30 days. It is then 
discharged into the river, opposite the 
mouth of Talladega Creek. 

Waste water from the holding 
pond is monitored for TSS, BOD and 
to determine if the ph is between the 
limits of 6 and 9. ‘ 

Three miles downstream, near the 
old ferry landing, the company has 
established its sag point (the point 
where engineers calculate the K-C 
waste water is thoroughly mixed with 
river water). Here the DO levels in the 
river are measured. 

By comparing the DO level at the 
intake with the DO level at the sag 
point, pollution engineers can 
determine the effect of the plant’s 
waste on the river’s life giving oxygen 
levels. 

The company has had little 
trouble meeting the BOD and TSS 
standards in its discharge. However, 
during the summer when water 
temperatures are high and the flow in 
the river is low, the company has had 
to hold back waste water because DO 
levels in the river were below 4.0. 

K-C has a good record for staying 
within its permit requirements. In 
1976, the only year for which 
complete records have been made 
available, the DO at the sag point fell 
below 4.0 on only one day. 
September 9, 1976 the DO at the 
intake measured 3.4, at the sag point it 
was 3.6.

According to late news releases, 
the bill removing jury duty 
exemptions, which was recently passed 
by the legislature, has been signed into 
law by Governor George Wallace.

1000 names plus one per cent of the 
total number of names on the master 
list. 

The jury box must be emptied in 
July each year -- effective 
immediately. 

Qualifications for service on the 
jury includes the followkng: Must be a 
U.S. citizen, a resident of his county 
for 12 months, able to read, speak and 
understand English and must not have 
been convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude. 

The judge is permitted to excuse a 
person only when an ‘‘undue 
hardship”, “extreme inconvenience”, 
or “public necessity” is substantiated. 
The excuse then is good only so long 
as the judge deems the condition 
warrants it. After this time, the iudge 
can order the excused person to return 
and serve on a jury.

Shelby Memorial Hospital has 
submitted an application to the 
Alabama Bureau of Health Facilities 
Construction to build a $634,100

According to the application, the 
Primary Care Center is designed to cut 
down on unnecessary hospital 
admissions by screening patients at the 
primary level. Patients who require 
hospitalization would be referred to 
Shelby Memorial after screening at the 
center. 

The regional health. systems 
agency has recommended a primary 
care center for the Riverchase area. 

Services that the center will 
provide include, diagnosis, treatment, 
and referral to specialists by the staff 
of the clinic. A limited radiologic and 
laboratory capability is planned for 
the center. Basic minor emergency 
medical services will be provided in the 
treatment room. 

As noted, the center will be 
financed out of Shelby Memorial 
Hospital cash reserves. As of March 22 
the hospital had an unrestricted 
reserve fund of $2 million available for 
investment in the project. 

Last year the hospital posted a net 
income of $713,229 on an income of

What’s a foul ball? Seems that 
some people haven’t figured it out. 
This past weekend I leamed that some 
softball players know only hot to hit 
and catch. 

If you play the game, it’s a must 
to know the rules. In the tournament 
played in Childersburg last weekend, 
players acted as umpires. The big 
problem was that many of those 
players who decided to umpire don’t 
know the rules! Most didn’t know the 
strike zone, some the difference 
between a fair and foul ball, and many 
what an infield fly was. 


If players don’t know these simple 
rules, how can they pretend to be 
umpires when a difficult rule 
interpretation is needed? 


The moral to all the confusion is 
to read and know the rules. It only 
cost a couple of dimes to buy the 
book and what you learn can win 
ballgames. 

For those who don’t know the 
rules, here’s the correct explanation of 
the three simple rules stated above: 

The STRIKE ZONE is the area over 
the plate from the batter’s front 
shoulder to the back knee. The ball 
must arc a minimum of three feet 
from the point of release by the 
pitcher (and not more than 12 feet in 
the air) and break the plane of the 
strike zone. 

A FOUL BALL is a ball tipped 
behind the batter and not caught or 
one that is hit and then strikes a batter

before going onto the field, or a batted 
ball that rolls off the playing field 
inside first or third base, or a batted 
fly ball that lands or is caught in foul 
territory. A batted ball that strikes 
first or third base is a fair ball. 

An INFIELD FLY is a situation 
where there are runners on first and 
second or first, second and third with 
less than two outs. If the batter hits a 
fly ball which is playable by an 
infielder (judgement call by the 
umpire), the batter is automatically 
out and the runners may advance at 
their own risk. The batter is out even 
if the infielder drops the ball. When an 
infield fly is hit, the umpire will call 
aloud so that all players can hear 
“infield fly, batter is out”. 

I'm not bragging to know every 
rule, but I believe it’s a good policy for 
all players to know the rules so they'll 
be able to play and understand the 
game better.

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“T never liked to fish because I get 
bored sitting still and never catching 
anything.” 

- This is the classic testimony of 
thousands of persons who told me 
these or similar words. To be perfectly 
frank about it, | had the same 
philosophy when I was a_ budding 
angler ten years old. I couldn’t sit still 
with a canepole more than a minute if 
no fish was moving my floating cork. 
Keep that in mind when you “force” 
your tot to sit still with a canepole. A 
child forced to fish will immediately 
hate it. 

My dad, however, paved the way 
for my future as an angler. When he 
wasn't on a railroad run, he liked to 
tromp the banks of creeks and fish 
with a short steel South Bend 
balt-casting rod and Shakespeare reel. 
Occasionally he caught a “keeper,” 
but there was no “sitting and waiting.” 
Of course, [ll use a canepole now 
when the occasion demands it----and 
What better can you use in a beaver 
pond with stumps jutting up every few 
feet? If some of the persons who 
“never liked to fish” because the 
sitting and waiting was so monotonous 
had tried one of the four basic 
artificial tackle systems, they might 
have a different tale to tell. 

This brings me to the next 
subject, which I think is most 
important to any youngster who 
would like to take up the art of 
fishing. Folks facing retirement have 
told me sadly they wished they had 
some knowledge about fishing. In fact, 
| think many adults would like to 
learn how to fish, but are too shy or 
bashful to admit their ignorance of the 
many facets of using fishing tackle, 
boats and learning the “secrets” of 
taking fish from freshwater depths. ! 
heard of one fishing clinic offered to 
retired people in which the response 
was so tremendous the meeting room 
couldn’t hold the crowd! 

I believe all youngsters should 
have access to “fishing schools”, 
because in my many statewide 4-H 
Wildlife Shortcourses, boys who had 
never held a casting rod became expert 
in placing a popping bug or casting 
plug on target by the end of the

Campers should be aware 


of indoor cooking dangers 


The summer camping season is 
beginning, and with it some of the 
more creative culinary talents will 
emerge. Outdoor cooking is usually 
prefrred at the campsite, but rainy 
weather will occasionally force the 
cook to seek cover inside the tent. If 
this happens, two kitchen dangers 
should be remembered. 


One dapger is fire. Most tents are 
extremely flammable. Know the 
pecularities of your stove. If the stove 
is likely to send an oversize flame 
shooting upward, better light it 
outside. If the wind is too high for 
lighting outside, at least be ready to 
throw the whole stove outside the 
door if trouble starts. Cooking inside a 
tent is tricky business. 


Another more serious danger from 
using a cook stove inside the tent is 
the chance of getting carbon 
monoxide poisoning.

continues to burn in a confined space 
that lacks a free oxygen supply, it will 
give off carbon monoxide. 

Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
odorless, highly poisonous gas - the 
same as the gas that occasionally kills 
people in enclosed garages. It does not 
warn you of danger by making you 
gasp for breath and it does not 
extinguish or even dim a flame. 

Never under any circumstances 
leave a stove burning inside your tent 
for warmth. Many deaths have 
occurred from carbon monoxide when 
an innocent camper has left his little 
sterno stove burning inside the tent 
during the night to provide additional 
warmth.

“Coming events cast their 
shadows before” is a well known 
truism now being brought into focus 
as. the battle for ballots swings into 
action preparing for the upcoming 
Primary Election scheduled for early 
September.

How well do you know the man 
or woman currently seeking this 
political recognition? What do they 
stand for? What effect, if elected, will 
their administration have on our 
future way of life? 

These matters are rightfully 
focusing into prime importance to 
every qualified elector who will 
assume his or her share of the 
responsibility of choosing the 
candidates to fill the various offices 
now up awaiting the final verdict of 
the people. 

What I am trying to get across is 
that many people, who have recently 
moved into fast expanding Shelby 
County, do not personally know the 
candidates and, in some instances, 
apparently, are thinking very little of 
the consequences. 

Here is a true example -- and it 
could happen here — Mayor R. B. 
Williams of Milton, Wash., in a 
newspaper article, released the 
following incident which you may 
read and find worth putting on your 
thinking cap before casting your ballot 
in the new election. 

A few years ago the voters in 
Milton, Wash., elected a mule to public 
office. In that year, Mayor Percy 
Wilson, who served as city clerk, made 
the statement that: ‘the voters did not 
kniow for whom they were voting’. 

To prove his point, he borrowed 
the name of a friend’s mule -- Boston 
Curtis -- and entered the animal’s name 
on the ballot. 

Those were the days when 
tremendous Democratic election land 
slides were counted and Boston Curtis, 
the mule, (when the votes were 
tabulated) was found to have been 
elected as a Democratic Precinct 
Committeeman. 

Mayor Wilson, according to the 
news atory, had proved his point and 
the precinct concerned lacked a 
Democratic Committeeman until the 
next election came around. 

“ So, you may readily see that it is 
important that you as a member of the 
voting contingent in Shelby County, 
inform yourselves before assuming the 
Obligations the right of free expression 
at the polls carries.

The request is to accomodate a plant 
expansion of 275 tons per day that has 
more than doubled the mill’s output 
of bleached kraft pulp.

Ed.Note: The county wasreluctantly 
forced into building an animal shelter 
because of pressure from north Shelby 
County residents about three years 
ago. The idea was to rid the county of 
strays, but it never worked out that 
way. Part of the reason is that there is 
no consistent policy among the 
county’s towns to catch strays, and 
the county governing body has no one 
designated to round up stray animals 
in the unincorporated areas of the 
county. 

For the last year the shelter has 
not accepted strays brought in by 
individuals. Other than animals 
brought in by the cities, it only 
accepts owned animals and a boarding 
fee is charged. Dozens of unwanted 
puppies and kittens are ‘put to sleep’ 
every month at the shelter. 

Ms. Vincent told the Reporter 
after her speech to the Commission 
that if anyone knows of any cruelty to 
animals, or any cases needing 
investigation to call her at 663-6142 
and she will try to handle it. 

She is also encouraging the public 
to volunteer to help with the various 
programs of the Humane Society. She 
announced that the Society is planning 
a spaghetti supper on May 21 at Valley 
Elementary School as the first 
fund-raising project. 


Phone bill 
at new jail 


to quadruple 


The telephone bill in the new 
county jail will be at least $818 per 
month, the County Commission 
learned Monday. The county is 
presently paying only $260 per 
month.

Councilman Sherril McClure told 
the telephone company representatives 
that the charges should be 
apportioned equally among all phone 
subscribers. 

“*l live two miles from the 
Witsonville Steam Plant,”’ said 
MeCiure, “But I pay the same amount 
for.electricity as users in Birmingham. 
Why can’t the phone company spread 
its charges equally like the power 
company,” 

Although he agreed that 
McClure’s argument had merit, Ellis 
satd* “The company’s position is that 
mileage rates are the fairest way of 
apportioning the charges.” 

Ellis explained that the initial 
cost of providing telephone service to 
rural customers was about $7,000 


each, while the cost of providing 


service to urban customers was about 
$1,500 each. He said the mileage 
charges were the method the 
telephone company used to recoup the 
cost of providing service. 

Councilman Ray Lenderman 
asked when the extra cost for line and 
poles would be paid off. 

“In about 30 years, if the 
telephone company hadn’t added any 
new equipment,” said Godwin. 

Councilwoman Dot Scruggs said 
that when private lines were installed 
in Wilsonville in 1965, telephone and 
PSC representatives promised the town 
that the mileage charges would be 
elimianted in ten years. 

“That was a political promise,‘ 
said Ellis. 

“The telephone company was 
there too,” replied Scruggs. 

“We make political promises too,” 
said Ellis. 

The council agreed to carry on the 
fight to get the charges eliminated. 

“If we don’t get satisfaction from 
the PSC,” said Lenderman, ‘We will 
contact Our attorney about a law 
suit.” 

In other action the council voted 
to take over the town park electricity 
bill from the Civitan Club. 

Mayor Austin Mitchell said the 
town had received three bids for

Airport expansion costs too much for CC

The County Commission Monday 
heard the good news of a $5,000 grant 
‘to the county library. But then it 
heard the bad news that just about 
everything else will cost tar more than 
“the county has in its budget. 
Engineeer Jim Ray said the costs 
of work at the airport will run 
$32,000 for preparing a strip 3800x 75 
feet, plus the cost of re-striping which 


would add $7,500. 

The grading for two more rows of 
plane ports will cost $9,000. Ray 
reminded the Commission, “We don't 
have the equipment to do all this 
airport work, Maybe you should 
re-negotiate.” His investigation into 
costs had come following a request by 
the airport’s fixed base operator Lane. 

Bill Bondarenko, director of the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission, asked the Commission 


for $942 in matching money to 
complete a water quality study. He 
noted the study is for a fouf-county 
area, and has already cost over $1 
million. Further work is needed to 
complete the study, he said, and 
federal sources would provide the 
majority of the money. 

The study is commonly known as 
the “208” study, referring to a section 
of the law that provides objectives for 
all rivers in the area to reach

‘~for its waste discharge: 

Alberta G. Reed, president of the 
Birmingham Audubon Socity, echoed 
the call for an environmental 
assessment statement (EAS) on the 
discharge. She also noted that the 
Audubon Society had recently given 
KC an award for its pollution control 
efforts. 

Myron Waits, a Talladega attorney 
representing the Coosa River 
Recreational Association, a citizens 
group concerned about the Coosa’s 
water quality, questioned the 
cumulative effect of K-C’s discharges 
on the dissolved oxygen content of 
the river. 

The EPA has set a DO of 4.0 mg/1 
for a fifteen mile stretch of the Coosa 
from Logan Martin Dam to Lay Lake, 
The usual DO requirement for a fish 
and wildlife class river, like the Coosa 
is 5.0 mg/l. The variance was granted 
largely because of the effect of Logan 
Martin Dam on the oxygen content of 
the river. 

Waits argued that celulose in the 
KC waste water has a high residual 
oxygen demand the cumulative effects 
of which could destroy the growth of 
plant and animal life on the bottom of 
the river and turn Lay Lake into “a 
large settling basin like the one at 
KC.” 

Clark Hook, vice president and 
general manager of KC’s Coosa Pines 
inill testified that considering the 
improvements to the waste treatment 
plant at the recently purchased Army 


Ordinance Plant, approval of the 
proposed permit would result in an 
improvement in the water quality of 
the Coosa. 


He explained the safeguards in 
the company’s pollution control 
system and pledged to continue KC’s 


commitment to high environmental 
standards. 

There was conflicting testimony 
as to the quality of the fishing on the 
river. 

Hook read from newspaper 


clippings recording record catches in 
Lay Lake this spring. Dan Ketchings 
district fisheries superintendent for the 
Alabama Department of Conservation 
said he could find no evidence of 
reduced fish populations either at KC’s 
discharge point at Talladega Creek, or 
in Lay Lake. 

T.C. Gibbs, retired postal 
superintendent living on the river, and 
founder of the Coosa River 
Recreational Assocation, called on KC 
to employ the best available: 

technology to clean up its waste. He 
said marina owners agreed that the 
fishing was falling off. William Mize, a 
Hialeah, Fla. fisherman who has been 
vacationing at Lay Lake for the past 
18 years, said the bass fishing had been 
getting poorer for the past three years. 

Bob Holmes, a Sylacauga boat 

dealer for the past 13 years told the 
hearing that he advised that anyone 
purchasing one of his fiber glass boats 
for use in Lay Lake to keep it up at 
night. He said that something in the 
water at Lay Lake causes the fiber 
glass to blister. The problem is not 
experienced in any other power 
company lakes in the area, he said.

Montevallo adopts 
personnel rules 


City of Montevallo personnel are 
now operating under a new set of 
personnel rules and regulations, 

The fifteen page document 
spelling out such things as holidays, 
sick leave, promotions, a grievance 
policy and outside employment was 
approved during Monday night’s 
meeting of the Montevallo City 
Council. 

The council appointed City Clerk 
Don Hughes as municipal personnel 
officer. 

Copies of the new personnel rules 
and regulations will be distributed to 
all municipal employees. The 
necessary forms for putting them in 


ordinance form will be presented to 
the council on May 22. 

The new rules establish six official 
holidays including New Year’s Day, 
Independence Day, Labor Day, 
Veterans’ Day, Thanksgiving and a two 
day Christmas holiday. 

Sick leave may be accrued at the 
rate of one working day per month up 
to a maximum of 90 working days. 

After one year, employees will be 
eligible for one week of vacation; after 
three years two weeks of vacation. 
After ten years, each employee will be 
eligible for three weeks of vacation.

Suspected kidnapper 


takes own life 


With officers closing in on him, 21 
year old Dietrick Duboise killed 
himself early Tuesday morning. 

Duboise was being sought in 
connection with the kidnapping of 16 
year old Paul Thompson of Alabaster 
and two armed robberies of the 
Farmers and Merchants Bank of 
Waterloo, Alabama on April 12 and 
May 5. 

According to the FBI, Detroit, 
Mich. police officers and FBI agents 
traced Deboise to an apartment in 
Detroit. At approximately 4:30 
Tuesday moming police and FBI 
agents knocked on the door of the 
apartment and identified themselves. 

The officers then hears a single 
shot. When they gained entrance to 
the Detroit apartment they found 
Duboise’s body ona sofa with a single 


bullet wound in the chest. 

It was late in the afternoon of 
April 13 that Paul Thompson was 
forced to drive Deboise from an ice 
cream shop in Alabaster to a point just 
south of Tampa, Florida. 


Deboise then released Thompson 
and proceeded to elude officers until 
Tuesday morning. 

A companion of Deboise, Doyle 
Lewis Terry was arrested near the 
Shelby County airport on April 13. 
Terry is charged with helping Duboise 
in the April 12 robbery of the 
Waterloo bank. 

The FBI indicates its records show 
that Duboise held up the same bank 
again on May 5, This time Duboise had 
an unidentified accomplice. The pair 
took two hostages who later were 
released,

“Whereas, he served with love for 
his fellowman, spoke with frankness, 
but always with sincerity and 
sympathy. His dreams and visions of 
yesterday were fulfilled today as he 
made more for tomorrow; and 

“Now, therefore be it resolved by 
the town council of the town of 
Vincent that we have lost one of our 
most valued members,” the resolution 
read. 

In other action the town voted to 
raise the amount paid to garbage 
collector Sonny Davis from $450 per 
month to $525 per month. 

“We have had only one complaint 
since they have been on the job,” said 
Mayor D. B. Smith, who had high 
praise for Davis. 

Councilman James Rowe, who 
moved the increase for Davis, said, “If 
the price goes any higher, the town 
will have to have a garbage fee.”

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Harpersville water could have $90,000 price tag

After seven months of drilling, 
Harpersville has found water. Now the 
town must find a way to pay for the 
new well. 

Mayor J. W. Donahoo estimated 
that the cost of getting the new well 
approved and hooked up to the town’s 


Home Administration for the project. 

Water Board Chairman D. E. 
Morris said the new well was in solid 
limerock. 

“I don’t see where we will have 
any problem with this well,” he told 
the council. 

The well is 140 feet deep and 


yielded 400 gallons per minute 
through a 4 inch pipe in a test last 
week, 

The state division of public water 
supply must still test the well for 
purity, but no problems are 
anticipated. 

The main problem facing the 


town is finding the money to pay for 
the well. Donahoo pushed through a 
one percent sales tax to help pay the 
water bill, but that will not be enough. 

Councilman Thomas Green asked 
how the town was going to pay for the 
well. Donahoo suggested that Green 
start praying for money.

“Dear Mr. Harry:

Cousteau and The Cousteau Society 
are “dead set against’ recreational 
ingling is basically the truth. The 
reasons for this, however, can be (and 
often are) misunderstood and 
misquoted in ‘outdoor’ type 
magazines. 

“We want people to travel to, 
experjence, understand and enjoy wild 
natural areas. If people are in such 
areas, then they must of course eat. If 
food can be obtained from fishing a 
local stream or coastal area without 
damage to the local ecosystem, then 
line —-- fish and eat. 

“But this is most often not the 
case, {and we feel one of the major 
reasons is because (sic) of organizations 
and publications like yours..... 

“Stated simply, we do not think 
that. the intent of an ‘outdoor 
expeGence should be to kill animals. 
That is why we strongly oppose 
expensive charter boat operations that 
fish for ‘trophies’ like marlin or

‘the amount of fish that are caught for 
human consumption through the sport 
of recreational angling,’ there are some 
points that need to be clarified.’ 

“...we are not against the idea of 
catching the fish as a food item. We 
are, as you indicated, not against 
commercial fishing. But agian, how 
does this apply to those why buy a 
boat, motor, fishing tackle, gasoline, 
and bait, for the purpose of bringing 
home a few blue-gill, bass, or 


whatever. The amount of energy 
(personal and petroleum) and the 
required dollar investment, renders 


this a very uneconomical way to put 
food on the table.....”

The University of Montevallo’s 
College of Fine Arts Distinguished 
Teacher Award winner had signed a 
contract with another state university 
in Alabama when he heard UM 
officials were recruiting an art 
department chairman.

In spring, 1976, L. Frank McCoy 
said he was at home in Danville, Va., 
where he had been teaching at 
Stratford College, and the unstamped 
envelope with the contract was on his 
bedroom dresser when UM's dean of 
the College of Fine Arts, Dr. John 
Stewart, telephoned him. 

McCoy, who was named the 
College of Fine Arts Distinguished 
Teacher during ceremonies at the 
campus, said, “‘And I knew Montevallo 
was the place for me, the first time | 
saw it. 

“It reminded me of Stratford,” he 
said. “Although Montevallo is larger, it 
was a traditional college campus and 
teachers I met seemed to have the 
personal contact with students that | 
like. 

“I work better in that kind of 
environment,” he added. 

McCoy, who began teaching at 
Montevallo in September, 1976, was 
selected Distinguished Teacher in the 
college by a selection process that 
included a poll of students and faculty 
and faculty-student screening 
committee that represented all three 
departments of the college-music; 
speech, theatre and mass 
communications; and art. 

During the awards ceremony, UM 
President Dr. James F. Vickrey, Jr., 
said McCoy is an example of the 
teachers who ‘‘in seeking to 
accomplish subject matter 
objectives...does not forget that what 
most students take from encounters 
with teachers are attitudes, values and

Commission gave final approval for the 
first 180 lots of Daniel International 
Corporation’s new planned residential 
and commercial development on 
Highway 280 between Valleydale and 
Cahaba Valley Roads last Monday. 
The planned community, to be 
called Meadow Brook, will have 600 
houses in the $75,000 to $150,000 
range, a 180,000 square foot shopping 
center, and a “campus type” office 
park of 600,000 square feet when it is 
completed in the early 1980s.

Department has approved septic tanks 
for the first 180 lots. 

Federal and state pollution 
control officers expressed some 
concern about the cumulative effect 
on the area’s ground water of so many 
septic tanks, but with the current 
limits on waste water discharges into 
the Cahaba River basin, the developer 
appears to have few alternatives. 

“It may not be the best sanitation 
system even if all the septic tanks perk 
individually,’’ said State Health 
department director William T. Willis. 
“Septic tanks have been considered a 
temporary disposal method in the 
past. We don’t like to use them on 
such a large scale.” 

The environmental impact 
statement project officer for the 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
Ron Mikulak, said that although the 
EPA was not involved in the approval 
of waste treatment in private projects, 
the agency had amended its guidelines 
under the Clean Water Act to include 
septic tanks as acceptable “innovative 
treatment.” 

Bramer said that Daniel 
anticipated no problem from the 
residential septic tanks, since the lot 
sizes were large and had good 
percolation rates. 

The company is studying a new 
forced injector septic tank system for 
its commercial development. Such a 
system has just been approved by the 
EPA for the new South Central Bell 
headquarters to be located hearby. 

As explained by Bramer, the 
system first treats the effluent and 
then injects the treated waste into the 
ground under pressure. 

The planning commission divided 
on the problem of traffic circulation 
posed by the commercial development 
on 280. 

“We don’t want another Hoover 
on 280 with a traffic light every 
block,” said Bramer, who added that 
there would be no interstate to relieve 
traffic congestion on the artery. 

Bramer objected to a suggestion 
by planning director Paul Owens that a 
connector street be built to join the

Prichard announces candidacy

Calera businessman Carl Prichard 
feels that the Board of Education 
could use some new blood and “‘some 
fresh ideas.” 

Announcing his intention to seek 
the seat being vacated by Lavon 
Moore, Prichard said that with a new 
superintendent taking office this year, 
it was his feeling the board might be 
able to head in a new direction. 

Saying that he felt his words had 
often been ignored by the board, 
Prichard declared that he intended to 
reflect the feelings of citizens 
throughout the county. 

“IT won’t show any preference for 
the Calera area,” he remarked. “I feel 
that a board member should represent 
every child in the county.” 

His business experience, Prichard 
noted, would be an asset to the board. 
For the past 14 years, he’s represented 
the Blue Bell Corporation of 
Greensboro, N.C. 

Asked if his business would 
interfere with his function on the 
board, Prichard replied, “My time can 
be allocated as needed and my 
company backs me in this endeavor.” 

Listing some of the areas where he 
feels improvement is needed, Prichard 
said that more emphasis needs to be 
put on developing the curriculum. “It 
shouldn’t become static,” he 
remarked. 

As the father of a college senior, 
Prichard has had some first hand 
experience with curriculum in the 
schools, “There are not many foreign 
language classes available, he noted 
and | also think we need more science 
and math in our program.” 

He also said that in his opinion 
the assistant principal program could 
undergo some revamping. The man in 
this position, he said, should be 
someone who intends to become prin- 
cipal. 


An eight year resident of Calera, 
Prichard is chairman of the Calera 
High School’s Board of Trustees. He’s 
also been involved in educational 
pursuits on a countywide basis and has 
served on a committee which is trying 
to improve the system. 

Other involvement on education 
committees includes membership on 
the county’s Adult Advisory 
Committee. A member of the Calera 
United Methodist Church and also 
active in civic work, Prichard is vice 
president of both the Civitan Club and 
the Calera Industrial Board. 

Prichard’s wife is the former Erma

Scuffle breaks out 


in Shelby County jail 


A fight broke out in the county 
jail over the weekend between 14 
inmates. 

Before deputies could break it up, 
Phillip Hope was injured with a cut on 
top of his head which required five 
stitches. He was taken to Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. 

Hope and his brother, Bobby Joe 
Hope, are in jail bound over to the 
next grand jury which will hear 
testimony on charges of murder. 

According to Sheriff C. P. Walker, 
through his spokesman Deputy Tom 
Barnes, the Hopes were in the “trial 
section” of the jail. This section 
usually has four to six persons in 
multi-housing cells. Once a day Barnes 
said, the men are let out to use the 
single shower in the section. 


Fighting broke out in the day 
room. The jailer heard the fracas and 
called for help before opening the 
door. Three deputies were on the 
parking lot and rushed upstairs to help 
get the 14 men under control. 

Barnes told the Reporter that he 
thinks a broom handle was used as the 
weapon in the fight but no one seems 
to be sure just what was used. 

Bobby Joe Hope received 
scratches and a slight cut on his back, 
but he did not require hospitalization. 

The Hopes were later housed in 
one-man cells. Batnes said the jail is at 
capacity or over-capacity most of the 
time and the one-man cells will be 
needed if women come in as prisoners. 
He expects the Hopes may be moved 
back to &man cells.

realized this dream in 1975, when he 
was appointed to succeed Coach 
Wooden as mentor of the UCLA 
basketball squad. 

Wooden was a brilliant teacher of 
basketball skills, and his record of 10 
out of 12 national championships will 
doubtless never be matched. Needless 
to say, he was a hard act to follow, 
and UCLA’s spoiled alumni grumbled 
at Bartow’s 3rd place finish in the 
1976 nationals. 

When UCLA was elimiated in the 
1977 regionals, the pressure mounted, 
despite a fine season record, The 
achievement of Bartow’s career goal 
had come at the price of happiness, so 
Bartow accepted UAB’s offer and 
came to the friendlier climate of 
Alabama. 

Before coaching at UCLA, Bartow 
had a long career of coaching in 
Missouri and at Memphis State. While 
at Memphis State, he had lost a 
heartbreaker to UCLA in the national 
finals, as the great Bill Walton poured 
in 44 points for the Bruins. 

Three weeks later, Bartow was in 
the People’s Republic of China, as 
coach of the United States goodwill 
ambassador team, following the 
ping-pong players who first breached 
the “Wall of China,” 

The Chinese national basketball 
coach met them at Peking ariport, and 
immediately pointed and asked, “‘Are 
you the one?” Thereupon, a few of 
the Chinese present broke into gales of 
laughter, 

Bewildered, Bartow asked the 
interpreter what was going on. The 
interpreter blushed and said that they 
all wondered if he was the one that set 


up the defense against Bill Walton in 
the nationals three weeks earlier. 

Later that evening, the Chinese 
quit laughing as the Americans jumped 
to a 48-10 lead in the first period, and 
began substituting freely. 

“Someone reminded me that the 
Chinese were holding all our passports 
at the airport,” Bartow said, so he 
tried not get too far ahead after that. 

Bartow, a big fan of “sports 
spectaculars”, also coached the US 
team at the Munich Olympics in 1972, 
and plans to attend the 1980 Moscow 
Olympics, as well as the 1984 
Olympics in Los Angeles. 

Bartow was the featured speaker 
at the dinner which drew a number of 
office seekers and members of the 
“court house crowd” took advantage 
of the election-year occasion to press 
flesh slap backs, and otherwise 
hobnob with (any) voters (that might 
wander in.)

Hospital business expands 
new plans advanced by doctors

The health care business is big 
business. 

With an annual payroll of $3.5 
million, Shelby Memorial Hospital is 
one of the county’s largest employers. 

The image of the family doctor 
and the charity hospital are as 
antiquated as the nickel soft drink. 

While hospitals are still concerned 
with patient care, questions of 
“market penetration” and “patient 
base’’ are now dictating hospital 
planning. 

Shelby Memorial is on the verge 
of a major expansion. Construction 
has begun on a $278,000 obstetrics 
unit. A proposal has been filed with 
the Birmingham Regional Health 
Systems Agency for a $634,000 
primary care facility to be located at 
Riverchase. A $1.8 million expansion 
adding 41 beds and enlarging 
emergency room and outpatient 
facilities will be proposed this July. 

In addition to maintaining 
adequate health care for the growing 
population of Shelby County, the 
hospital is competing with hospitals in 
Birmingham for staff and patients. 

The money to build the obstetrics 
unit and the Riverchase facility will 
come from the hospital’s $2 million 
funded depreciation account. 

Hospital administrator Richard 
Lind looks on the Riverchase facility 
as an investment for the hospital. 

Lind says the Riverchase facility 
is needed to enlarge the hospital’s 
patient referral base and to maintain 
Shelby Memorial’s 60 percent market 
penetration in the county. 

The market penetration figure 
means that 60 percent of the people in 
Shelby County who need medical care 
use the facilities at Shelby memorial. 

What if Shelby doesn’t build? 

“If we let some Birmingham 
hospital move into Riverchase and 
skim the cream of the economic crop, 
it will put a larger charity burden on 
Shelby Memorial,” said Lind. 

The administrator explained that 
Brookwood Hospital has also 
submitted a plan for the primary care 
facility in Riverchase. 

If the clinic is awarded to 
Brookwood, patients that would have 
been referred to Shelby Memorial will 
be sent by the doctors at the 
Riverchase clinic to Birmingham. 

Lind said that the new facility will 
also help Shelby Memorial when the 
New York bond rating firms (Moody’s 
and Dunn and Bradstreet) take a look 
at bond financing for the hospital 
expansion program. 

“Steady referral keeps the census 
level in the hospital high and uses 
hospital personnel to the maximum,” 
said Lind. “This helps hold costs down 
and provides the patient base needed 
to justify expansion.” 

According to Lind, a drop of one 
point in the bond ratings could cost 
the hospital several million dollars over 
the 30 year life of the bonds, 

The proposed primary care facility 
is illustrative of two trends in health 


care in the United States: the trend 
toward offering health care at a level 
short of hospitalization and the trend 
of hospitals to gain control over the 
allocation of physician resources. 

The facility would initially be 
staffed with two family practitioners 
who would each be guaranteéd a 
minimum income of $50,000 by the 
hospital. These doctors would operate 
on an out-patient basis, referring those 
with need to Shelby Memorial for 
further treatment. 

In the absence of a national health 
care program, hospitals appear to be 
moving toward institutionalizing 
health care in the nation. 

East End Hospital in Birmingham 
has taken the step of hiring physicians 
for its staff. Shelby Memorial and 
other area hospitals, while they have 
not yet gone this far, routinely 
guarantee an income to attract desired 
specialists. The radiologists and the 
emergency room physicians at 


Shelby Memorial were paid $378,000 
last year. 
The National Picture 

Senator Edward Kennedy, D. 
Mass. has proposed nationa! health 
care that would expand guaranteed 
medical coverage to the entire 
population. 

The medical profession- has 
countered with a proposal entitled the 
Consumer Choice Health Plan (CCHP), 
under which private medical groups 
would be encouraged to offer 
guaranteed medical coverage to the 
population for a premium based on 
the actuarial cost of medical service to 
each population age group. 

The per capita cost for physician 
and hospital care in 1978 is estimated 
by Alain C. Enthoven in “The New 
England Journal of Medicine” at $200 
for people under 19. 

Under Enthoven’s proposal 
citizens would be given a refundable tax

National Metric Week 


ignored by most

Although it may have escaped 
your notice, this is national metric 
week. 

In fact, except for an 
announcement on public radio and 
news release from Jamaica about that 
island’s conversion to the international 
measurement system, we at The 
Reporter might have missed it, too. 

Despite the low profile 
maintained by the National Bureau of 
Weights and Measures on the issue, as 
the only industrial nation in the world 
still clinging to the English system of 
feet and inches, our conversion to the 
metric system seems inevitable. 

The question is how long we can 
maintain our familiar friends the 
furlong, the yard and the mile, when 
even their creator, the British, have 
given them up. 

In 1975 Congress passed the Metric 
Conversion Act, conversion guidelines 
were promulgated, public meetings 
were held. 

According to a Federal Highway 
Administration timetable, speed limit 
signs on all U.S. highways were to be 
changed from 55 MPH to 90 KmPH 
beginning July 1, 1978. 

The announced change unleashed 
a storm of protest. The Secretary of 
the Federal Highway Administration 
task force on metrication, Henry A. 
Sawchuk, told the Reporter from 
Washington that his office received 
over 5,000 letters protesting the 
change. 

*‘People called the proposal 
stupid, crazy, assinine, communistic, 
an insult to senior citizens and 
contrary to the teachings of the 
Bible,” said Sawchuk.” Groups called 
the “Hate Metric Society’ and the ‘Anti 
Metric Association’ were formed.” 

In the face of thisopposition thé 


Federal Highway Administration has 
shelved its plans for metric highway 
signs, but the conversion goes on 
nonetheless, 

According to Sawchuk, large 
international companies are already 
beginning to go metric. He said 
General Motors is 65 per cent metric 
now. Owners of cars produced since 
1976 are familiar with the KmPH 
overlays On their speedometers. The 
state of California requires that 
elementary school texts use the metric 
scale, 


Here in Shelby County there has 
been little exposure to the decimal 
based metric system. In local weather 
reports temperatures are given in 
celsius and fahrenheit; some banks use 
celsius on their temperature billboards. 

For most people in Shelby 
County, the metric system seems an 
exotic nuisance, if they think of it at 
all. 


County engineer Jim Ray 
prepared a metrics pamphlet when the 
Federal Highway Administration 
proposed the change, but it, like the 
administration’s plan, has been put in 
mothballs. 

The Shelby County School Board 
rejected an elementary science 
textbook because the measurements 
were given only in metrics, 

What teaching there is of the 
metric system in the county is on a 
strictly voluntary basis, according to 
superintendent Elvin Hill. 

Principal Norma Rogers, of Valley 
School, said several of her teachers 
were using the metric system. 

“They haven’t had any problem 
with the children, except that they 
wonder why we are teaching 
something their parents won't use,” 
she said,

credit of 60 percent of the actuarial cost 
of medical care to enroll in one of the 
private physicians groups offering the 
care. The poor would be given 
vouchers for the actuarial cost of their 
health care and be encouraged to shop 
for the best deal from the competing 
physician groups. 

The groups would be required to 
have an open enrollment policy which 
would be administered by the 
government. 

According to Enthoven CCHP 
would lower medical costs by 
providing an incentive for people to 
seek out the most reasonably priced 
groups. He cites figures showing that 
existing group practices can deliver 
health care cheaper than either third 
party systems like Blue Cross or 
individual fee-for-service systems. 

“The evidence indicates that the 
total costs (premium and out of 
pocket) for Health Maintenance 
Organization enrollees are 10-40 
percent lower than for comparable 
people with health insurance.” 

Under the system physicians 
would be responsible for managing the 
total health care costs of their enrolled 
population groups for a fixed amount 
per year. 

Whatever system is chosen, it is 
becoming increasingly apparent the 
present catch-as-catch-can health care 
lelivery system in the U.S. is due for 
an overhaul.

Mr. and Mrs. Francis Luellen 
of Chelsea live in an apartment with 
over 4000 elephants -- elephants from 
all across the world. 

No, not live, flesh and blood 
elephants with long swinging trunks. 
But wooden ones, and iron ones and 
some made even of wax, brass, leather 
and a number of other materials. Mrs. 
Luellen has clothes with elephants on 
them, jewelry, flower pots, wind 
chimes, household items .... You name 
it, and more than likely she has one 
with an elephant on it. 

The collection was started about 
thirteen years ago. ‘‘Well, we really 
didn’t start collecting in the 
beginning,” she says. “It just grew.” 

Her first elephant was bought for 
her by her son-in-law Lindsay Hendrix, 
from a man in Indiana. “‘It’s sort of a 
match box holder,’’guesses Mrs.

Notices on the way

Shelby County property owners will 
get their long-awaited reappraisal 
notices during the coming week. 

The notices will not be tax notices. 
They will only state the current 
appraised value of the property. 

Mike Worley, who has directed the 
work of the PRC Jacobs Company 
since it began the reappraisal program 
nearly 3% years ago in Shelby County, 
told the Reporter that the appraisals 
are on the conservative side. 

He will be in charge of the public 
hearings that will be scheduled for 
anyone who wishes to protest. The 
hearings will begin next Tuesday at the 
Community Facilities Building in 
Columbiana and will continue for 
about six weeks. 

The reappraisal was ordered by the 
federal courts to assure that property

in every county of the state is assessed 
equally. 

The first step in the program was 
mapping of the entire county. This 
took far longer than expected in 
Shelby County, and the work was 
complicated by the fast growth that 
was experienced. Some of the first 
aerial maps that were made three years 
ago showed only pine trees. But within 
a few months some of those areas were 
filled with subdivisions. 

The Reporter asked Worley 
examples of the appraisals he has set 
on local property. Although every 
piece of land is appraised separately, 
Worley said that a half acre lot in a 
prime subdivision where utilities and 
paved streets are provided, may be 
appraised at $12,000 to $14,000. The 
same size lot in the woods may be 
appraised at only $500. 

A tract of 40 acres can be worth 
$20,000 per acre in some areas, and 
worth only $200 in others, Worley 
said. But the $200 acre would consist 
of rocky outcroppings on the top of a 
ridge, or it might be ina swamp. 

He said there is a tremendous range 
of differences in the value of houses in 
the county. 

The general rule, Worley said, is to 
consider location as the basis for 
appraisal of land. The land furthest 
from development is generally appraised 
for the least value, where land in the 
rapidly developing areas is appraised 
the highest. , 

Land values in Shelby County are 
the lowest in the extreme northeast, 
the extreme west and along the 
Shelby-Chilton County line. Worley 
said. 

In one way Shelby County is 
unique, Worley said, in that the 
subdivisions have a character all their 
own. Each subdivision is generally of 
the same quality of construction and 
will therefore have its own average

Rape trial verdict expected today

The trial, for rape, of Ralph Warner 
Wiley Jr., 28, an frondale electrician, 
entered its second day Tuesday. 

Wiley is accused of raping an 
attractive 27-year-old psychiatric 
nurse, the wife of a Birmingham 
physician, at her Caldwell Mill Road 
apartment on the night of December 
1, 1977. 

The young nurse testified that a 
man she identified in court as Wiley, 
came to her apartment at about I] 
p.m. December | and asked directions. 
When she becams suspicious and tried 
to close the door, she testified that the 
man forced his way into her 
apartment, threw her to the floor, hit 
her in the face, threatened her, and 
subsequently forced her into the 
master bedroom where he raped her. 

The assailant fled when her sister 
returned to the apartment at about 
11:40. 

The sister saw a_ truck, later 
identified as belonging to Wiley, wreck

on a culvert in front of the apartment 
complex. 

The victim picked Wiley out of a 
police lineup four days later. 

Defense attorney Lawrence 
Sheffield devoted his cross 
examination to trying to prove that the 
victim had been influenced by the 
police to pick out Wiley but did not 
shake her testimony. 

Sheffield also claimed that the 
constitutional rights of his client were 
violated when Shelby County Deputy 
Wayne Watts took his picture. 

Dr. James W. Orr, Jr., a resident in 
obstetrics and gynecology who 
examined the victim after the incident 
said there was evidence of recent 
intercourse. 

The prosecution is being directed by 
assistant district attorney Bob 
Williams. It is his first major case. 

The jury has been sequestered since 
the trial began Monday. A verdict is 
expected by Thursday. 

The penalty for rape is ten years to 


life in prison. 

Although statistics indicate that 
rape is not a rare crime, even in Shelby 
County, it is rare that rape cases come 
to trial. 

Judge Kenneth Ingram, the trial 
judge, said this was the first rape case 
he had tried this year, and perhaps the 
seventh rape case he has tried during 
his ten years on the bench. 

District Judge William Hill, in court 
to observe the proceedings, said he was 
presently trying to make it easier for 
Shelby County rape victims to do just 
that. 

Hill is working ith the Youth Aid 
Bureau and the Shelby County 
Sheriffs department to set up a rape 
counseling service to help victims 
through the legal maze of a trial. 


Fire closes 
Columbiana 
alloy plant 


A fire Thursday morning at Alloy 
Cast Products in Columbiana shut 
down production at the plant for 
several days last week. 

According to company owner Jim’ 
Foster, the fire broke out when the 
hydraulic lift that raises the furnace so 
the molten steel can be poured into 
moulds malfunctioned, 

The 3,200 degree molten metal 
burned a hole in the bottom of the 
furnace damaging the hydraulic system 
and some electrical wiring at the plant. 

The Columbiana Fire Department 
was on the scene within minutes of the 
accident to put out several small fires 
started in the rafters above the 
furnace. 

There were no injuries. 

Foster said that the plant, which 
produces stainless steel valve parts and 
fittings, would be out of commission 
for several days until the damage could 
be repaired.

been purchased in Montgomery. 
According to one of the buyers, the 
investment amounted to 
approximately $20,000.

descriptions dictate the dimensions. If 


there is confusion here, it can involve 
researching the records. Ownership 
questions arise when someone sold 
property and failed to record the deed. 
This can be corrected by legal steps. 
Size of the property sometimes seems 
incorrect. A protester may say, “I’ve 
always had 40 acres, but you show 
only 38 on this reappraisal.” Worley 
says this is a common complaint, but 
there is a reason for it. Usually, he 
says, the owner had deeded a right of 
way for a road, or for a railroad, or for 
utilities through the property. These 
rights-of-way are taken off the 
property assessment. 

Worley says that some 40's are 
larger than others because of the way 
they were originally measure. The new 
appraisals are trying to show exact 
sizes. 

In the appraisal phase of the 
program the value is set at the going 
market value, Worley said.

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No ripoffs found in county CETA programs

After reading reports about fraud 

and ripoffs in the CETA jobs program, 

the Reporter took a look at CETA in 
Shelby County. 

The program was initiated five 
years ago when Congress passed the 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) to provide public 
service jobs for the unemployed. The 
government now spends over $8 
billion a year on CETA, providing over 


Public service jobs 


753,000 jobs. 

In Shelby County, about 200 
people hold CETA jobs ranging from 
ditchdiggers and flagmen to jailers and 
courthouse clerks. Dropouts from 
school and the labor market are being 
trained for jobs in the private sector. 
The county’s annual CETA payroll is 
$809,000. 

Shelby County’s program is 
funded through the state as are 59 of 
the 67 county CETA programs in

Alabama. These are called “balanced 
estate programs.” The remaining 8 
programs are ‘“‘prime sponsor 
programs.” Jefferson, Mobile, 
Montgomery and Madison Counties 
are CETA prime sponsors. 

Last year a director of the Mobile 
program was found to have ghosts on 
his payrolls. 

There is little opportunity for 
fraud, at least on the local level, in 
balanced estate CETA programs. None 
of the money for the program is 
handled in Shelby County. Pay 
vouchers from the local government 
agencies hiring the workers are sent to 
Montgomery. : 


While it is conceivable that a 
department head could be cashing the 
checks of non-existent workers, a 
check of county records found all 
present and accounted for. 

Critics of the program also charge 
that the funds are being used by cities 
to pay fire-fighters, police, teachers 
and other skilled professionals who 
might otherwise have been laid off 
during budget crunches, rather than 
being used to hire the hard core 
unemployed. 

Although Shelby County towns 
are getting workers they would not 
otherwise have had with CETA funds, 
these are not workers who have been 
laid off. Interviews with mayors, 
department heads and workers 
revealed that the rule requiring those 
hired on the program to have been out 
of work 15 weeks was being adhered 
to. 

County Engineer Jim Ray, the 
largest CETA employer in the county, 
has 22 workers on his road crews as 
truck drivers, mowing machine 
operators and flagmen. 

“I used to have 100 workers,” 
said Ray. “Now I have 66 regular 
workers, The 22 CETA workers have 
been a life saver.” 

Wendell Simpson, the operator of 
the Shelby County animal shelter, 
started as a CETA worker for Ray on 
October 10, 1975. Simpson’s first jcb 
after graduating from Shelby County 
Vocational School was part-time, 
unloading trucks for Roadway freight 
lines. 

The CETA job is the first steady 
job he has held. He said the county 
had promised to hire him if and when 
the CETA money runs out. 

While all of the county CETA 
employers said the program had been 
beneficial, several complained they did 
not have the supervisory personnel to 
oversee the workers. 

Wilsonville ended its four man 
drainage improvement detail because 
of supervision problems. Clerk Robert 
Lankford reports that three of the 
four have taken jobs in the private 
sector. 

Vincent will hire its CETA 
supervisor, when its program is 
terminated May 31. 

Vincent was the only program 
sponsor in the county which could not 
recruit a full complement of workers. 
Mayor D.B. Smith reports that the 
program had funds for seven workers 
but could only find four. 

Bill Varden, director of the state 
unemploment office in Calera, said 
that despite a county unemployment 
rate of 4.7 percent, about 1,200 
people, he could not find three 
ditchdiggers for Vincent. 

According to Varden, the 
unemployment problem in the county 
is caused by lack of skills, not lack of 
jobs. 

“CETA addresses that problem in 
a limited way through training 
programs,” said Varden, who argued 
that Congress needed to pass the 
Humphrey-Hawkins full employment 
bill to provide training to place the 
unemployed in private sector jobs. 

“People have to realize that when 
you give a man a job you save twice,” 
said Varden. “You save the welfare 
money you would have to pay to 
support him and you get the benefits 
from the taxes he pays on his salary.” 

Some training does go on in the 
program. Varden has three people 
enrolled in nurses training at UAB, 
eleven are learning to be heavy 
equipment operators in Oak Mountain 
park and eight are receiving clerical 
training. 

T.D. Autrey, a CETA jailer at the 
Shelby County jail, is using the 
program to get into law enforcement 
work. Autrey was a construction 
worker in Clay County, but quit his 
job installing asbestos insulation 
because of the health hazards in 
handling asbestos, 

““I want to stay in law 
enforcement,” he said. “It’s a blessing 
when every man who wants to work 
can get a job.” 

For Jo Ann Miller, a cataloguer at 
the county library, the CETA job was 
the first she could find after 
graduating from Alabama A & M. 

Mrs. Myra Wood got her CETA 
library job after doing rush season 
work at Dewberry Engraving and H & 


R Block. She has three children. Her 
husband is ill and cannot work. 

CETA employees in the county 
include two counselors, a recreational 
director and a special project 
coordinator who are paid $36,000 by 
the Shelby County Youth Aid Bureau. 
Columbiana and Vincent each employ 
CETA cleanup crews. Montevallo has 
two maintenance men and Alabaster 
has a sanitation worker. The library 
has six people working on a microfilm 
catalogue and the sheriff's department 
has three jailers and three matrons. 
The school board, highway 
department and courthouse all employ 
CETA workers. 

Applications are currently being 
taken in area high schools for 300 
CETA summer jobs. 

Three county CETA programs and 
the individual cleanup programs of the 
cities are due to expire May 31. 

The microfilming of courthouse 
records, the cataloguing of old county 
records and the program of six 
full-time jailers will end this month, 
unless the programs are renewed by 
CETA. 

CETA officials have proposed that 
the money left over in these programs 
and in the town drainage and cleanup 
projects be placed in a general CETA 
grant fund to be administered by the 
county. 

Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 
told the Reporter that the money 
would be paid out to continue the 
expiring programs. The funds would 
be handled in the same manner that 
the CETA office in Montgomery now 
administers the county’s grants. 


Snowden said CETA had 
promised him a final decision on the 
proposal before May 31.

Once Saved, Always Saved? 

A prevalent doctrine in the religious 
world is the idea that once a person 
becomes a child of God, he can never so 
sin as to be finally lost. The Bible, 
though, clearly demonstrates that such 
is not the case; the Scriptures abound 
with warnings that one can so fall as to 
be finally and eternally lost. 

First, numerous children of God fell 
from grace. Adam, the ‘'son of God’’ 
(Luke 3:28), sinned and was cast out of 
the Garden of Eden. Uzzah, a child of 
God, so sinned as to be killed 
immediately when he disobeyed gby | 
touching the ark of Jehovah. (II S el 
6: 3-7) Nadab and Abihu, not only 
children of God but also priests of God, 
were destroyed by fire from Jehovah 
when they offered strange fire in 
worship to God. (Leviticus 10: 1-3) 
Indication is that they were also drunk 
with wine. Ananias and Sapphira, two 
Christians in Jerusalem, lied to the Holy 
Spirit and were caused immediately to 
fall dead beffore the apostles. (Acts 
5:1-11) Simon the sorcerer, a Christian, 
so sinned as to be in danger of hell fire 
unless he repented. (Acts 8:12-24) 

Second, numerous scriptures make it 
clear that a child of God can fall from 
grace and be eternally lost. One’s name 
can be blotted out of God’s book. *‘And 
Jehovah said unto Moses, whosoever 
hath sinned against me, him will I blot 
out of my book.’’

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Open ditches, speed prompt protest in Pelham

The problems caused by poor 
planning were laid at the Pelham 
Council’s doorstep last Monday when 
residents of Cahaba Valley Estates 
came to protest open drainage ditches 
and traffic problems. 

Ten Cahaba Valley home owners 
came to the meeting to find out who 
was responsible for erosion damage to 
their property caused by poor drainage 
and what could be done about 
speeders on Crosscreek Trail. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway told the 
group that after a subdivision had been 
accepted by the town’s planning 
board, the builder has to maintain the 


streets and drainage for one year. 


After that, the city is responsible only 
for the street right of way. 

“What is the city’s responsbility 
for accenting plans with open drainage 


ditches?” asked Kathy Lee. 

Dunaway said the town’s policy 
was to accept open ditches in 
subdivisions. 

“*The city needs to force 
developers to at least concrete the 
drainage ditches,” said Dunaway, who 


added that the problem was not new 
to the council. 

Councilman John Tanner 
recommended that the planning board 
review its policy on open ditches. 

The home owners said they had 
tried to get the problems corrected by 
their builders and by Cahaba Valley 
estates developer Bill Eddleman. They 
reported that the builders wanted 
$3,000 to correct the problem and 
that Eddleman had said he was not 
responsible after he sold the land.

living, and lived in the cabin up until 
two years ago.’” 

According to information given 
Ken Penhale by researchers, the 
cabin had never been sold until last 
fall when T.V.A. purchased the 
land on which it stood, then gave 
the cabin to the Al. Historical 
Commission, who in turn gave it to 
the Shelby Co. Historical Society. It 
had been passed down from 
generation to generation in the same 
family. The first room of the cabin 
was built in the late 1850s by Jim 
McMurray. In 1860 a daughter, 
Modena, was born to him and his 
wife, and shortly thereafter, during 
the Civil War, McMurray died. His 
widow married Vester Hall, and 
they lived in the cabin until Hall’s 
death. Then, the widow continued 
living there with a son and daughter 
until her death. Her daughter, 
Modena, married Turner Bonds and 
their daughter married Charlie 
Hendrix, who was the father of 
Ruby and Beatrice Hendrix from 
whom the cabin was purchased last 
fall. 

It was while Charlie Hendrix lived 
in the cabin that the young J.D. 
Hester visited there. ‘‘It was located 
at the intersection of Blue Lick 
Creek and Cedar Creek,’’ he recalls. 
**We lived up Blue Lick Creek from 
it.’’ There were four or five Hendrix 
boys, with whom he played, at the 
creek and under a big, red elm tree 
near the cabin. 

Only the original cabin, of one 
room and a front porch along witha 
shed room, are being reconstructed 
in the Helena Park. According to 
Mr. Hester’s recollection, there was 
a dog trot and another room on the 
cabin when he was a boy. Later 
there were as many as four rooms 
along with two side porches. The 
original cabin had a large fireplace 
in one end with a staircase beside it, 
leading up to an attic. Mr. Hester 
recalls that some of the Hendrix 
boys slept in the attic, and the 


family hung beef and pork up there 
to dry before they built a 
smokehouse. 

As workmen took apart the cabin 
for moving from Franklin County 
to Helena, they labeled the various 
logs so they could be fitted together 
again just as they first were. When 
the project is completed, the 
fireplace, staircase and attic, along 
with the front porch, will all be in- 
tact. 

Penhale says that several local

with census results 


Senator Lister Hill Proctor this 
week expressed pleasure over the 
preliminary results of the new Federal 
Census for Shelby County. 

Senator Proctor represents 
District 18 which includes a large 
portion of Shelby County. The 
Senator noted “the results indicate 
that Shelby County could receive 
approximately $730,000.00 in 
additional gasoline tax funds from the 
State over the next four years.” The 
Census report indicated that the 
Shelby County population has grown 
by approximately 19,000 people since 
1970. 

“This is the first time in history 
that a County has used this particular 
law for a reallocation of the gas tax 
that goes to the State. This new 
money will help maintain the Shelby 
County roads and in addition provide 
funds for pay raises for the Shelby

Senator Proctor, Representative 
Sonny Moore, County Engineer Jim 
Ray and other County officials 
worked together at the County, State 
and Federal levels to create the funds.

Parents whose children have not had a 
kindergarten experience are especially 
urged to enfoll them in the summer 
program. Good experiences in a 
summer program can help the child to 
be a happier and more successful first 
grade student this fall.

Gas costs rise 


Natural gas rates in Montevallo 
will be going up, soon. 

William Bright, owner of Control, 
Inc., and Norman Bynum, an engineer 
with Control, met with Montevallo’s 
City Council Monday night, to discuss 
gas rates, operating procedures and 
other facets of the municipally operated 


gas 3 he : ; . 
ouncilman David Nichols, 
chairman of the city’s utilities 
committee noted that the gas system 
has shown a deficit each month since 


last July. 


Bright and Bynum told council 
members that recent increases in gas 
rates for Montevallo customers 
reflected increases in costs of gas only, 
and did not take into consideration 
increased costs of operating the 
system. 

*““As the system gets older, it will 
require more maintenance,’ Bright 
stated, “and the costs of operating will 
increase,” he added. 

Montevallo’s natural gas system 
has been in operation since 1950. 


Bright indicated that Federal 
authorities are now requiring gas 
systems to replace cast iron pipe with 
steel pipe or to add plastic inserts 
inside the iron pipe. 

Bright also reported that Southern 
Natural Gas, the firm from whom 
Montevallo purchases its gas, will 
increase the cost of natural gas by 8.5 
cents per mcf on July 1, and will 
impose another increase of 25 cents

LEGAL NOTICE 
ORDINANCE NO. 78-1 
PERSONNEL RULES AND REGULATIONS 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
MONTEVALLO, ALABAMA AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1 Purpose 

There is hereby established a personnel system 
for the City of Montevallo. Such system shall be 
established on the following merit principles: 

(a) Recruiting, selecting and advancing 
employees on the basis of their relative ability, 
knowledge, and skills, including open competition 
of qualified applicants for initial appointment; 

(b) Establishing pay rates consistent with the 

inciple of providing comparable pay for 

parable work; 

(c) Training employees, as needed to assure high 
quality performance; 

(d) Retaining employees on the basis of their 
performance, correcting inadequate performance 
and separating employees whose inadequate 
performance can not be corrected; 

(e) Assuring fair treatment of applicants and 
employees in ali aspects of personnel without 
regard to political affiliation, race, color, creed, 
national origin or ancestry, sex or religion. 

Section 2 Classified service, exceptions 

The classified service shall include all employees 
serving in continuing positions in the municipality 
except the following: 

(a) members of the municipal governing body 
and other elected officials; 

(b) members of appointed boards and 
commissions, municipal judges and municipal 
attorneys; 

(c) persons employed to work less than full-time; 

(4) administrative officials appointed by the 
mayor and/or municipal Governing Body, including 
but not limited to all department heads, the fire 
chief, and the police chief;

regulations for the municipality. Such rules shall 
become effective upon passage of an appropriate 
ordinance by the municipal Governing Body. The 
policies shali provide for: 

(a) the classification of all positions, based on 
duties, authority and responsibility of each 
position, with adequate provisions for reciassificat- 
lon of any positions warranted by changed 
circumstances; 

(b) a pay play for classified service positions; 

(c) announcement of employee vacancies and 
acceptance of applications; 

(4d) preparation and administration of 
examinations, if appropriate;

(k) establishement of hours of work, holidays,

omerun. It was Davis’ first 
Gomerun of the year.” 

The 1-0 stood until the fourth in- 
ning, when Davis led off with a walk 
and then advanced to third on a hit 
and run play by Beaver Mobley. 

With two runners on and no outs, 
Pelham substituted ace hurdler 
Chris Holler for Thompson, but 
before Holler got in the game, he 
handed a walk to Gary Smith which 
filled the bases with no outs. 

Curtis Pearson was the fourth 
man up for Calera, and became the 
first of 12 straight victims to strike 
out at the hands of Holler’s pitching 
wizardery. 

With one out, Davis scored from 
third on a passed ball by the Pelham 
catcher. That failed to rattle Holler 
who continued to grove the strike 
zone, 

In the bottom of the fourth when 


Pelham came to bat, the Panthers 
started connecting with Calera pit- 
cher Jeff Ray’s curve ball. Benson, 
Fulgham and Trucks singled, with 
Benson scoring from second on 
Trucks shot up the middle. That left 
two runners On in scoring position 
with no outs. 

Calera coach Alverson sensed 
what might happen, and called time 
to warn his team against a suicide 
squeeze. True to form, Pelham went 
for it on the first pitch, but fouled 
the bunt attempt.

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Fastest air gun in the south 


Changing tires is fast work for Calera man 


by Mark Jones 

At 6’2’’, and 290 pounds with a 
full beard, Rodney Middlebrooks 
could easily be mistaken for Grizzly 
Adams, or, for that matter, a bear. 
He’s the type fellow you could ex- 
pect to see taming wild elephants or 
wrestling with an enraged bull in a 
rodeo in Tennessee. But at 
present, though it hasn‘t been ruled 
out for the future, Middlebrooks is 
not participating in any of those 
events. He is currently a pit man in 
both the NASCAR and short track 
circuits. His specialty deals with 
handling an air wrench and lug nuts. 
He’s a tire changer. 

Back in 1972, Middlebrooks 
decided to get involved in the sport 
that he had spectated for over 
eleven years; car racing. Ever since 
he was five or six years old Mid- 
dlebrooks can recall his father, Joe, 
taking him to the races. ‘‘Dad used 
to take me all the time. I really en- 
joyed it. I guess it stuck with me,’’ 
reflected the larger than average 
Middlebrooks. 

Spectating was fine but the actual 
Participation in the sport attracted 
Middlebrooks to inquire further on 
getting a job with one of the race 
teams. His wish came true when 
Eddie Powers of Gardendale, a 
frequent competitor at Birmingham 
Internation and Montgomery Inter- 
national Raceways, gave Mid- 
dlebrooks an opportunity to get in- 
volved with racing. 

With Powers, Middlebrooks lear- 
ned the basics involved in racing 
while he performed the odds and 

sends jobs every beginner goes 
through. He progressively acquired 
more and more about the nuts and 
bolts of racing. 


Middlebrooks graduated from 
Calera High School in 1973 and was 
uncertain of what path he would 
follow. He started working with his 
father in the scrap iron business for 
a while after graduation, but the 
racing fever grabed him again. This 
time it would take a hold that as of 
late, has not let go. 


After leaving Powers, Mid- 
dlebrooks worked for Alton Jones’ 
race team who also ran at BIR and 
MIR. With Jones, Middlebrooks 
got his first opportunity at changing 
tires on a race car. Jones and the 
test of the racing crew knew they 
had discovered an exceptional talent 
in Middlebrooks when it came to 
changing tires. That is where it all 
began. That big ol’ boy from Calera 
had found his place in racing. 


In his many years of watching car 
races Middlebrooks had always 
idolized four time national cham- 
pion Red Farmer of Hueytown. 
“‘They don’t come any better than 
Farmer,’’ complimented Mid- 
dlebrooks. ‘‘I didn’t think I’d ever 
get to work for him.’’ Rodney’s 
wish came true when he joined Far- 
mer’s team, changing tires and 
dping sheet metal work on Red’s 
race cars. 


**He does good work,”’ said Far- 
mer. ‘‘He’s also a good pit man.”’ 
Farmer was not only impressed with 
Middlebrooks’ abilities but his size 
also. Farmer learned, as has every 
Other race team that Middlebrooks 
has worked with, that a man that 
dig has an appetite to match. ‘tRod- 
ney had a large appetite. Sometimes 
we considered tying him with a 20 
foot chain and we would be assured 
he would do good work because if 
you ever let him go to lunch you 
might not see him again for three 
days.”’ 


Since working with Red Farmer, 
Middlebroroks has worked with 
Jerry Goodwin of Leeds who calls 
Middlebrooks ‘‘the best tire changer 
I know.”’ Goodwin recalls a pit stop 
in the Pelican 125 in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana when Middlebrooks put 
on an exhibition in tire changing. ‘‘I 
came into the pits and Rodney was 
to change my right front tire. He 
-was so much faster than the other 
-changers that he had time to change 
‘the tire and then run over to me and 
Start carrying on a conversation 
‘while the others were still 
changing!’ Goodwin went on to 
win the race. 


In 1974, Middlebrooks hopped 
‘into the pits of a Grand National 
«race for the first time with David 
Sisco in the Atlanta 500. ‘‘It was the 
*biggest thrill I’ve ever had. 


Middlebrooks has pitted for 
-Bruce Hill of Atlanta and Johnny 
*Rutherford, the two time In- 
dianapolis 500 winner, since leaving 
“Sisco. After Rutherford, Mid- 
“dlebrooks joined Lennie Ponds’ 
izacing team from Petersburg, 


Virginia. ‘‘He changes real well.’’, 
said Ponds of Middlebrooks. 
‘*Rodney and the whole crew was 
doing exceptionally well last year in 
Darlington until I got into a fight 
with a concrete wall. And of course 
I lost,’’ said Ponds. 

“‘He’s certainly the biggest crew 
member I’ve ever had. In fact if I 
ever came into the pits and the jacks 
didn’t work we’d have Rodney pick 
up the car.’’ joked Ponds. 

Middlebrooks’ size is very 
deceiving. At first glance a stranger 
might think a hundred yard dash 


between Rodney and turtle would be 
a relatively close race. But with an 
air wrench it’s a different story. 
Charlie Wright, Bobby Allison’s 
crew chief, ranks Rodney as one of 
the best tire changers in the 
business. ‘‘He’s a very good tire 
changer. He does it like anyone else 
that loves his job. He puts that extra 
ten or fifteen per cent into it.’’ 
While with the Birmingham 
Racing Team, Middlebrooks took 
part in some of BIR’s fastest pit 
stops averaging fifteen to seventeen 
seconds a stop. On the average

The editor-publisher of the 
leading fishing magazine in the 
country, FISHING FACTS, has 
really gone out on a limb. In the 
June issue George Pazik, calls 
fishermen ‘‘an over-equipped, over- 
powered, over-mechanized, over- 
gadgeted bunch of sports.”’ 

Remembering the much- 
publicized TV show on hunting, 
‘The Guns of Autumn,’’ he con- 
cocts an imaginary script for a 
fishing expose called ‘‘The Rods of 
Spring,’’ with a distinguished 
narrator extolling the virtues and 
benefits of this ‘‘contemplative 
sport.’ As he speaks about the 
challenge of the individual against 
nature, the peace and solitude of a 
rocking boat at dawn and the appeal 
to all ages, the camers would pan to 
a frantic fishing tournament. Power 
boats roar, throwing waves into set 
grim faces. Cast after cast is 
thrown. Drink after drink is 
downed. Cans are thrown into the 
water. 

Mr. Pizak states that, for many, 
fishing is concentrated only on the 
kill instead of on the enjoyment of 
the quest. For some, the challenge is 
how much equipment can be owned 
and how much spent, for partying, 
drinking and socializing. 

He zeroes in on weigh-ins, after 
tournaments, with stringers of fish 
carelessly laying in the sand and fish 
frantically but ever-more weakly 
struggling for life. 

**Unless we who love this wonder- 
ful sport clean up our act,’’ he con- 
cludes,‘‘there could well be a TV 
show along the lines of ‘The Rods of 
Spring.” We might then find as 
much public sentiment against 
fishing as there is today against hun- 
ting. I don’t want to see this hap- 
pen.”*

Middlebrooks can change a tire in 
ten to twelve seconds. 

With the speed of racing comes 
the danger. More people are injured 
or killed in the pits than on the track 
and most crew members realize the 
risk and = exercise’ caution. 
Nonetheless, accidents do occur and 
Middlebrooks has had his share. 
Aside from the routine cuts and 
bruises some incidents stand out in 
Middlebrooks’ mind. Like getting 
hit in the back by Darryl Waltrip’s 
car in Nashville, being popped in the 
legs in Michigan by Bruce Hill’s car, 
and more recently losing a tooth 
while changing a tire on Grant Ad- 
cox’s car in the Atlanta 500 when a 
lug nut flew from his air wrench into 
his mouth.

After tuning and 
helping pit Allison’s car on Friday 
night he’s off again the next mor- 
ning to a major super speedway pit- 
ting for Grant Adcox and the 
Krystal Racing Team. 

Adcox is one of the most im- 
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proved race drivers in NASCAR this 
year finishing in the top ten on most 
occasions including a fifth place 
finish in the Winston 500 at 
Talladega May 14. The Krystal pit 
crew is considered by most as the 


fastest independent crew in 
NASCAR. 
Middlebrooks’ title with the 


Krystal crew is ‘‘Head Conehead’’, 


the nickname given to him by the 
crew after he made several pit stops 
adorned with a cone-shaped helmet 
that protrudes approximately 
eighteen inches into the air. This 
may seem a bit awkward for a pit 
man to wear while at work but Mid- 
dlebrooks is well known in 
NASCAR circles for doing the 
unexpected. Possibly the best 
description of Middlebrooks was 
made by one of his fellow crewman 


who said, ‘‘The guy’s simply 
crazy.”” 
Crazy or not, Rodney Mid- 


dlebrooks continues to pit in at least 
forty-five races a year whether it be 
in Riverside, California; Dover 
Delaware; Pocono, Pennsylvania;

Richard Shelby is off and running, 
Chris McNair and Pettus Randall are 
““very interested” Rick Manley is 
definitely not running and Ryan 
DeGraffenreid, Jr. could not be 
located for comment. 

These are the results of a poll 
conducted Tuesday afternoon by the 
Shelby County Reporter of the five 
persons most frequently mentioned as 
candidates for the Congressional seat 
now held by Walter Flowers. 

Shelby County has been 
represented in Congress by Flowers for 
10 years, but this week he suddenly 
announced he would leave his House 
seat and run for the Senate. 

Richard Manley, who almost 
defeated Flowers the first time 
Flowers ran, told the Reporter, “No. I 
am not running.

money in so short a time.” 


Manley told the Reporter he spent 
$125,000 campaigning for the 
Congressional seat 10 years 
winding up $24,000 in the hole, and 
he did not have any interest in doing 
that again. © - 

From his law office in Demopolis 
Manley said he is going to run for 
re-election to his seat in the State 
House of Representatives, “So | can 
keep my law office open to have 
something to come back to.” 

Richard Shelby of Tuscaloosa, on 
the other hand, told the Reporter he is 
definitely running. He will qualify 
Saturday as soon as the State 
Democratic Executive Committee 
establishes its rules. 

Shelby said, ““Flowers’ recent 
decision to enter another race has left 
a leadership gap in the 7th 
Congressional District. It is important 
that our district keep strong leadership

if we are to continue to grow and 
prosper.” 

Shelby has served in the state 
legislature for eight years. A native of 
Jefferson County, he has made his 
home and his professional life in 
Tuscaloosa, 

Chris McNair, who lives in the 
Jefferson County section of the 
district and is in the State House of 
Representatives, told the Reporter he 
is “very very interested” in running for 
the Congressional seat. He said, “It 
happened so fast. I didn’t have prior 
knowledge, as some of the candidates 
may have.’’ 

McNair said he is looking at the 
district, talking to people, and 
considering the possibilities “wisely 
and judiciously. I’m not just saying, 
“Here Lam. Send me. | want to get my 
thing together.” 

The black professional 
photographer, who lost a daughter in 
the bombing of the [6th Street 
Church several years ago, said, “Ive 
proven my mettle. I think I can offer 
something.” He would work to make 
this section of the Sunbelt even more 
attractive to developing industries, he 
told the Reporter.

gets 10 years for assault

Bobby Joe Hope, 31, of Shelby, 
was sentenced to ten years in the state 
penitentiary Friday for assault with 
intent to murder. 

Hope was convicted of slitting the 
throat of Russell L. Broom with an 
eight-inch hawk-billed knife when 
Broom refused to bet on a pool game 
with him at the Club 25 (Lib’s} near 
Calera. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women deliberated less than two hours 
before returning the guilty verdict. 

Hope, with his brother Phillip 
Stanley Hope, is also charged with the 
March 25 murder of Louie Earl Jones, 
whose body was found floating under 
the Highway 145 bridge over 
Waxahatchee Creek. 

Broom testified that he and a 
friend, Dewayne Billingsly, went to 
Lib’s on the evening of November 13, 
1977 to have a few beers and shoot 
some pool. 

While the two were playing, Hope 
came over to the game and tried to get 
Broom to play him for $5 per game. 

Broom said he told Hope that he 
didn’t have any money and that he 
didn’t shoot pool for money. 

“The conversation stopped and I 
was standing there watching Dewayne 
take a shot,” Broom told the jury. 
“When I felt something hit me on the 
neck. I looked around and saw blood 
on my arm. Then I saw Hope with a 
knife. 

“I told him, ‘Don’t cut me no 
more, you hurt me bad enough.’ Then 
I left with Dewayne and we drove to 
the police station in Calera.” 

Hope’s court appointed attorney, 
John Medaris, argued that Broom had 
provoked his client. 

The defendant's brother-in-law, 
Randy Davis, was the only witness 
who testified that Broom had raised 
his voice to Hope. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Patricia Smith presented several 
witnesses to the stabbing who said that 
Broom in no way provoked Hope, 


several as a natural candidate for the 
position because of his family’s long 
participation in politics. The Reporter 
was unable to reach him on three 
telephone calls, a secretary saying he 
was either “on the other phone” or 
“out of town.” 

The Seventh Congressional 
District is one of the most far-flung 
districts in Alabama, from Shelby 
County on the northeast to Choctaw 
County on the southwest. Its largest 
number of votes are in Tuscaloosa 
County, and the Bessemer Cutoff 
holds the second largest number. 

The district includes some of the 
most industrialized sections of the 
state and some of the most rural Black 
Belt counties. 

One of the candidates estimated 
that it would cost about $150,000 to 
run a campaign for the office. Shelby 
is said to be ahead of the others in 
raising money for the race, and this is 
doubtless a major factor in the 
considerations of other candidates.

services committee of the BRHSA 
recommended that Shelby Memorial 
be given permission to build the 
primary care facility. It passed the 
committee unanimously. That 
committee’s recommendation will be 
acted on by the executive committee 
of the BRHSA this week. 


Final approval for the facility 
must come from the U.S. Department 
of Health Education and Welfare. That 
decision is expected late next month. 

The Shelby Memorial plans call 
for a $634,100 facility with offices for 
four doctors, a laboratory, x-ray 
machines, examination and treatment 
rooms,

Continued from page | 
including Shelby County contain 21% 
of the state’s population, but these 
counties are accounting for 70% of the 
railroad crossing accidents, 76% of 
railroad crossing injuries and 100% of 
the car-train fatalities. 

Jones stated that Operation 
Lifesaver was begun in 1976 and the 
organization is devoting all its 
resources to reduce vehicle-train 
accidents. He indicated that the group 
is promoting safety at railroad 
crossings through ‘“‘education, 
engineering and enforcement.” Last 
week’s meeting in Shelby County was 
devoted to the enforcement part of 
the program. . 

Citing a National Highway Safety 
Study, Jones said, “In contrast to 
other accidents where less than one 
percent result in driver fatality and less 
than 20 percent result in any injury to 
the driver, data on train-vehicle crashes 
indicates that more than 14% result in 
driver fatalities and more than 50 % 
result in driver injury.” 

In 1977 Shelby County recorded 
16 grade crossing accidents, seven 
resulted in injuries and one death was 
recorded. So far this year in Shelby 
County there have been five accidents 
resulting in two deaths. The accident 
involving the Amtrak Floridian 
resulted in numerous minor injuries to 
passengers aboard the train, as well as 
being fatal to the driver of the 
tractor-trailer rig. 

The crossing where the Amtrak 
accident occurred, also claimed a life 
last year.

Rape: it’s only the beginning 


by Rhodes Johnston 

For the victim, the brutal 
humiliation of a rape is the beginning, 
not the end, of an ordeal few women 
seem willing, or able, to bear. 

“It takes a special kind of courage 
for a woman to subject herself to the 
ordeal of a trial,” Circuit Judge 
Kenneth Ingram told the Reporter 
during a recess in a recent rape trial, 
“Many victims seem to prefer to try 
and forget the experience.” 

There are basically two defenses 
for a rape charge; either the woman 
yielded willingly, and hence no rape 
occurred, or she was mistaken in her 
identification of the defendant. 

These defenses are successful in 
98 percent of the rape cases that come 
to trial. It is extremely difficult to get 
a jury to convict a man on a charge 
that carries a sentence of from ten 
years to life, when there is often no 
visible evidence of permanent damage

Rather than humiliate themselves 
before a courtroom of strangers, most 
women try to forget the whole sordid 
experience. 

According to the FBI uniform 
crime report for 1976, 56,000 rapes 
were reported in the United States. 
This is one rape every nine minutes, 

Rape authority Ann Burgess, the 
author of “Rape; Victims of Crisis,” a 
handbook for rape counselors 
estimated that ten times as many 
rapes occur as are reported. Of those 
that are reported, only ten percent

result in convictions. 

The testimony in a rape trial is 
graphic. The victim is grilled on 
minute details of her ravishment. She 
must repeat for the court any threats, 
vulgar, Or abusive language used by her 
assailant, in order to prove that she did 
not consent willingly. 

She must repeat her testimony 
not once, but three times; at the 
preliminary hearing, before the grand 
jury, and at the trial. 


There is no assurance that even 
after going through this lengthy 


process, that the perpetrator will be 
convicted. 

During a rape trial, it often seems 
thut the victim, not the defendant, is 
on trial, as she seeks to prove that she 
was indeed raped. 

“Rape is not a crime of sex, it is a 
crime of violence,” Gail Collins, the 
director of Birmingham’s rape 
counseling service, told the Reporter. 
“Too often the jury seems to think 
that the victim was just having a little 
sex with her assailant.” 

“Next to murder, rape is the most 
heinous crime we have,” said sheriffs 
investigator Wayne Watts. 

Unfortunately few people seem to 
share Watt’s view. 

A juror in the recent Shelby 
County rape trial in which a young 
electrician was acquitted of the rape of 
a North Shelby County nurse, a source 
in the courthouse reported one of the 
jurors as having said, “She was just 
saying that to keep her husband from 
finding out she was running around 
with that boy.” 

Despite uncontroverted testimony 
that neither the victim nor the 
defendant had ever seen each other 
before the incident occurred, town 
gossips were overheard saying they 
couldn’t understand why “that woman 
Was trying to get that boy.” 

In the past three years, only one 
man has been convicted of rape in 
Shelby County. In 1977, Kenneth Lee 
Ryan, a black man, was sentenced to 
life in prison for the abduction and 
rape of a twenty-one year old white 
woman. 

Ryan had been acquitted of rape 
less than a year prior to his conviction, 

He confessed to the second crime. 

During 1977, 11 rapes were 
reported to the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department. The two cases 
against Ryan were the only ones that 
came to trial. 

In a time when the ideals of 
southern womanhood were held in 
higher esteem, rape was a heinous 
crime, swiftly and surely punished.

Take the 
name and address of the company and 
salesperson and call the Better 
Business Bureau or the. Office of 
Consumer Protection after the 
salesperson leaves to find out if any 
complaints have been received against 
the company. It is always better to 
check before buying anything. Once 
you have been conned, Cotney points 
out, it is very difficult to get your 
money back. 

2. Always check with your doctor 
before you buy any quick or sure 
remedy drug items. Some of these 
products not only will not cure disease 
but may be very dangerous to your 
helath. Some drugs are deadly when 
mixed, so keep inforrned as to what 
medicines you are taking. 

People who don’t think they can 
afford to go to the doctor are prime 
targets for medical fraud or quackery, 
Cotney notes. It is estimated that 
millions of dollars are spent each year 
on get-well-quick schemes and about 
70 percent of all medical fraud is on 
older people. 

When you hear or read such 
statements as “guaranteed to cure” or 
“secret formula,’’ be skeptical. 
Advertisements which come to, your 
home in the mail that seem to be too 
good to be true usually are.

The Lord’s supper is a vital part of 
Christian worship. Christ instituted the 
Lord's super on the night in which He 
was betrayed. He said, that the 
unleavened bread represented His body 
which hung on the cross and that the 
fruit of the vine represented His blood, 
which was shed for many for the 
remission of sins. (Matthew 26.) 
Christians partake of the Lord’s supper 
on the first day of every week. 
Immediately upon the church having 
been established on the day of 
Pentecost of Acts 2, Christians 
continued steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrin, in fellowship, in breaking of 
bread, and in prayers. (Acts 2:42.) The 
breaking of bread in this scripture is the 
Lord’s supper. 

It is evident that the apostolic church 
met upon each first day of the week to 
partake of the Lord’s supper from Acts - 
20:7, which states, ‘‘Upon the first day 
of the week when the disciples came 
together to break bread, Paul preached 
unto them, ready to depart on the 
morrow; and he continued his speech 


until midnight.’’ The article ‘‘the’’ 
which precedes ‘‘first day’’ and 
‘tweek'"’ necessitates the disciple, 


having met on the first day of eve 
week, just as ‘‘I agree to make 
payments on the first day of the month"’ 
would necessitate making house 
payments every month. The exact same 
wording is found in I Corinthians 16:1, 
2, where Paul commands, ‘‘Upon the 
first day of the week, let every one of 
you lay by him in store as God has- 
prospered him.’’ No religious group has 
difficulty understanding that giving is to 
be a part of the worship on each first 
day of the week. Also, Paul speaks in I 
Corinthians II of coming together for the 
purpose of partaking of the Lord’s’ 
supper. Thus, we learn that the 
Corinthians gave and partook of the 
Lord's supper on the first day of the 
week. 

Other scriptures could be brought to 
light to show that Christians met every 
first day of the week to break bread. In 
addition, a study of the Ante-Nicene 
Fathers makes it clear that Christians 
met every Sunday to partake of the 
Lord’s supper and thus to commune 
with Christ. Anything less is to fall short 
of meeting the divine requirements for 
Christian worship.

A crowd of about 100 parents and 
teachers turned out last Thursday to 
meet the new principal of Riverchase 
Middle School, Dr. Bobby Anderson.

Ten percent of residents 


in ‘income elite’ status 


Special to the Reporter 


Who are Shelby County’s 
affluent? How many local families 
qualify for inclusion in the nation’s 
“income elite?” 

With the vast economic changes 
that have occurred in the last few 
decades--the cost of living going 
skyward, incomes on the rise, 
unemployment at record highs--how 
many have come out ahead? 

According to a study by the 
Conference Board, a non-partisan 
fact-finding agency, the living 
standards of the average American 
have just about doubled since the end 
of World War II. 

“In no other comparable period 
of time in the nation’s history,” it 
states, “did we experience a change of 
such magnitude.” 

And, although a disconcertingly 
large number of families still live at the 
poverty level or below,” the great 
majority have participated in the 
improvement. 

In Shelby County, according to 
. data compiled by the Marketing 
Economics Institute here, there are 
now some 1,750 households over the 
$25,000 level. Of the total, 1,430 have 
incomes of $25,000 to $50,000 and 
another 320 have incomes above 
$50,000. 

They represent 10.4 percent of all 
local households, considerably more 
than in earlier years. 

In just the short span since 1970, 
for example, there has been a 
noticeable rise in the top income 
population. At that time the ratio was 
1.8 percent, as determined by a 
Commerce Department survey. 

The Conference Board in its 
report, entitled “The Society of the 
Affluent,” notes that only 11 million 
of the nation’s families have incomes 


that place them in the top 20 percent. 
They account, however, for more than 
40 percent of the country’s buying 
power. 

In 1965 the top 20 percent 
numbered 9.6 million families. They 
earned a minimum of $19,800, 
measured in today’s purchasing power. 

The multi-paycheck revolution, 
so-called, explains the sharp increase in 
the number of families in the high 
income categories, it states. 

On the strength of the Conference 
Board’s overall findings, it is estimated 
that about 3/4ths of Shelby County’s 
elite income families have at least two 
paychecks coming in and that only 
about 22 percent have a single 
earner.

Private?

Residents of Pelham Heights Road 
are going to court to get the town of 
Pelham to maintain their road and 
clear up the legal status of the road. 

The group has been before the 
council six times to try and convince 
them that the road is public. a 

Mayor Burk Dunaway maintains 
the road is private, and so far the town 
has not graded it. 

The road was built in 1924 to 
provide access to the Baptist 
encampment at the top fo the ridge 
overlooking Pelham from the west. 

After the encampment burned, 
state forest rangers used the old 
encampment site for a fire lookout 
and maintained the road. Helena built 
a water tower on the site in 1975. 

According to Mrs. Grady King, 
whose group has retained attorney 
John Ferree to force the town to 
maintain the road, no work has been 
done on the one lane dirt track since 
the area was taken into Pelham in 
1969, 

After Mrs. King and the other 
four residents of Pelham Heights Road 
appeared at the council meeting last

March, councilman John Tanner 
moved that the town grade and repair 
the road with the understanding that 
the council was not admitting that the 
road was public by repairing it. 

The matter is complicated by the 
fact that the Kings sold lots to the 
other residents of the road. By doing 
this they became subdividers, 
according to Dunaway. 

“We don’t want to obligate the 
city to build streets for developers.” 
said Dunaway, who added the courts 
would have to determine if the town 
was responsible for the road. 

County attorney Frank Ellis Jr. 
has written Dunaway that in his 
opinion the courts will probably find 
that Pelham Heights is a public raod. 

“1 think that the information 
which they (the Kings et al) have 
could probably and would probably 
result in the road being declared a 
public road should any litigation take 
place. There is always a question 
concerning this but with the various 
statements and letters that you have 
probably seen, I would estimate that 
the Kings could probably establish this 
as a public road. This is especially true

Tornado’s fifth anniversary 


Five years ago this past weekend a devastating tornado swept through Shelby 
County. Among the victims of the twister was Seaman Timber Company, The 
firm rebuilt ruined facilities, replace wrecked vehicles and is now experiencing 
an expanded market and increasing business.

After the car 
was filled with water, they think it 
would have been rolled to the mine 
entrance where the water would be 
emptied. 

The other car was obviously a 
‘coal car.’ It was similar to the typical 
coal car in design. Still filled with the 
coal that the unknown miners in the 
long ago had laboriously dug from the 
earth, it had apparently been hurriedly 
abandoned. 

Picks, hammers and a coal wedge, 
the miners’ tools, were found near the 
car where the workers must have 
dropped them when they made their 
sudden departure. 


The cars, the track and the tools 
were covered with mud and water 
when they were found, The water is 
probably what preserved them, 
steelmen believe. 

They theorize that water seeping 
into the mine, covered them soon after 
they were abandoned. Wind and 
weather then slowly filled the mine 
passages with dirt and effectively kept 
out air which would have caused 
deterioration. 


When the cars were found on May 
4, they were immediately taken to the 
carpentry shop at U.S. Steel’s Oak 
Grove mine in Jefferson County where 
they were painstakingly restored and 
guarded. 

At the same time the abandoned 
mine shafts were being carefully’ 
explored. The evidence indicates that 
the mine was built by people who had! 
little experience in coal mine 
construction, and who were extremely 
limited in men and equipment. 

U.S. Steel engineers are finding 


that the miners started along the 
natural coal outcrop at ground level 
and worked their way underground on 
a 10 degree slope for about 75 feet at 
several different points. It appears 
they had no system for ventilating the 
passages. There are at least five 
different openings, and not all of the 
underground workings are connected. 


U.S. Steel spokesmen told the 
Shelby County Reporter that to their 
knowledge the company had never 
before come across a mine such as this, 
and had never found such unusual 
manmade artifacts in any of its mining 
operations throughout the country. 

As word of the discoveries began 
to spread this week, historians and 
museums started calling U.S. Steel 
expressing great interest. 

The company is well aware of the 
historical importance of the find, and 
the top echelons of management will 
be involved in the decisions on how 
and where the cars will be put on 
public display. 

U.S. Steel Company has owned 
the property since just before 1900. 
None of the deeds or records in the 
company’s possession indicate any 
hint of this early mine. Other 
historical accounts indicate that the 
Ghoulson seam (which is the seam at 
Gurnee) was mined before the Civil 
War, but the seam is extensive, and the 
histories do not record where the 
mining occurred. 

Nearly all mining operations 
stopped after the war. In 1889 T.H. 
Aldrich opened a mine at Gurnee and 
also built the railroad through there, 
but Aldrich’s records do not show this 
mine.

County CETAprograms

The Shelby County Commission 
has received a grant of nearly 
$100,000 to continue seven county 
CETA programs until October 1. 

The commission agreed to 
administer the grant to allow local 
government agencies whose CETA 
(Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act) grants expired May 31 
to continue their programs. 

Commission administrative 
assistant Carlton Franks said the 
money is not earmarked, but will be 
given first to those agencies with 
existing CETA grants. 

The grant is funded from monies 
left over in county CETA programs. 
State CETA officials added $23,000 to 
the existing funds. 

“Unless the county had taken 
over the program, these grants would 
have been canceled May 31, and the 
money returned to CETA,” Franks 
told the Reporter. 

Funds will go initially to the 
county library for one employee to 
help with cataloguing; to the probate 
office for two people to work 
microfilming county records; 
Columbiana will get three workers for 
cleanup work; Vincent has openings 
for seven cleanup workers; the 
University of Montevallo employs six; 
and the Youth Aid Bureau will have 
four workers. Six jailers will be paid 
under the program after the sheriff's 
department grant expires June 30.

Attention Home shows 
evolution of concern 


The new county Attention Lodge 
was officially dedicated Sunday, to the 
children it will serve. 

The opening of the lodge is yet 
another testimony to the interest and 
care the people of Shelby County have 
always shown to children in various 
kinds of misfortune and trouble, 
The property was donated and over 
$11,000 worth of labor and materials 
were donated to prepare the building. 

This new lodge is for older 
children who are in need of 
supervision. Another home is being 
built, with public donations, for 
abused and neglected children. 

Both of these are welcome 
additions to the child care scene. 

But lest newcomers to Shelby 
County get the idea that Shelby 
Countians were callous to the needs of 
children in the past, let us set the 
record straight. 

Laws have changed, society has 
changed, more money has become 
available, theories on care for the 
troubled child have changed, but 
children in Shelby County have, to 
this writer’s knowledge over the last 
30 years, been cared for in the very 
best manner that was possible at the 
time. 

Under the former Welfare 
Department, now the Deparment of 
Pension and Securities, social workers 
were always available around the clock 
for emergenices, 

Many a Sunday, weekend and 
holiday the director of the department 
of a child welfare worker was called on 
to arrange emergency care, calling 
relatives, buying food or clothing, 
driving children long distances, 
working with family mental health and 
drinking problems, or whatever was 
needed, 

Many local individuals and clubs 
could be counted on to come through 
with money when children were 
involved. 

A remarkably good system of 
foster homes was developed where 
children in temporary need could be 
well taken care of. This county’s 
teachers, police and social workers 
worked with children, and many times 
solutions were worked out in the local 
community without the matter ever 
coming to the attention of the courts. 

It was never easy to find an 
adequate temporary shelter for young

2 State and national observance of 
Various holidays are sometime 
confusing. For instance some offices in 
the courthouse were closed Monday, 
due to the state’s observance of 
Jefferson Davis birthday. National 
offices were open. Memorial Day is 
also frequently confusing, The South 
observes April 26 as Confederate 
Memorial Day--and the National 
holiday is observed in May. 

We asked over twelve people who 
had observed legally last Monday as a 
state holiday~but none knew why 
they were having this ‘day off. At the 
informaiton desk in the lobby we 
asked whose birthday had been 
observed Monday--and they did not 
know, However, everyone agreed they 
had enjoyed the day away from the 
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people, while their family’s legal or 
health probelms could be resolved, but 
The DPS saw to it that the best possible 
provision was made in each case, 

When homes were unavailable 
locally, the DPS went out of the 
county to homes operated by 
charities, churches or other governing 
bodies. 

The number of youngsters with 
problems has gradually increased along 
with the population growth, and 
increased awareness of social problems 
has caused more people to report 
children in trouble than formerly. 

It was only recently, under the 
new judicial system with its changes 
in juvenile procedures, that the 
rcsponsibility of children in need of 
special attention was shifted to the 
court system. With the change came 
money for more court officers to 
work with the children and_ their 
families. This has been welcome 
assistance indeed to the DPS workers 
who had shouldered the responsibility 
alone for years, 

Another form of assistance to 
children in Shelby County came about 
through federal legislation of the Nixon 
Administration. Faced with crime 
increases in the big cities the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act was 
passed which poured millions of 
dollars into projects throughout the 
country. Rural counties like Shelby 
received many grants, even though our 
crime problem was minimal compared 
with the cities of the nation. 

Without these grants Shelby 
would not have a Youth Aid Bureau or 
the Attention Lodge, in all likelihood. 

The new lodge is a great step 
forward, It will ease the problems of 
the authorities by providing a 
home-like setting for youngsters whose 
own problems need attention. 

The proposed new home for 
abused and neglected children now 
seeking funding in Chelsea will be 
another great boon, both for the 
children and for the authorities who 
are trying to help them. 


These homes will be all the 


stronger for the solid base of tradition 
they are building on.

Census of county’s 
school children 


is state funds basis 


It’s census time again but this 
time only the school age children of 
Shelby County will be counted. 

The Constitution of Alabama 
provides for taking a school census 
every four years. Funds from the 
Alabama Public School Fund for the 
next four years are based on the 
count. 

The census, taken during the 
month of July, must include all 
children between six and 20 and such 
vital information as birthdate, age, sex, 
race, address and parents name and 
addresses. 

The county will be divided into 
seven districts with the high school 
principal in each district acting as 
coordinator. Dr. Norma Rogers will 
serve as coordinator in the Pelham 
district. 

Persons interested in working as 
census takers should contact the 
coordinator in their district. 
Enumerators will receive 50 cents per 
child enumerated between the ages of 
six and 20, 


Summer power rates 
can be expected 


to increase 


Customers of Alabama Power 
Company can expect to see a rise in 
their electric bills this summer 
primarily due to increased 
consumption, according to S.H. 
Booker, marketing vice-president. 

‘Increased wages and benefits 
contained in the recently ratified 
United Mine Workers of America 
(UMWA) contract are also expected to 
increase the cost of electricity 
approximately two percent during 
1978,” Booker said. 

‘‘Additional factors, including 
recent federal laws on surface mining 
reclamation and black lung benefits, 
are expected to increase the cost of 
electricity another four percent. 

“These increased energy costs will 
come at a time when many customers’ 
usage will be up because of the 
increased requirements of air 
conditioning. Therefore, most of the 
increase in summer bills may be a 
result of increased consumption, 
rather than increases in coal costs,” 
Booker said. 

“If, for example, a customer’s 
usage rises from 1,000 kilowatt hours 
(kwh) to 1,500 kwh during the 
summer, his bill would increase (using 
average estimated figures) a total of 
$20.60, $1.10 of which would be 
attributable to the effects of the 
UMWA contract, new federal mining 
legislation, and the effects of inflation 
on coal costs, The biggest portion of 
the increase, $19.50, would be caused 
by increase usage. 

‘These figures are purely 
estimates based on current 
assumptions because the effect of the 
new federal laws on coal prices is very 
uncertain,” Booker added.

UAB doctor warns pregnant women ¢ 


smoking directly affects child 


“Why start life under a cloud? 
Smoking is harmful to your baby’s 
health. Quit for the both of you.” 

This American Cancer Society 
poster sternly greets patients at the 
University of Alabma in Birmingham 
(UAB) Prenatal Clinics. Its warning is 
backed by strong advice from the 
director of the maternal and fetal 
medicine division of the Department 
of Obstetrics and Gynecology. 

“There is no question that women 
who smoke during pregnancy have a 
higher incidence of miscarriages, 
stillbirths, deaths of newborns, and 
their babies are more likely to be in 
the low weight classification,” says Dr, 
John F, Huddleston. 

Dr. Huddleston cites an 
announcement last year by the 
prestigious New England Journal of 
Medicine that the rate of miscarriage 
for women who smoke is twice that of 
those who do not smoke, He also 
points out that children born of 
smokers are more likely to have 
malformations. 

“*These statistics are becoming 
available at a time when the number of 
women who smoke is one the rise,” he 
says. “Most of the increase in smokers 
is among women who are entering the 
prime childbearing ages. 

‘These young women should 
know they are endangering their 
babies as well as themselves.” 

He says at age seven, children of 
mothers who smoke when pregnant 
are an average of three-fourths of an 
inch shorter than their peers, and are 
three months behind in reading skills. 
“It is also true that a child who grows 
up in a home where there is smoking is 
more likely than other children to 
have frequent, prolonged colds and 
other respiratory infections for which 
he will spend more time out of 
school,” Dr. Huddleston says. 

Dr. Huddleston describes three 
ways that tobacco smoking may harm 
the fetus: 

Smoke contains nicotine, which 
decreases the blood flow - and thus 
the amount of oxygen and nutrients — 
to the unborn; 

Smoke contains high quantities of 
carbon monoxide, which reduces the 
amount of available oxygen as much as 
one-fourth for the baby. 


Smoking depresses the mother’s 


appetite, which may reduce the 
nutrient intake for herself and her 
unborn child. 

Dr. Huddleston says “Smoking, 
women frequently gain much less 
weight than non-smoking women in 
pregnancy, and they use this an an 
excuse to continue their habit. This 
may be detrimental, because more 
problem pregnancies occur when the 
mother’s gain is less than the 25 or so 


pounds we recommend,” he notes... . 

“For the mothers, there are other 
dangers. Smoking may be associated 
with earlier menopause and premature 
aging of the skin. More importantly, it 
is definitely linked with heart attacks 
- especially if the woman is taking 
birth control pills — and is the major 
cause of chronic lung disability and 
lung cancer,’” says the associate 
professor of medicine. 


Tourists should check 


auto policy before trip 


Auto vacationers this summer 
should keep their insurance in mind 
when traveling in other countries. 


In Canada, tourists having 
American insurance policies are 
covered, All the standard insurance 
policies in current use in the U.S. 
provide coverage in Canada. A 
motorist must carry evidence of 
financial responsibility when driving in 
the Canadian provinces, The provincial 
governments provide a “Non-resident 
Inter-Province Motor Vehicle Liability 
Insurance Card” or “yellow card” 
which is available through U.S, 
insurance agents and brokers. 

But auto vacationers heading 


south of the border must carry an auto 
insurance policy written by a company 
based in Mexico. A motorist without, a 
Mexican auto liability policy who is 
involved in an accident may be 
imprisoned and have his or her car 
impounded, 

Agents of Mexican insurance 
companies are found in virtually dll’ 
American cities on or near the border.’ 
A short term “Special Automobile 
Policy for Tourists” provides the 
proper protection. 

Along with a Mexican insuragh 
policy, tourists should secure a listif¥g 
of agents and adjusters who represent 
the company and their location in 
Mexico. "

County Agent John Jones told the 
Reporter that just over 4,000 acres of 
cotton have been planted in the 
county this year. This is about 200 
acres short of last year’s crop. 


Wet weather has delayed soy bean 
planting, but Jones said that if 
scheduled planting is not curtailed, 
Shelby County should have slightly 
more soy bean acreage this year than 
last. 


“The farm strike does not seem to 
have had much effect in Shelby 
County,” said Jones. “Some farmers 
cut their production, but others 
increaded production.” 


County American Agriculture 
Movement (AAM) leaders, Sam 
Flourey, Albert Datcher and Sam 
Kidd, kept their vows to cut 
production, though not by 50 percent 
as earlier predicted. However, their 
sacrifice will apparently have little 
effect on the total crop, or on prices. 


After failing to get parity 
legislation in Congress, the AAM tried 
to get farmers to pledge to plant only 
50 percent of last year’s crop, in an 
effort to drive up crop prices. 


Several local farmers went to 
Washington in January to push for 
farm subsidies that would guarantee 
farmers a break-even price. Detailed 
stories on it appeared in the 
Reporter at the time. 


When their bill was defeated in 
the House of Representatives after 
President Carter threatened a veto, the 
farmers said they would withhold 
production. However, when planting 
time arrived, most apparently decided 
that they would have to make a crop 
or risk losing their farms to mortgage 
holders. 


Meanwhile, the AAM has opened 
an office in Washington and settled 
down for a long fight to try and raise 
prices from the current low levels that 
they say are bankrutping the American 
farmer.

When the water car was rolled into the water at the bottom of a mine, the 
force of the water would open the trap door and the water would rush in. 
When the car was filled, the force from inside would close the door and the car 
could be rolled outside the mine. 


‘Amazing workmanship’ 


“You stand back and look at 
these cars, and you’re amazed at the 
workmanship. It’s fascinating how 
they used the water car.” 

These are the words of D.F. 
Boshell, Superintendent of U.S. Steel’s 
Oak Grove mine, as he talked about 
the cars the company found at Gurnee 
when they discovered a long 
abandoned coal mine. 

Boshell, whose daily work is to 
oversee the world’s most modern 
mining equipment get coal out of the 
ground, spoke in a tone mixed with awe 
and reverence for the men who built 
and used the little wooden cars and 
wooden tracks in Shelby County more 
than a century ago. 

His tone was shared by all people 
of U.S. Steel whom the Reporter 
talked with when we photographed 
the cars for this article, 

General maintenance foreman 
E.R. “Bob” Sizemore, Electricians J.J. 
Bradley and Doyle Wiley, and 
Repairman-carpenter James Hall 
brought the cars and rails from the 
carpentry shop where they had been 


restored, and lifted them on and off 


the truck with the care usually 
reserved for a family’s most important 
possessions. 


J.T. O’Neal, District Chief 


Engineer for U.S. Steel’s Southern 
District Raw Materials, and Louie 
Love, District Engineer, who had been 
researching records to discover the 
history of the mine, both expressed 
wonder and respect for the men who 
had to wrest coal from the ground 
with such meager equipment. 

O’Neal noted, “‘It was probably 
done as a result of war pressures. They 
had very little to work with. To use 
wood rails, wedges and pegs....they 
must not have had very much choice. 
Hardware must have been hard to 
come by.... It looks like they saved 
every bit of metal they could.” 

“But,” he added, “we’re assuming 
these things. We cannot tell for sure 
what the circumstances were.” 

Most of the men seem to feel that 
only the cause of supplying coal to the 
desperate Confederate founderies 
could have encouraged miners to 
persevere under the conditions they 
had to work with.

Engineers surprised at find 


When Edgar J. Files announced 
last year that U.S. Steel was planning 
to open a new underground coal mine 
at Gurnee in West Shelby County, he 
had no way of knowing the company 
would uncover a unique century-old 
mine and find two priceless hand-made 
mining cars. 

Files, who is general 
superintendent for U.S. Steel’s 
Southern District Raw Materials, told 
the Reporter this week that the 
company’s preliminary excavating 
work had revealed the mine and the 
equipment. Files said the company had 
spent about a month cleaning and 
restoring the cars and tools, and 
considered them a major historical 
find. 

In talks with company officials, 
the Reporter learned that about 100 
feet of dirt was scraped away before 
the five entrances to the mine were 
discovered, This would mean that 
erosion over a long time had covered 
them. 

U.S. Steel is planning its new mine 
entrance in almost the same location 
as the old mine. 

The openings were filled with dirt 
and debris, The company set safety 
timbers in the openings, and installed 
some ventilation to make it safe 


enough to send men in to investigate. 


What they found was a primitive mine, 
dug in an irregular way, with little 
evidence that the men who built it had 
access to the mining knowledge of the 
1800's. 

The company has now almost 
completed its search through the 
tunnels of the mine. 

J.Y. O’Neal, District Chief 
Engineer, told the Reporter that the 


ate 


extent of the mining operation was 
about 900 feet from one end to the 
other with individual tunnels going 
underground about 75 feet each. 

He estimates that not much more 
than 2,000 tons of coal were extracted 
from the mine. The handmade coal car 
that was found contained about 600 
pounds of coal. With the equipment 
available, U.S. Steel officers estimate 
the mine could only turn out about 
half a ton of coal a day per man, 
compared with 15 to 20 tons per man 
in today’s technology. 

The cars and the rails were made 
of chestnut, a wood that was common 
in the 1800’s but that was wiped out 
by blight in the early part of this 
century. Wooden pegs and wedges 
were used to put the cars and rails 
together., with metal reserved only for 
the most necessary parts. Cross ties on 
the rails were made of small tree 
trunks. One piece of wood in the 
water car was 17 inches wide, 
indicating a massive chestnut tree. 

The iron wheels were still intact 
when the cars were found, but no 
foundry marks are on them. U.S. Steel 
spokesmen think the wheels may have 
been made in Selma during the Civil 
War. The wheels are 12 inches in 
diameter, and the wheels on the water 
car are still capable of turning. The 
wheels on the coal car however, are 
not. 

In restoring the coal car, new 
metal strips had to be used, but the 
outline of the original metal strips was 
clearly marked on the wood. 

Robert A. Dietz, District Mining 
Engineer, was in charge of operations 
at the site when the openings were 
discovered,

Evidence indicates Civil War effort 


In support of the theory that the 
mining was for Civil War production: 

1. The miners at Gurnee 
apparently did not have access to the 
materials and technology that were in 
use in other mines of the time. 

A. Wood would not have been 
used for rails and for pegs in the cars 
except under extreme conditions of 
shortage of metal. 

B. Steam operated pumps to 
drain the water out of the mines had 
been common in mines since the 
1700's. Unable to get a pump under 
wartime conditions, the men invented 
the “water car.” 

2. The coal car was already loaded 
and ready to go. Why was it 
abandoned in the mine? A Yankee 
raid? The threat of one? The end of 
the war? 

3. Under circumstances other than 
war the owners would logically have 
taken out the equipment and closed 
the mine in an orderly way. 

4. The Confederate government 
exempted any man from service in the 
army if he could organize as many as 
20 slaves to operate a coal mine. If the 
Gurnee mine were started under such 
an arrangement, the organizer would 
probably have little interest in 
continuing the mine after the war 


ended - and little interest in keeping 
records. 

5. No formal records of this early 
Gurnee mine exist - or at least could 
not be found by U.S. Steel during the 
month the company has been 
researching the matter. No deeds or 
claims appear to be in any public 


records. Kenneth Penhale, a founder 
of the Shelby County Historical 
Society told the Reporter at press time 
he has found mention of a mine 
operating in this location during the 
Civil War period in the writings of 
Joseph Squire, a mining engineer who 
lived at Helena.

hours of life can be crucial to later 
development of both parents and 
children. 

According to Dr. Perry, the young 
of all animals are bonded to their 
mothers in the first hours after birth.

Recent studies indicate that 
humans are no different from other 
animals. If they are deprived of their 
mothers in sterile nurseries after birth 
they may have trouble socializing later 
in life. 

Pediatricians Klaus and Kenner 
have published experiments that 
indicate that mothers who are 
deprived of early interaction with their 
babies are apt to have maternal 
instincts dulled. 

In addition the expectant mother 
need not be moved to a delivery room 
in the advanced stages of labor. 

The length of hospital stays has 
been substantially reduced for mothers 
using the new family birthing centers. 

Typically a mother spends three 
days in the hospital. Unless 
complications arise, a mother can be 
out of the hospital in 12 hours where 
the family oriented system is used. 

Dr. Perry said he would be able to 
deliver 12 babies a day when the 
ob/gyn is fully operational. 

For mothers with complications, 
or those who prefer traditional 
hospital methods, conventional labor 
and delivery facilities will be offered. 

The heart of the new family 
birthing room is the Borning Bed, 
which adjusts to accomodate delivery, 
as well as providing connections for 
fetal monitoring. 

A new facility is being 
constructed and equipped at a cost of 
$436,000. Shelby Memorial is 
financing the ob/byn unit from 
hospital reserves. 


(Ed Note:) 


Shelby County’s expectant 
mothers have had to go to 
Birmingham doctors and 
hospitals for over a year, since 
local doctors decided to 
discontinue offering pre-natal 
care and delivering babies at 
Shelby Memorial. 

The hospital board of 
directors closed the hospital’s 
delivery section and voted to 
build the type of department 
that is described in this article. 
Construction was delayed to give 
Drs. Perry and Hanes time to 
complete their previous 
commitments, and come to 
Shelby County.

limit summer anglers’ excuses 


by Richard Crosby 

Stripe are running on Logan Mar- 
tin and Lay Lake according to 
reports, and gar are heading for the 
beds. That’s pretty good news if you 
like catching fish or shooting them 
with arrows. 

This is the time of year when 
bowhunters can have as much fun 
on the water as anglers and they 
both seem to get what they want. 

Anglers can catch and eat stripe 
and archers can shoot gar. 

Bowhunters can’t very well prac- 
tice shooting fish, but anglers can 
practice their casting skill. If your 
friend has a swimming pool, you 
can turn it into a practice fishing 
hole. 

A pool is a handy place for bet- 
tering your casting skill and learning 
how to retrieve various types of 
lures. 

Each kind of fishing lure has its 
own particular action. The only way 
you can learn how to use that action 
properly is to watch the lure in the 
water. Using a swimming pool, you 
can cast and retrieve all you want, 
changing rhythm, speed and rod 
movement to achieve the action you 
want. 

It’s also possible to improve your 
casting accuracy with a few home- 
made plastic rings that float. Build 
them out of flexible tubing which 
you can form into circles of dif- 
ferent sizes. Tape the open ends 
together and float the rings in the 
pool. 

If they start drifting, attach a line 
with some weight to hold them in 
place. Practice tossing some lures 
into the various circles and you'll 
soon notice a definite improvement 
in your casting ability which will 
really aid you in getting into the 
tight spots on the real water. 

Just be sure while you’re prac- 
ticing in the pool that you don’t 
snag any bikinis on the backcast. 


How to raise fishworms 


While talking about getting ready 
for some serious fishing, have you 
ever noticed how hard it is to find a 
fishing worm in July? Well, a simple 
solution is to dig your summer’s 
worm supply now. All you need is a 
garden fork, a bucket and a little 
time. 

Start at stream level around any 
stream and progress away from the 
water with test digs. When you find 
a bunch, change your digging direc- 
tion to remain on the same plane 
away from the water.

Using an old 
washtub or box, knock out the bot- 
tom and replace it with fine mesh 
screen. On top of this, place a 
couple of inches of course gravel 
and then shovel in about 10 inches 
of loose soil. 

Add dry leaves, straw, and other 
plant debris to keep the soil loose. 
Moisten the soil lightly and put in 
your worms.

HUNTING 
AND FISHING

The* suddenness of May in five 


deaths on Alabama’s inland waters 
points up the sharp need to em- 
phasize water and boating safety. 

Our public waterways are 
becoming more and more like busy 
highways. I guess there must be four 
to five times as many persons cam- 
ping, fishing and boating as there 
were in the ’20’s. Accelerated cam- 
psite development, boat launching 
ramp construction on our rivers and 
large impoundments have 
stimulated more water based 
recreation. Our highways and our 
vehicles have become so updated we 
can go almost anywhere with little 
effort, 

The souped-up engines that 
propel our plastic-hard boats are 
nothing but a ‘‘come on”’ signal to 
many who base their superiority as 
anglers or boatmen by the rated hor- 
ses of their outboard motors. I 
heard a fellow at a marine store 
recently say, ‘tI have a 175 h.p. now 
but I’m going to the new 235 job.’’ 

However, a 50 h.p. machine may 
Ms that 16-footer along easily at 
35 mph. That’s even too fast if a 
submerged stump suddenly looms in 
sight about 10 feet ahead. 

Did you ever realize that highly 
rated engine burns two or three 
times the amount of fuel as a 
smaller engine that will attain the 
same reasonable speed? We have 
gone overboard on automobile h.p. 
However, a quietus is hovering over 
cubic inches of piston displacement 
in car engines. One day the same 
governor may be clamped on marine 
engines. Just think -- the power 
today above that propellor may be 
higher than either of the two cars 
you own! 

1 called my friend, Jim Merrihew 
of the Water Safety Division, Dept. 
of Conservation and Natural 
Resources and got quick answers to 
questions that popped into my mind 
about water accidents. 

From October 1, ’77 to April, ’78 
there were 29 water accidents in the 
state. Of these 15 were fatal and you 
can add on five more to make a total 
of 20 because of fatalities through 
May 22 or 23. There were only 16 
deaths for the same seven months’ 

riod in ’76 and ’77. : 

What types of accidents take the 
greatest toll? First, capsized boats 
claimed seven lives, and that in- 
creased to 11 in late May; falling 
overboard, five; sinking boat, three. 
Finally, there is collision of a 
moving boat with a fixed object. 
There were several accidents but no 
fatalities. 

Undoubtably the increase in boat 
numbers and boat ownership is par- 
tilly responsible for the accident

rate. In 1956, 65,000 boats were 
registered in Ala. In 1977 the figure 
was 172,031. This last figure is 
growing by eight to 10 additional 
boat registrations annually. 

But Capt. Merrihew pointed out 
something most of us haven’t con- 
sidered -- the requirement of water 
training and testing. You can buy a 
car, but you can’t drive it legally on 
a public road until you take a 
driving test and pass a written 
examination. Then you apply for a 
driving license. 

On the other hand, you can buy 
and register a boat without any ex- 
perience and shove it through public 
waters at breakneck speed without 
any prior experience or without 
taking a boat driving test or written 
examination. I guarantee a great 
number of boat owners and boat 
handlers don’t know buoy iden- 
tification patterns or the rules of the 
**road’”’ on public waters. 

And you wonder why some 
people are afraid to be afloat?

Traveling teacher gets a break

Councilman Frank Owen pointed out 
those wrecker services listed their 
bases of operation with businesses in the 
city boundaries making them eligible. 

Police Chief Howell Horn gave his 
department’s report for May and told 
of a plan he is working on to reroute 
loaded pole-carrying trucks around 
Columbiana. “If we can get these pole 
trucks out of town we can get rid of a 
lot of problems,” he said. 

The plan involves making loaded 
trucks use the bypass on their way to 
the treatment plant and moving a 
power pole on Water Street so trucks 
can turn without bumping it. 

Wayne Holcombe, presently a 
dispatcher for Columbiana will go to 
the Police Academy June 18. 

Assistant Chief Mickey Kirkland 
suggested the city needs a private 
property reckless driving ordinance. 
He said the police had received many

deceased, who shared their reminiscences 
and gave some history information. 

The first school in Pelham of one 
large room and a small music room, 
was built in the 1870s, near the L & N 
Railroad and the Ashville/Montevallo 
dirt road. The teacher was Mr. Joel 
McKeller. “Each morning,” recalled 
Mr. Forest Oates in his letter, “She 
would have all his pupils circle around 
him to teach them the notes of 
music...” 

Enrollment in this school was 
around 40 to 50 pupils, including 
Densons, Costs, Coates, Cross, Powers, 
Lees, Powells, Paynes and Bishops. 


Former students recalled that the 
school was a two story building which 
was torn down by a storm and 
rebuilt. The Presbyterian Church was 
destroyed by the same storm. Mrs. 
Mary Payne Sillery’s letter added the 
information that the second building 
was hit by lightening one night and a 
corner was torn off it. Another 
building was erected then which had 
“‘nice desks with dark red tops and ink 
wells. They were fun for the boys to 
put the girls’ pigtails in....”” Mrs. Sillery 
also recalled the time her daddy came 
to the school to get her to go see 
Teddy Roosevelt as he passed through 
Pelham on the train, 

Former Justice of the Peace, the 
late John P. Lee, began his school days 
at Pelham in 1901 or 1902, and 
carried his lunch in a bucket. There 
were nails in the back of the little one 
room school to hang the buckets on, 
he recalled. Schools operated only 
four to six months each year, and the 
teacher was paid one dollar a year. 

The two-story school was located 
where Mrs. Gaude Fortenberry’s house 
now stands between Pelham Baptist

For 
awhile, school was held in a house 
nearer the railroad tracks the 
house where Mr. and Mrs, J.T. Shelton 
now live. Mrs. Walker says this is 
where she first taught in 1930. Mrs. 
Myrtle Johnson was the only teacher, 
holding classes in one room of her 
home. Mrs. Walker was hired because a 
second teacher was needed. Mrs. 
Shelton, the former Roberta Motes, 
recalls attending classes under Mrs. 
Walker in the room that is now a 
bedroom of her home. 

In 1940 a new school building, 
boasting six rooms plus a large 
auditorium and hall, was completed. 
Mrs, Walker moved to this building to 
become principal in 1942. She 
remained principal and taught sixth 
grade until 1964 when classes at the 
school were discontinued. She then 
taught at Valley School for two years 
before retiring in 1966. 


Mrs. Lucas began teaching at 
Pelham School in 1939 when Mr, J.E. 
Cooper was principal. She first taught 
fifth grade, then moved to the second 
where she remained until classes were 
discontinued. Then she taught at 
Valley School until her retirement in 
1970. 

Mrs. Booth is now teaching first 
grade at Helena School. 

The old Pelham School building 
was used for several years as the 
Pelham Town Hall. In recent years it 
was torn down to make way for a new 
town hall. 

At Sunday’s reunion, the good 
and the bad were recalled. Someone 
was overheard saying to Roy David 
Jowers, Pelham Councilman, ‘Mrs. 
Lucas is calling you.” To which he 
replied jokingly, “Well, I nver used to 
come when she called. Why should I 
now?” Then Mrs. Lucas brought out 
her paddle to demonstrate the way she 
used to handle the young Roy David 
when he disobeyed. 

As a summons to dinner, Mrs. 
Walker rang the same old bell which 
once pealed through the halls and 
playgrounds at old Pelham School, 
calling children to classes and denoting 
recess time or the end of a school day. 

Postcript from the writer: 

As a former student of old Pelham 
School, some of the most cherished 
memories of this writer, are the plays 
our principal, Mrs. Walker, allowed us 
to write and perform on the huge stage 
of that old auditorium during Friday 
morning assemblies. And it was Mrs. 
Lucas, my second grade tedcher, who 
first taught me the joy of creating with 
words, “Write a play,” she told us, 
“pretending that you are some 
object.” What fun I had pretending 
that I was a milk bottle! My play was 
chosen to be “acted out” by the class. 
Right then and there, that little second 
grade girl vowed to become a writer 
someday. Thanks Mrs, Walker and Mrs. 
Lucas; I’m still working at it.

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Job of conservation officer 


is challenging at Oak Mountain

Oak Mountain State Park offers a 
wider variety of activities than many 
state parks and in doing so faces a 
wider range of maintenance and law 
enforcement problems than most. 

As more people crowd into the 
park they create problems park 
officials have not had to face as often 
in the past. 

Oak Mountain is one of three 
Alabama state parks which have a 
designated specialized conservation 
law enforcement officer to control 
special security problems. Oak 
Mountain’s officer is Talmadge Butler, 
former deputy sheriff of Marshall 
County, who came to the park in April 
of 1974. 

As conservation officer, Butler is 
responsible for the security of the park 
facility and the conduct of its guests. 

Butler has one full-time assistant 
and two part-time workers who help 
him patrol the 9,940 acre park area. 
Since Oak Mountain experiences more 
problems than other parks, the state 
provides a heavier concentration of 
equipment to aid in security. Two 
patrol vehicles, electonic sirens, blue 
lights and security screens for 
transporting prisoners are among the 
equipment provided. 

He has to deal with such problems 
as drug and alcohol abuse, robberies, 
and fire protection. 

Butler thinks Oak Mountain has 
more varied park violations because of 
the nature of the park, “Other parks 
are more of an overnight place. We are 
a day area. People come here to spend 
the day.” 

Parks today are faced more and 
more often with drug and alcohol use 
among its visitors, he said. Oak 
Mountain is no exception to this trend 
but Butler believes the situation is 
being kept under control. 

“You either have more of the 
problem or see more of the problem,” 
he said. “We see the problems and try 
to plan ahead.” 

“Our intention is to keep a 
wholesome atmosphere in the park,” 
he said. “If a group comes in with 
alcohol, we ask them to get rid of it or 
leave.” 

“We don’t want people visiting to 


have to worry about somebody drunk 
coming through and running over 
them,” he said. 

The conservation officer has the 
power to arrest visitors at the park 
who violate rules such as no alcohol or 

edrugs on the grounds, exceeding the 
speed limit, and stealing or vandalizing 
the park property. 

“IT don’t think we have a 
reputation for being a rowdy place,” 
he said, 

His duties include some park 
ranger type actions such as checking 
for fishing permits, preventing littering 
and patroling hiking trails. 

The park contains 35 miles of 
hiking trails which can often be 
treacherous, 

“There have been two accidents at 
Peavine Falls this year. That’s the first 
falls in four years,” Butler said. 

Butler is also concerned with fire 


protection for the park which has been 
a busy job this year. In March, fires 
started by arsonists claimed 3,500 
acres of timber adjoining Oak 
Mountain and 250 acres actually inside 
the park. Butler and volunteers from 
the park helped fight the fires on the 
park’s borders. 

There is a paradox involved in 
the conservation officer’s job. He must 
maintain law and order yet make the 
guests want to return to the park for 
another visit. Even though a visitor 
might violate a park rule Butler still 
sees him as a valued customer and 
treats him as such, 

Butler says he usually tries to 
correct the behaviour of the visitors 
rather than arrest them. 


“There are problems,” he said, 


‘‘but we're really trying to keep 
everything safe for the families who 
visit.”

State’s only solar office 
opens in Montevallo 


Alabama Power Company officially 
opened its Solar Energy 
Demonstration Office in Montevallo 
on Wednesday, June 14. 

Dozens of local and state dignitaries 
were on hand with officials of the 
Power Company to help dedicate the 
new building. An open house was held 
throughout the afternoon. 

The triangular, split-level building, 
which houses the operations of the 
company’s Montevallo District, is 
designed to be highly energy efficient, 
and its heating, cooling, and domestic 
water heating system is solar assisted. 
Flat plate solar collectors mounted on 
the roof collect the sun’s energy to 
heat circulating water which is stored 
until needed. An estimated 40 percent 
of the building’s requirements for 
heating, cooling, and water heating 
will be provided by the sun. 

According to Power Company 
spokesmen, solar energy is generally 
feasible for heating and cooling 
purposes only when __ effective 
conservation measures are used. The 
innovative architectural design of the 
Montevallo building reflects several 
energy-saving features. The windows 
which are only on the south wall are 
slanted and fitted with fins and 
overhangs so that the sun does not 
shine in, making the building easier to 
cool. The walls and roof are heavily 
insulated, and the use of a 
task-oriented lighting system also 
contributes to reduced energy 
requirements. The project will

The Montevallo office building is 
part of a national commercial solar 
demonstration program sponsored by 
the U.S. Department of Energy. 
Alabama Power was the first 
investor-owned public utility in the 
country to participate in this program 
which was developed to stimulate the 
growth of the solar industry. 

The building, located on Main 
Street, houses a solar information 


center which will be open to schools, 
clubs and other groups, and the 
general public. Group tours of the 
facility can be arranged by reservation 
by calling the solar coordinator at 
665-1221. 


In addition to its value as a solar 
demonstration facility, the project will 
also. perform a data collection 
function. A computer at NASA 
Marshall Space Flight Center in 
Huntsville will monitor selected 
components of the solar system, and 
engineers will evaluate the information 
to find better ways of utilizing solar 
energy. 


Through this project, Alabama 
Power hopes to assess the potential 
contribution of solar energy. Company 
spokesmen say it is true that at least 


through the end of this century, 
reliance must be placed primarily on 
fossil-and nuclear-generated electricity, 
but it is the utility industry’s hope 
that solar energy can play a significant 
role in the energy future, 

The new building received an award 
for energy efficiency from the 
Southeastern Electric Exchange and an 
architectural design excellence award 
from the Birmingham Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects.

Groups join forces to fight Alabama litter

A potentially powerful anti-liter 
coalition is being forged in Alabama. 

Faced with the mounting costs of 
our throwaway society, revulsion at 
the mountain of non-returnable 
beverage containers littering Alabama 
roadways is giving way to concrete 
proposals and effective lobbying. 

Last Friday the Association of 
County Engineers of Alabama 
endorsed a resolution, drafted by 
Shelby County Engineer James Ray, 
calling for required deposit of all 
beverage containers sold in the state. 

Environmental groups such as the 
Sierra Club, Alabama Conservancy, 
and the Audubon Society, which have 
pushed for bottle deposit laws for 
esthetic and health reasons, now have 
a powerful ally in the engineers’ 
association. 

“The problem of roadside litter is 
accelerating throughout our great 
state, detracting from its natural 
beauty and adding to stream pollution 
thereby presenting an unfavorable 
image to those visiting or passing 
through Alabama, as well as 
continuing to create hazardous 
working conditions for our state, 
county and municipal employees and 
equipment engaged in eS 


mowing operations,” reads 
resolution sent to ranking pa 
politicians. 


The engineers point out that the 
state has a right to pass laws 
encouraging returnable 


because it is the state, and thus 
ultimately the taxpayer, who pays for 
picking up _ the littered 
non-returnables. This, in effect,

Harpersville actions delay well

Harpersville’s much needed 
drinking water has been delayed again 
because the town failed to coordinate 
its well drilling with the state health 
department's division of public water 
supply. 

The town has a new well that has 
Successfully test-pumped 150 gallons 
per minute, but the health department 
“ has questions about the grouting and 
casing of the well. 

“The project was not coordinated 
like it was supposed to be with our 
engineer,’ said public water 
administrator Joseph Downey. 

“We need to look at the casing 
und grouting. Harpersville didn’t let 
our engineer know when they put it 
in. This is the same mess-up we had on 


their other well,” he said. 
Harpersville’s feisty mayor, J.W. 
Donahoo, said the town had met all 


the requirements. 
““We're just waiting with our 
hands folded,” said the mayor. 
Downey said his department is 
also concerned with the turbidity of 
the sample they collected from the

The sample had about two inches 
of mud in the bottom and the nitrate 
count was high. 

The present well represents the 
sixth attempt of Harpersville to find 
water since the town well collapsed 
into a sinkhole last September. 


Since then, the town has been 
buying water from the neighboring 
system in Westover. 

Last Thursday Harpersville 
residents were without water when a 
main burst in Westover. Customers on 
high ground have had _ insufficient 
pressure to maintain continuous 
service since the well collapsed, 

When Harpersville first started 
buying water the price was $.15 per 
1000 gallons. According to water 
byard chairman D.E. Morris the cost is 
now $.50 per 1000. 

In March the council passed the 
town’s first sales tax and earmarked 
the money for the water system. 

At the June 6 council meeting the 
council approved an increase in the 


The minimum water charge is up from 
$4.00 to $5.75, 

Harpersville is still well short of 
the money it needs to pay for the new 
water supply. 

Assuming that the health 
department approves the present well, 
estimates from Donahoo of the 
amount of money the town will need 
to get the system operable have run as 
high as $100,000. 


The mayor has applied to the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for a grant of near that 
amount to build a new pump house 
for the well. 

Others place the cost of tying the 
new well into the system at closer to 
$10,000. This would include the cost 
of a well pump and of laying pipe 
about 1,000 meters to the existing 
pump house. 


That pump house, located on U.S. 
280 just north of the business district, 
was completed in 1975 at a cost of 
over $50,000. HUD granted the water 
board money to put in the pump 
house and the now collapsed well.

Regulations cited as major cause 


of country’s rising housing costs 


The conclusions reached by the 
HUD task force on housing costs have 
put a stamp of approval on what we've 
been saying all along, Ernest A. 
Becker, Sr., president of the National 
Association of Home Builders, said 
today. “‘Unnecessary governmental 
regulations are one of the main causes 
of inflation in housing.” 


At a press conference earlier 
today, HUD Secretary Patricia Harris 
released the report, which identified 
land and financing as the two most 
inflation prone elements in housing. 


“*The report singles out 
government action—through regulation 
and investment decisions—as a major 


cause of limited land supply,” 
Secretary Harris said. In addition, land 
development costs have risen sharply 
in recent years primarily because of 
“costly regulations” and because the 
cost of such things as “streets, sewers, 
and roads, once absorbed by the 
community have now been shifted to 
the developer, who, in turn, passes 
them on to the home buyer.” 

Becker said that NAHB had 
reached similar conclusions in previous 
studies, adding that “time is money to 
builders and that the long delays 
involved in processing a subdivision 
through the local bureauracy now adds 
years to the development process and 
thousane of dollars to the sale price.” 


Furthermore, he noted that the strong 
sentiment against growth in some 
communities has created articial 
shortages of developable land in some 
metropolitan areas, thus pushing up 
the price of a 5,000 square foot lot to 
$40,000. or more in those areas. 

Becker praised the HUD report as 
an “honest and serious look at one of 
our most serious domestic 
problems--providing affordable 
housing for more Americans.” 

Several NAHB members 
participated in the task force report, 
including John Crosland, Jr., a 
Charlotte, North Carolina, builder and 
chairman of NAHB’s Housing Cost 
Committee.

ledger shows surplus 


The town of Wilsonville posted 
healthy surpluses in its general fund, 
water works fund and street fund in 
fiscal 1977 according to an audit 
released at last Monday’s council 
meeting. 

Town assets were up from 
$337,171.89 in 1976 to $347,134.03 
this year. The general fund posted a 
surplus of $13,733.61 last year to 
bring the total surplus for the year 
ending September 30, 1977 to 
$247,134.03. 

This does not mean that Wilsonville 
has a quarter of a million dollars in a 
numbered account at the First 
National Bank. 

Towns do not depreciate capital 
improvements. Thus, the new police 
car the town bought this year for 
about $7,000 will still be included in 
the surplus figure at $7,000 five years 
later when it is traded. The same is 
true for fire equipment, water tanks 
and the town hall. 

The town had an income of 

390.92 in 1977. Alabama Power 

mpany paid Wilsonville $18,000 in 
taxes and $6,000 for a license to 
operate the Wilsonville Steam Plant. 
Other big revenue producers were the 
sales tax which netted $12,054.07; 
fines, $7079.00; and the local beer 
tax, $3,210.53. 

The biggest expense for the year 
was salaries and payroll taxes, 
$14,287.02; followed by auto repair, 


$5878.47, and electricity, $5290.16. 

Wilsonville received $5709 from the 
federal government in revenue sharing 
and anti-recession monies. None of 
this money was spent during fiscal 
1977. 

The water system showed an 
increase to surplus of $6058.48. The 
street fund posted a gain of $2714.88. 
The sewer system lost $147.91. 


In other business, Mayor Austin 
Mitchell reported that Sen. Lister 
Proctor had asked him not to send a 
letter to the Public Service 
Commission requesting elimination of 
the town’s telephone mileage rates 
until Proctor had talked with PSC 
officials in Montgomery. 


Mitchell reported that painting and 
repair work to the town’s two water 
tanks should be completed in two 
weeks, 

Residents of higher elevations have 
reported some problems with water 
pressure recently. Mitchell said this 
was not related to the tank works, but 
was caused by the system having 
outgrown its 2 inch water lines. 

The council voted not to apply for 
summer CETA workers, after 
councilwoman Dot Scruggs chronicled 


the lazy attitude of past CETA 
workers in the town. 
The council authorized spending 


$1700 for a new copying machine for 
the town clerk’s office.

violates city’s zoning

The city of Helena has filed a suit 


against Country Mobile Homes of 


Pelham and Alabaster. The city 
contends that a home moved to its 
present location in Sunnybrook 
Estates is in violation of the zoning 
ordinances. 

City officials say the structure in 
question was transported on wheels to 
a lot in the subdivision where it was to 
be placed on a_ concrete block 


foundation. According to city 
officials, the zoning ordinance 
specifically prohibits any type of 


home “designed for transportation 
after fabrication.” Such a structure is 
classified as a mobile home or trailer 
home and is confined to locations such 
as trailer parks. 

Owners of the © structure’ in 
Sunnybrook contend it is not a trailer 


home but rather a modular home, 

During last Monday’s city council 
meeting, officials passed an ordinance 
excluding modular homes in the city 
at the urging of homeowners in 
Sunnybrook Estates. 

A meeting was held Tuesday 
between city officials and _ the 
structures owners to determine the 
classification of the home. 

City officials determined since the 
structure was transported to 
Sunnybrook on wheels it should be 
called a house trailer. A registered 
notice was sent to Country Mobile 
Homes giving the owners 72 hours to 
remove the home. 

Helena Mayor Charles Penhale said 
the structure is “‘still there” and that 
attorney Frank Ellis had been asked to 
file a petition for lawsuit against the 
structure’s owners, Joe Carrier.

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Light thrown on coal mine mystery 


by Marcia M. Sears 


The lost coal mine, found at Gurnee 
last month, probably ceased operation 
between March 29 and 31, 1865. 

Dr. Justin Fuller, Professor of 
History at the University of 
Montevallo, and an authority on coal 
mining history, told the Reporter that 
his studies of old diaries and records 
would indicate one of those three days 
us the date the men abandoned the 
mine, never to return. 

The old mine, with five entrances, 
was uncovered last month when U.S. 
Steel was preparing to construct a new 


mine at Gurnee, in west Shelby 
County. It has excited the 
imaginations of the entire area, 


especially with the discovery of tools, 
two wooden cars, and wooden rails in 
the back of the mine tunnels. The 
mystery of who operated it and how 
the coal was moved, have been 


partially solved by the studies of Dr. 
Fuller and Kenneth Penhale of Helena.

Dr. Fuller told the Reporter that 
the mine as probably opened by two 
men with the names Brooks and 


. Gainer. He thinks they opened the 


mine in 1863, because that is when the 
Confederate arsenal at Selma increased 
the demand for coal and coke. 

The historian said that in the dairy 
of Joseph Squire, a mining engineer of 
the time, there is mention of this mine 
as producing coal that was hauled 12 
miles by wagon to the railroad at 
Montevallo, From there it was sent to 
Selma. 

Fuller’s guess is that the mine 
continued working until March 29 or 
31 in 1865S. 

The arsenal at Selma continued to 
operate until the fall of Selma, which 
occurred when Wilson’s Raiders 
invaded the city. 

No one knew here Wilson was, 
Fuller says, until he crossed into 
Shelby County, so it would have been 
logical for the men at the old mine at

Gurnee to keep on working until the 
Raiders entered the county. 

Did the men process the coal into 
coke before it was hauled way from 
Gurnee? The answer to this question 


may never be answered. Fuller says 
that at some mines the coal was made 


into coke ty digging pits in the 
ground. At Gurnee they may or may 
not have done that, he believes. 

Fuller’s research indicates that the 
coal from the old mine would not have 
been used in blast furnaces, but only 
in foundries or rolling mills. 

He has turned up an interesting 
reference to the cars which U.S. ‘Steel 
men called the “Water Car”. 
Apparently these wooden cars were

used in other mines in the Montevallo 
coal mining area. In the Squire diary 
they are referred to as “boxes” in a 
mine operated by William P. Brown. 

The cars were used to get 
accumulated water out of the mines, 
and as described in last week’s 
Reporter story, the pressure of the 
water opened a little door and the car 
filled with water. It would then have 
been rolled out of the mine on tracks. 

Interestingly, their use has not been 
chronicled in other known coal mining 
histories. They may have been 
designed by Shelby County miners, or 
the idea for them may have been 
brought to this country by coal miners 
from England.

(Photo by Marcia 


Office reshuffling raises 


questions about Reynolds Hall

What’s happening to Reynolds Hall? 
Friends and alumni of the University 
of Montevallo raised the question with 
the Shelby County Reporter this week 
when they noticed office furniture 
being moved into the foyer of the 
historic ante-bellum building. 

The foyer has been used for official 
teas and receptions for the past several 
decades and many people associated 
with the University want to see that 
practice continued. 

Dr. James Vickrey, president of the 
University, explained to the Reporter 
that several shifts in office space are 
being made at the university for 
various reasons, but that the foyer of 
Reynolds will still be available for 
receptions, both for university 


functions “and for the use of 


individuals. 

He said that Reynolds will have a 
receptionist in the foyer to help direct 
visitors to the correct offices, and that 
wili be the only change. 

The office of Executive Director of 
University Relations, Dr. John Van 
Valkenberg, has been moved from 
Palmer Hall to Reynolds. The news 
bureau director will be moved from 
Comer Hall to Reynolds to make 
university relations function as more 
of a coordinated effort, Vickrey said. 


But the foyer will not be cut up 
into offices, Vickrey told the 
Reporter 


Palmer Hall is scheduled for major 
renovation, and mew government 
regulations dictate several changes 
there, the president said. One suite of 
offices on the first floor of Palmer will 


have to be remodeled into restrooms, 
to meet these regulations. 
The Dean of Arts and Sciences will 


move to Calkins Hall where the 
President and the in-coming vice 


president have their offices. 

Vickrey noted that bids are to be 
opened for the Palmer remodeling on 
June 22. New regulations require that 
an elevator and “at least a dozen 
state-imposed requirements” will also 
have to be added. “These things are 
running up the price, so that the bids 
may be over the budget originally 
estimated by the architects,” Vickrey 
said. 

But in regard to Reynolds, which 
was renovated several years ago with 
the aid of special grants, Vickrey 
hopes to establish it as a fine arts 
facility in the future.

cleanup costs, in addition 
substantial energy savings. 

A bill similar to Oregon’s Bottle Bill 
was introduced in the Alabama 
legislature in 1976 by Rep. Marilyn 
Quarrels. 

The bill was killed by Gov. George 
Wallace who said he thought the bill 
would cost jobs in Alabama. 

The experience in Oregon has been 
just the reverse. 

According to information provided 
the governor by the county engineers, 
“The operating employment effects of 
the Bottle Bill are a total employment 
increase of 365 jobs, and a total 
annual payroll addition of $1.6 
million.” 

Major provisions of the Oregon 
Bottle Law are: 

* Beer and soft drinks cannot be 
sold in Oregon in non-returnable 
bottles of cans. 

* All containers must be clearly 
marked with their redemption value. 

* A dealer must refund deposits on 
any empty beverage containers of the 
kind, size and brand he sells. 

* A distributor must pick up and 
refund deposits to his dealers on any 
empty beverage container of the kind, 
size and brand he sells. 

* A two-cent refund for standard 
(state certified) reusable containers in 
lieu of the usual five-cent refund for 
cans and non-standard bottles. 

Oregon’s leading brewer has not 
bought any new bottles since the law 
went into effect. 

Environmental groups have made 
contact with the Alabama Farm 
Bureau.

Bill, should one be introduced.

Ignored traffic tickets may cost your license 


“Some people will find it impossible 
to renew driver’s licenses because they 
had ‘forgotten’ to answer a traffic 
summons,” said Colonel M.L. Hilyer, 
Alabama Department of Public Safety 
Director. “For too long motorists have 
taken a traffic summons lightly. This is 
especially true if a driver has gotten a 
ticket while traveling out-of-state.”’ 

“Alabama driver’s licenses will not 
be renewed if there are any 
outstanding violations on the driver's 
record,” said Major Harold J. 
Hammond, Chief of the Department 
of Public Safety Driver License 
Division. “If a driver receives a ticket 
and ignores a summons to appear in 
court, this Department is notified 
either by an Alabama court or by the 
licensing authority of another state.” 


When Alabama 
Public Safety is 
unsettled ticket, a  pre-suspension 
notice is mailed from the Driver 
License Division. ff the case is not 
settled within 30 days, the driver 
license is suspended until the traffic 
case has been settled.

settled, the driver must pay a $25 
reinstatement fee in order to get his 
license back. 

“If his license has been suspended, 
the driver cannot legally operate a 
motor vehicle. We have asked every 
police officer and every Alabama State 
Trooper to check the license status of 
every motorist stopped even though 
the driver has a license in his 
possession,” Major Hammond said. 
“Through the State computer system, 
this check takes only a short time.” 

If the driver’s license has been 
suspended, the driver faces arrest for 
driving while license suspended and 
can be fined from $25 to $500. In 
order to legally drive again, the driver 
must clear his record by answering 
both charges in court and paying the 
$25 reinstatement fee. 

“Each month during 1977 and 1978 
the courts have sent us about 2,000 
notices concerning drivers who have 
failed to settle traffic cases,” Major 
Hammond said. “The time of a trained 
law enforcement officer is too valuable 
to be spent in tracking down these

Kendricks hold reunion

Descendants of Luther Rice Ken- 
drick, one of the earliest pioneers to 
the K Springs area, met recently in 
that community for a family 
reunion. People came from as far 
away as Atlanta, Georgia and 
Gainesville, Florida to share in 
homecoming services at the Pleasant 
Valley Baptist Church, where the 
early family worshipped, then to 
gather at K Springs in the afternoon 
at the home of B.C. (Clifton) Ken- 
drick, ason of Luther. 

Luther Kendrick was born Sep- 
tember 8, 1852, the third son of 
Isom (or Isham) and Elmira Gilbert 
Kendrick. Isham Kendrick enlisted 
in the Confederate army during the 
War Between the States, but was 
given a medical discharge after only 
three months because of ‘‘Drop- 
sev.’’ He died in 1866, a few months 
bedtore his wife, Elmira, gave birth 
to a daughter, Mary. (Mary grew up 
to marry Bunion Shirley of the 
area.) 

According to Mr. B.C. Kendrick, 

the family lived ‘‘up on the ridge,”’ 
where Highways 280 and 11 (the 
Simmsville Road) now junction, Af- 
ter older sons Elbert and Jud 
married, they moved on down the 
ridge toward what became the East 
Saginaw Settlement. (Their descen- 
dants also live in the area.) In 1873 
Elmire purchased land in the forests 
south of her home, and her 21 year 
old son, Luther, built a log cabin for 
her, his younger brother and sisters 
and himself. Remains of this cabin 
can still be found down in the woods 
behind the K Springs Church of 
God. 
It was near this cabin that springs 
were discovered and used as a sour- 
ce of water supply for many years 
by residents of the community. And 
it was for this family and these 
springs that the settkement was 
called Kendrick-Springs. 

When Luther Kendrick married in 
1882, he brought his bride, the for- 
mer Martha Ann Spearman, to live 
in the cabin with his mother and 
sister, Mary. It was children born to 
Luther and Martha in this little log 
house -- and their children and 
grandchildren -- who met recently 
for a reunion. 

Mr. B.C. Kendrick recalls the log 
house as having ‘‘a big room and a 
back room and two side rooms -- 
and a long kitchen on the back with 
a fireplace.’’ His mother had a loom 
in the kitchen, he says, and he 
helped her make cloth there. 

His older sister, 95 year old Mrs. 
Flora Niven, recalls that the cabin 
was Originally only one room, with 
additional rooms added later. The 
kitchen was ‘‘built separately, just a 
little piece from the house, with a 
walk going out to it.”’

Around 1911, Luther and Matt 
moved from the cabin to a new 
house up on the road near the K 
Springs School, which was built on 
land donated by Luther. Then, B.C. 
Kendrick and his bride, the former 
Effie Stone, moved into the little log 
house to begin another chapter in 
the Kendrick family history. - 

B.C. and Effie Kendrick had 
three daughters: Louise (Mrs. 
Payton Drake) of Atlanta, Georgia, 
Lallage (Mrs. Steve Estock) and 
Kathleen (Mrs. Allen Standifer) 
both of Birmingham. They, along 
with husbands and children, were 
among the group meeting at their 
father’s home for the May 21 
reunion. Their mother, Mrs. Effie 
Kendrick, died in an automobile ac- 
cident six years ago. 

Luther and Martha Kendrick had 
seven children. Only one daughter, 
Ruby, and eldest son, Walter W., 
are deceased. The other five were 
together for the ‘‘Homecoming.”’ 
Walter married Tabitha Moore of 
the Calvary Community and lived in 
the K Springs area until his death in 
1959. Many of their decendants yet 
live in the community.

At the June 5 council meeting a 
representative from the Greyhound 
bus drivers union appeared at the 
council to warn that south bound 
buses presented a traffic hazard when 
crossing four lanes of U.S, 31 to make 
the stop at Meyers Antique Shop. 

“We concluded that there is no 
danger in crossing your highway,” said 
Street. “The median is 31 feet by 60 
feet. You can completely hide a bus in 
that median.” 

Police Chief Dave Watson later 
confirmed that the 40 by 8 foot 
Greyhounds would indeed fit in the 
median but added, “It’s a tight 
squeeze.” 

Councilman Roy Jowers, who 
expressed concern that the council had

Health committee vetoes clinic

Shelby Memorial’s plans for a 
branch facility in Riverchase were 
rejected last week. 

The Alabama Committee on 
Public Health last week turned down 
both applicants for a primary health 
care facility that was to have been 
located in Riverchase, 

Shelby Memorial Hospital 
received approval in May from the 
Birmingham Regional Health Systems 
Agency (BRHSA) to build a $634,100 
clinic on three acres of land in 
Riverchase. A similar proposal by 
Brookwood Hospital was rejected by 
the BRHSA. 

According to Al Rohling, director 
of the BRHSA, the state committee 
tuled that the proposed facility was 
little more than offices for four 
doctors and could be built cheaper by 
private physicians. 

“The committee said that both 
proposals ‘smacked of socialized 
medicine,’ as if government funds were 
going to be used to pay the doctors,” 
Rohling said. 

Shelby Memorial was to guarantee 


31 by G. J. Tolan for businesses he 
intended to put up on the west side of 
the highway. 

Mayor Davenport estimated that 
the additional 400 feet of 8 inch sewer 
line would cost about $3,500. But 
residents on 11th Ave. who would 
hook on, he noted, would pay a tap on 
fee which would defray the cost. 

After seeking the council’s 
approval of a malt brew beverage 
license for the past five months, 
members of the community’s VFW 
post finally had the request granted. 

Renovation of the building on Ist 
Ave. W where the club is to be set up 
was the panel’s objection to granting 
the license. But Building Inspector 
Milton Allen assured council members 
that a great deal of progress had been 
made and renovation of the front part 
of the structure was almost completed. 

In order that the Police 
Department’s patrol cars, which were 
purchased around the same time, 
won't wear out simultaneously, Police 
Commissioner Wayne Lucas reported 
that bids had been taken for two-new 
units. 

The contract was awarded to the 
low bidder, Sherman Holland Ford 
whose price per unit was $6,496.81. 
Other bidders were Jim Skinner Ford 
and Adamson Ford. 

Following the suggestion of 
Mayor Davenport. the council passed a 
resolution favoring the installation of 
an interchange on I-65 and County 
Road 11. 
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the first two doctors at the facility a 
minimum wage of $50,000 per year, 
but the hospital administrator Richard 
Lind said that the practice was 
standard in the hospital industry and 
that he was sure the two doctors 
would make enough money from the 
clinic so the guarantees’ would not 
have to be paid. 

Rohling pointed out that 14 of 


the 16 members of the committee 
were private physicians and expressed 
concern that the committee might be 
countermanding its own directives 
with the ruling. 

The BRHSA director said that the 
committee had recommended that an 
out patient facility be built in Shelby 
County. 

As envisioned by Shelby 
Memorial, the facility was to be a 
combination outpatient clinic and 
doctor’s offices. Lind said that the 
new clinic would upgrade medical care 
in the county, while at the same time 
expanding Shelby Memorial’s patient 
referral base. He said the facility was a 
new concept aimed at reducing 
hospital costs. 

Rohling said his office made the 
determination to locate the facility in 
Riverchase because that was the fastest 


[PPeowing area in the county. 


Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 
has challenged that location, saying 
that the facility was needed more in 
the eastern end of the county. 

Location of a health care facility 
in Riverchase has been a bone of 
contention among the medical 
community for the past two years. 
Initially the Baptist Medical Center 
proposed a hospital for the 
development. But that plan was nixed 
by the BRHSA when a survey showed 
there was 4 surplus of hospital beds in 
the Birmingham area. 

The state committee’s action 


effectively stops all planned medical 
facilitieis for the Riverchase area, 
unless either Brookwood or Shelby 
Memorial request a “fair hearing” on 
their rejctions. : 

“If the applicant chose to ask 
for a hearing, we would support the 
request,” Rohling told the Reporter 

Lind said that while he did not 
want to jeopardize other projects 
before the committee, he did not 
understand the rationale used to reject 
the primary care facility. -2 

A decision on whether to ask for a 
hearing is expected at the June 27 
board meeting. -.

After a two hour executive session 
(from which the press was banned) 
during Wednesday’s meeting, the 
board of education refused by a vote 
of four to one to honor the trustees’ 
request that the eight teachers, four of 
them involved in an earlier dispute 
with Pelham principal Ernest Douglas, 
be assigned elsewhere. 

In announcing the board’s 
decision, Hill said, “‘Upon 
consideration of facts and law, 
including the May 26, 1978 attorney 
general’s opinion, the Riverchase 
group are not legally elected trustees 
under title 16 chapter 10 paragraph | 
of the 1975 Alabama Code.” 

“Even if they were legal, the 
reasons for refusal are not adequate 
under 16-10-4.” 

Concerning the qualifications of 
trustees the Alabama Code states, 
“The term ‘patrons’ as used herein 
shall be construed to mean the parents 
and guardians of children in 
attendance at the school.” 

According to board member 
Barbara Whitman, who cast the 
dissenting vote in Wednesday’s action 


and was on hand to encourage the 
trustees in their fight, the board based 
its decision on the fact that the 
children were not in attendance since 
the school has not been finished, The 
board asked the attorney general’s 
office to determine if Riverchase was a 
“new” school. 

In fact, according to Whitman, the 
board had two attorney general’s 
opinions On the Riverchase trustees. 

The first, an oral opinion 
delivered by telephone, said that the 
board could choose three trustees 
from a list of six names voted on by 
the parents and guardians of children 
who will attend Riverchase School 
when it is opened this fall. 

The patrons met in the cafeteria 
of Valley School March 6 and elected 
six to submit to the board. 

“As far as the board of education 
is concerned there are no trustees at 
Riverchase School because the 
attorney - general ruled it was a new 
school,” Hill told the Reporter when 
contacted last Friday. 

Whether the school is new or not, 
the patrons have formed a PTO. Jane 
and Roby Bedford were elected 
co-presidents of the new organization. 
The first order of business was the 
passage of a resolution supporting the 
trustees. 

““These parents are educated,” 
said Dummier. “They understand what 
their children are not getting and they 
know how to get it.” 

She said the eight teachers were 
refused because they would not have 
contributed to the harmonious 
workings of the school as set out in 
title 16 chapter 10 paragraph 9 of the 
1975 code. She added that the 
decision was based on community 
discontent expressed in phone calls 
about these teachers.

Economic decisions grow difficult 


Congressman Walter Flowers says 
Congress and the Administration “face 
critical decisions in economic and 
energy policy during the next several 
months - decisions which could affect 
our society for many years.” 

Flowers, a member of the House 
Democratic Steering Committee and 
chairman of a major energy 
subcommittee, wrote about economic 
and energy policy in a regular 
newsletter to his constituents. 

“On the economic scene,” 
Flowers aid, “*1% million more 
Americans are working now than at 
the beginning of the year and the 
stock market is doing much better, but 
inflation is still with us, interest rates 
are rising and the dollar remains 
depressed on world money markets.” 

“Amid those conflicting 
indicators, important decisions must 
be made on tax policy and 
appropriations,” he said. “By the time 
for tinal action, perhaps we'll have a 
better idea of just where the economy 
is heading.” 

“One factor heightening economic 
uncertainty is the lack of a 


comprehensive national energy 
policy,” Flowers said. 
He said a House-Senate 


conference committee was continuing 
to work at settling differences between 
the different versions of energy 
legislation passed by the two houses. 

“The conferees have just settled 
the most difficult issue -- natural gas 


pricing ~ by agreeing to remove federal 
price controls gradually over the next 
seven years,” Flowers said, ‘“‘Decontrol 
would apply only to newly discovered 
gas, not to gas already being 
produced.” 

After the conferees resolve other 
differences, the energy legislation will 
be sent to the full House and Senate.

Contractor John Conner said he 
thought the building could be ready 
for occupancy by the end of next 
week. The final inspection has been 
taking place this week with the 
expectation that Wednesday would be 
the last day. . 

A ‘punch list’ is being prepared 
with items that need to be finished, 
and the contractor expects he can 
complete these items within a we ek. 


Paul Owens, County Planner, who 
has been supervising jail construction 
for the county, said he would like to 
see everything turned on and working 
for about two hours before accepting 
the building. He wants to try out the 
emergency generator to see if it can 

rovide the power needed in the event 
a power failure. 


Commissioners agreed that this 
should be done. 

The telephone system has not 
been installed, according to sheriff's 
administrative assistant Tom Barnes, 
but should be completed soon. 

The furniture, ordered recently at 
a cost of about $30,000 will not arrive 


until the end of June, and the wo oden — 


furniture for the sheriff's office will 
not arrive until later. However, Owens 
said the jail could be occuped without 
the furniture, because it was mostly 
for administrative use. 

Stil unresolved is the question of 
charging the contractor for a time 
overrun of about 8 or 9'months. The 
jail was scheduled for completion last 
October or November, allowing. for 
change orders. Conner mentioned that 
the weather for the past two winters 
had been unusually bad for 
construction work.

Members of the Montevallo City 
Council, meeting Monday night, 
approved the awarding of a contract 
for the purchase of a computerized 
data processing system to NCR 
Corporation. 

The new system, expected to be 
delivered within 30 days, will handle 
all of the city’s water, gas and sewer 
billing, as well as all municipal 
payrolls, general ledger and budgetary 
accounting. 

“The new system will eliminate at 
least six manual handlings for each 
utility billing,” according to City Clerk 
Don Hughes. 

Four bids for the system were 
opened during last week’s council 
meeting, but council members delayed 
the awarding of the contract for one 
week, while the city’s finance 
committee and city clerk studied the 
different proposals. Several similar size 
cities in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Georgia were contacted by Montevallo 
during the course of the study of the 
bids. 

NCR submitted the highest bid, 
but for a number of reasons, including 
delivery date, programming, and 
proximity of a service center, members 
of the council awarded the contract to 
NCR. Total cost of the system is 
$28, 200.

28, of Alabaster, while riding in her 
car, allegedly opened fire with a .38 
caliber pistol, aiming her shots at Ocie 
Lee Tannihill, 43, also of Alabaster, 
who was the driver of another car. 

When the shots were fired, 
according to the reports, Tannihill 
speeded up, in an effort to escape the 
shots. 

When the two northbound cars 
rounded a curve on County Road 17 
near Woodland Hills subdivision, just 
southwest of Alabaster, they met a 
southbound car occupied by Mrs. Lois 
Jane Acton, 49, of Route 1, Alabaster, 
her two sons, Lynn, 14, Frankie 16 
and a daughter, Patricia 18. 

Tannihill’s car, apparently 
traveling at a high rate of speed, veered 
into the left lane and struck the Acton 
car headon. The two cars, both Buicks, 
caught fire. 

Ambulances arrived on the scene 
and took the victims to Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. 

Frankie Acton was dead on arrival 
at the hospital. Patricia Acton was 
transferred to University Hospital in 
Birmingham where she died Thursday 
inorning. Lynn Acton underwent 
emergency surgery at Shelby 
Memorial. He and his mother are listed 
in stable condition. 

Tannihill, driver of the car being 
pursued was transferred to University 
Hospital and is described as in critical 
condition. Carolyn Boyd, 25, of 
Columbus, Georgia, a passenger in 
Tannihill’s car was also transferred to 
University Hospital. Her condition is 
listed as serious. 

Bertha Prince Blocker’s late model 
Buick was impounded. She was taken 
to the Alabaster Police Station where 
she was arrested and initially charged 
with first degree murder. She was later 
transferred to the Shelby County Jail 
in Columbiana and is now charged 
with two counts of second degree 
murder.

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Speeding, computers, recreation 


top Montevallo council agenda

Speeding and reckless driving in a 
Montevallo subdivision, a report from 
the city’s Park and Recreation 
director, and the purchase of a 
computerized data processing system 
topped the agenda of business taken 
up by Montevallo’s City Council, 
Monday night. 


Eleven residents of the Indian 
Highlands subdivision presented a 
petition bearing dozens of names, 
requesting the city to take whatever 
steps necessary to eliminate speeding 
and reckless driving in the subdivision. 
The petition suggested locating stop 
signs, warning signs and rumble strips 
at certain intersections. 


Council members agreed to install 
the stop signs, warning signs and 
children-at-play signs, as soon as such 
signs can be delivered. The installation 
of rumble strips was indefinitely 
postponed. 


Police Chief Troy Kirkland also 
agreed to step up patrolling in the 
area. 

Herschel C. Mobley and Yancy 
Clark, representatives of the NCR 
Corporation, were present to answer 
questions from council members 
regarding a computerized data 
processing system. The council 
awarded a contract to NCR fora NCR 
499 System. 

The purchase price is $28,200. 
The system will be delivered in 30 
days or less. (See separate story) 

City Clerk Don Hughes presented 
council members with a written report 
submitted by Ott Knight, director of 
the city’s park and recreation program. 
The report stated that the following 
improvements to the city park have 
either been completed or are in the 
process of being completed: addition 
of six picnic tables, addition of six 
outside picnic grills, installation of two 
water fountains, installation of two 
fences for the outfields of two baseball 
diamonds, completion of nighttime 
lighting for ball diamonds, installation 
of speedbreakers on park streets, 
repair of a backstop at a ball diamond 
at the Middle School and the purchase 
of a new grass cutting machine. 


Knight’s report also listed some of 
the major programs being offered 
during the summer of 1978. A 
program of games and activities at the 
Middle School involves some 18 to 26 
children every day. Between 30 and 40 
persons participate in a swimming 
program each Wednesday and Sunday 
afternoon. A dozen men take part in 
an exercise program twice a week at 
the High School gymnasium, a dozen 
women take part in a similar program 
twice each week. 

A program of men’s basketball 
fills the high school gym every Friday 
night. Some 40 boys participate in a 
basketball program each Monday and 
Wednesday. Tennis is available each 
Monday, Tuesday and Thursday 
morning. Some 30 persons are enrolled 
in the tennis program. 

A number of softball leagues use 
park facilities on a daily basis. 

Three city wide events are 
planned for the remainder of the 
summer. A street dance is still in the 
planning stage. Two major softball 
tournaments are scheduled, one this 
weekend and another for the weekend 
of July 8, 9. 

Labor Day weekend will follow 
the traditional activities of past years. 

Council members unanimously 
passed a motion establishing a $50 
deposit for all new gas customers. City 
Clerk Don Hughes explained that the 
city lost several thousand dollars 
during the past few months when 
house and apartment dwellers moved 
away while owing the city past due 
natural gas bills. 

In a companion motion, made by 
Gas Board committee chairman David 
Nichols, council members 
unanimously approved a policy of 
terminating gas service when a 
customer becomes 30 days delinquent. 

Mayor Ralph Sears asked the 
city’s finance committee to complete 
work on a revision of the city’s 
privilege license schedule by July 24. 
He also asked the same committee to 
submit a preliminary budget for fiscal 
1978-79 by August 28. 

Philip Lacey, a Montevallo 
businessman, was nominated to fill a 
vacancy on the city’s Industrial 
Development Board.

The 
current value of the building and 
grounds is listed as $64,440 and 
Fowler said matching funds of up to 
$64,000 are available to restore the 
building. 

The ante bellum building 
constructed in 1854 is the first 
priority of the Shelby County 
Historical Society. It is one of ten 
pre-Civil War courthouses left in 
Alabama. Listed on the National 
REgister of Historic Sites it 
demonstrates Jeffersonian 
architecture. 

The group plans to turn the 
building into a museum of Shelby 
County history. On a tour of the 
structure, Fowler pointed to each area 
stating the intended use of each room. 

Downstairs, visitors would be 
greeted by an old fashioned country 
store, a room showing the progression 
of the mining industry in Shelby 


County and art gallery. 

Upstairs, partitions would be 
removed to create the original 
courtroom. : 

The Historical Society would have 
some offices located in the building 
and hopes to store old records for 
historical reserachers there, 

A historical architect, James Fitts 
of Tuscaloosa, has studied the building 
and determined its original structure. 
Restoration would first be made on 
the outside where a new roof would be 
built and the white paint removed. 
The interior will be restored as funds 
are available. 

Fowler said, ‘“‘We wouldn't want 
to put anything inside until the roof is 
fixed.”” She pointed to holes in the 
roof made by recent storms and said, 
“It has deteriorated a good bit in the 
last few months, That’s why we are 
anxious to begin restoration soon.” 

“The courthouse is a focal point 
in the whole county,” she said, It’s 
time that we focused on our heritage, 
the unique personality of our county.”

homes, the owner, Bill Siener, 
produced a deed showing the property 
to be outside the city. 

Homeowners in the area are upset 
over the situation and about a half 
dozen of them appeared at the city 
council meeting Monday night to voice 
their complaints. 

Mayor Harold Davenport told the 
irate citizens that he also had been 
unaware of the seemingly incorrect 
placement: of the sign. Under the 
assumption the business was starting 
operations within the city limits, 
which is prohibited, the mayor said 
Seiner had been told to close down. 

The business owner then 
produced the property description 
showing the area to be outside the 
city. But it’s believed by city officials 
that an annexation occurred after the 
deed was recorded and they say 
they’re searching for these records. 

Betty Burt, one of the residents 
affected by the startling disclosure, 
reported that the city limit sign had 
been put in front of her home in 1953. 


And Police Chief C.E. Carter 
recalled that surveyor Alton Yoyng 
had instructed him to put the sign in 
that location. 

The solution suggested by Mayor 
Davenport was that the residents of 
the area in question petition to be 
brought into the city. However, any 
business now operating in the area (the 


junk yard) will have to be brought in 


too, he informed the unhappy citizens. 

Claiming that council members 
seemed unsympathetic to the plight of 
the black residents, Paul Cohill 
declared, “This is no threat, but 
there'll be another election day.” 

Councilwoman Mayo Taylor said 
she was siding with the black residents.

Speaking before the Shelby 


County Council of the 
Aging Thursday, Brown noted that 
mandatory retirement takes away an 
older person’s economic contribution. 
But he emphasized that a senior 
citizen would always have the right to 
political involvement. 

And that’s what he urged the 
group to do to insure their needs being 
met. With the anticipated shortage of 
tax dollars, Brown pointed out that 
every group would be trying to get 
their share. 

One of the first places there'll be a 
cutback, he told his audience, is in the 
health care programs. “We're kidding 
ourselves if we think the government 
will be increasingly generous to older 
people,” Brown remarked. 

The UA professor stressed the 
need for the over 60 group to band 
together, make their needs known to 
politicians and candidates for office, 
and to “keep working at it.” 

“If you're not in there pitching,” 
he said, “you'll lose by default.” 

Advising the group that the most 
effective place to start working was in 
their own communities, Brown 


Program on 


reported that neighborhood ties were 
of vital importance in a political 
campaign. 

The next point Brown made was 
the need for organization. Saying that 
senior citizens are the largest 
numerical group in the country, he 
commented that “22 million old 
people combined can elect anyone.” 

“The idea is to combine and 
multiply,” Brown said as he urged the 
senior citizens to unite with groups 
having similar interests. 

He also advised the older citizens 
from Alabaster, Vincent and Calera, to 
be informed on issues, and develop 
leadership in their ranks. 


“Public hearings are one place 
where you’e voice can be hears,” 
Brown reported. He also urged 


attendance at town council meetings. 
“If we don’t make our voice heard,” 
the UA professor noted, “they won't 
know how to represent us.” 

When a member of the audience 
mentioned apathy at election time, 
Brown pointed out that “Numbers 
translated into votes is the name of the 
game.”

Plastic worms, not real ones, are 
the bait to catch bass on these days. 
And, the number one producing 
color is ‘motor oil’. 

The darkish blue squirmy things 
must be successful because everyone 
is buying them and all the camp 
owners on Lay Lake say to use 


them. The best spot to fish with 


them is off the points. 


When fishing with worms, hold 
the rod tip high. That way you’ll 
have a better feel of the bait and 
when you get a strike. When you 
think that it’s a bass and not a limb 
or old shoe, give the rod a hard yank 
and hope for the former. If you 
were right, you’re in for a whale of a 
time. 


For crappie enthusiasts, minnows 
or jigs .are producing equally 
well.The: average depth lately is 10 
to 15 feet. I prefer using a bobber 
because it takes less work and it’s 
always seemed easier to keep an eye 
on. 

Back to plastic worms..... 

Manufacturers are always looking 
for ways to make plastic worms 
even more effective. To that end,

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State salt water fish records 


are ripe to be broken by anglers 


For Better Hunting and Fishing 

by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Alabama has only two counties 
with a salty flavor--Baldwin and 
Mobile. However, with these two 
counties we become eligible to 
establish our own state salt water 
fish records. 

Present tentative record holders 
go back to 1963 when a Mobile 
angler caught a 74 Ib, 8 oz, grouper 
(Epinephelus sp.). The most recen- 
tly caught record big fish in a list I 
have from the State Department of 
.Conservation and Natural Resour- 
ces are four taken last year-- 
dolphin, 48 Ib. 12 oz.; gray trigger- 
fish, 10 Ibs, 4 oz.; king mackerel, 59 
dbs. 6 oz.; and spotted seatrout, 9 
Ibs. A call was issued by the depar- 
tment on May 15 for*a 30-day 
challenge to the present record 
holders on 41 species of salt water 
fish species. If there have been any 
‘big changes, I'll try to list the 
aurrent state record holders 
sOmetime this summer. Smallest in 
the 41 species at present is the Gulf 
or, Southern kingfish (whiting, 
millet), 2 Ibs. 6 oz.; the largest, a 
shark, 835 lbs. 

Anglers wishing to challenge this 
list must complete an official ap- 
plication form and forward by June 
15:this year., This form may be ob- 
tafned by writing to Ala.

Agri-center proposal 


Riverchase school parents 
raise funds to fight board

The Riverchase PTO and trustees 
met last Monday to gather 429 
petitions demanding that the 
superintendent and Board of 
Education recognize the trustees and 
their right to reject eight teachers 
assigned to the new school. 

About 50 patrons of the school 
attended a meeting in the Valley 
School library to accept the petitions 
and to plan legal strategy should 
Superintendent Elvin Hill refuse the 
petition. 

Hill sent the trustees a letter after 
the June 14 board of education 
meeting saying that the trustees had 
not been legally elected and that even 
if they had been legally elected, the 
reasons set out for refusing to accept 
the eight teachers were insufficient.

Commission studies 
agri-center plan

She:man Holland unveiled a plan to 
build an agri-center for Shelby County 
to the Commission Monday. 

Acting on an idea submitted earlier 
by another group, Holland presented 
architect’s drawings for a proposed 
building, to be located on county land, 
to house agriculture-related offices. 

The idea behind the project was to 
relieve overcrowding in the present 
courthouse. If built by private 
enterprise, the offices in the 
agri-center would pay rent, and the 
building would be turned over the 
county at no cost in 25 years, 
according to the project submitted by 


Shelby Memorial Hospital won 
advisory opinions from the state 
attorney general’s office supporting 
the hospital’s position on conflict of 
interest and ethics law compliance last 
week. 

Attorney General Bill Baxley 
withdrew an advisory opinion that 
bankers could not serve on public 
boards which deposited funds in their 
banks. 

“Shelby Memorial and the Alabama 
Hospital Association had challenged 
the ruling on the grounds that three 
annual audits provided sufficient 
protection against conflict of interest. 

“We feel that we have enough 
safeguards;’’ said hospital 
administrator Richard Lind. “At 
Shelby Memorial we also have an 
internal conflict of interest policy.” 

The decision frees bankers to 
serve on the more than 81 hospital 
boards in the state, as well as on other 
public boards. 

In another ruling the a ttorney 

eral advised the State Ethics 
Geen that only the board of

The Commission took no action on 
the plan, but engaged in considerable 
discussion about the need for extra 
office space. When the jail is moved to 
its new building, and the education 
offices are moved to the old 
Columbiana Elementary School, 
Commissioners expressed the thought 
that those moves might free sufficient 
space in the present courthouse for 
current needs. 

Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden received authorization to 
write the federal agencies now housed 
in the courthouse, asking them to pay 
rent to the county.

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Need for day care centers growing . 


by Ruth Ann Dunn 

The need for day care facilities in 
Shelby County is growing just as 
rapidly as its population. 

Eight licensed centers in the county, 
most in the Alabaster area, handle the 
growing number of children whose 
parents work and must send them to 
centers during the day. 

As the need for service increases, so 
does the job of the Department of 
Pensions and Securities. The DPS is 
responsible for the inspection and 
licensing of day care centers. Clara 
Roberts of the Shelby County DPS 
said, “The centers are supposed to be 
licensed. Some people just open one 
up without a license, though. 

“There’s a lot of misconception 
about it,” she said. “People don’t 
realize they have to have a license.” 

A day care center is designated asa 
facility where more than six children 
are kept more than four hours each 
day. 


people meeting the requirements on 
gross income. 

Three other centers in the county 
include Mad Hatter Day Care in 
Columbiana, Tender Years on 
Valleydale Road and University 
Baptist Child Development in 
Montevallo. 

Currently applying for a license is 
the New Life Day Care facility at the 
First Assembly of God in Alabaster. 

There are no day care centers in 
Wilsonville and Chelsea area, Roberts 
said. Expense was probably again a 
factor in the lack of coverage in 
certain parts of the county. 

Since facilities are lacking in parts 
of the county some working parents 
_take their children to centers in 


Jefferson County on their way in to 
work. 

Some of the day care centers keep 
infants while others keep toddlers ang 
older children. Under the law, a day 
care unit is eligible to keep children 
from birth to 14 years old. The 
younger the children kept though, the 
stiffer the child to staff ratio becomes 

Roberts also pointed out the need 
for day care for the handicapped in 
the county. “‘There is an acitivity 
center in Alabaster, but it is limited,” 
she said. 

Roberts welcomes the expansion 
in Shelby County’s Day Care facilities 
but stresses prospective operators 
should file for an application before 
opening a center.

Montevallo gets new $5 million 


electronic telephone facility

The more than 5,000 telephone 
customers in the Montevallo area are 
now being served by one of South 
Central Bell’s most advanced pieces of 
equipment. 

At one minute past midnight 
Sunday morning the telephone 
company’s new $5 million facility 
located on Main Street in Montevallo 
was put into service. 

Housed in a recently completed 
brick building, the new equipment is 
called an Electronic Switching System 
(ESS). 

John Godwin, manager for South 
Central Bell compared ESS to a huge 
computer operating the entire system. 
‘““ESS equipment,’’ according to 
Godwon, “‘is the latest development in 
switching and offers many special 
custom calling services.” 


() Among the special services that 
are now ayailable to Montevallo 
residents are ‘‘Call Forwarding,” 
“Speed Calling,” Call Waiting,” and 
“Three-Way Calling.” 

The “Call Forwarding” feature, 
according to Godwin, ‘can 
automaticanly direct all incoming calls 
from your telephone to a friend’s

telephone, for example. To do this, all 
you have to do is dial a code number 
and all your calls will be forwarded 
until you re-program the system to 
restore your calls to normal.” 


“Speed Calling” is for people who 
have one or more numbers they call 
frequently, such as office, parents, 
friends or children. Godwin said, 
“With ESS, you can tell the system to 
recognize a two digit code representing 
those numbers. Instead of dialing 
seven to eleven digits you only need to 
dial one or two. ESS will remember 
the original number and connect you 
automatically.” 

“If you’d like to bring someone 
else into the conversation,’ Godwin 
continued, ‘“‘additional coded 
instruction can be programmed into 
the equipment and a_ three-way 
connection established. We call this 
“Three Way Calling”. 


“Another attractive and useful 
ESS feature,” Godwin states, “‘is ‘Call 
Waiting.’ This enables you to hear a 
tone in your receiver ‘when you’re 
using your phone letting you know 
someone else is trying to call you. You 
may hold the first call in progress, pick

up the new call and then return to the 
original.’ : 

The four services are offered 
individually or in a package plan by 
the telephone business office. 

Other features made possible by 
the new Montevallo installation 
include push button dialing or Touch 
Tone service and “Zero Plus Dialing”. 

The “coming on line” of the new 
telephone equipment marks the most 
recent improvement in telephone 
service in Montevallo. Telephones 
came to Montevallo in December, 
1905, when thirty three citizens signed 
up to become telephone subscribers. 

The magneto system was the first 
type of telephone service used. These 
were large, wall-mounted instruments 
and it took a lot of physical stamina 
and patience to make a telephone call 
on those original phones, according to 
Godwin. 

Over the years equipment 
improved and .the number of 
Montevallo subscribers grew. In 1926 
there were almost 200 in Montevallo. 
By 1950 the number had increased to 
almost a thousand. Today, there are 
more than 5,000 telephone customers 
in the Montevallo area.

The trend toward day care for 
children of working parents seems to 
center in northern Shelby County, 
especially the Alabaster area.

House, Inc,, Alabaster Day Care 
Center, Anne Marie’s Day Care and 
Sandra’s Day Care. 


Roberts said the DPS gets many 
inquiries into opening day care 
facilities but “they’re very expensive 
to operate,” so few of the inquiries 
become realities. The license itself to 
open a facility costs nothing. A 
physical exam for all employees before 
the center can open is required. 

A survey taken by the DPS each 
year to determine the needs of the 
community has shown the need for 
more day care facilities ranks first. 
Persons polled include a random 
sampling of people throughout the 
county in all social levels. 

The DPS’s job, Roberts said, “‘is to 
try to make it a little bit above 
babysitting.” The DPS _ consultant 
suggests way to save money while 
improving services on his routine 
inspections of the day care centers. 

“We don’t leave you out there all 
alone,” Roberts said. 

The DPS has never prosecuted an 
unlicensed day care operation Roberts 
said. ““We’re just rying to help people 
upgrade their facilities,” she said. 

The county DPS contracts with one 
of the eight centers in Shelby County 
Child Development Center in 
Montevallo. The services are free to

Fire district confusion

An agreement between the North 
Shelby fire district trustees and 
Inverness fire officials seems to be the 
basis for concern among some of the 
residents in the district. 

That concern has manifested itself 
in a petition to the Probate Judge 
requesting an election to abolish the 
fire district. 

The trustees of the North Shelby 
Fire District have a gentleman’s 
agreement with the Inverness 
volunteer fire squad, Inverness has 
been leasing its main truck from 
Rocky Ridge Fire Department and the 
lease expires in October of this year. 

Rocky Ridge has stated it will not 
renew the Inverness truck lease, so 
North Shelby officials have made it 
their goal to have the district 
Operational by October 1, the day the 
lease expires. 

The North Shelby County fire 
district trustees hope to have a 
temporary fire hall, and one fire truck 
of the two originally planned,ready for 
@peration in October. Fire coverage 


offered by the temporary facilities 
would extend to only a three mile 
radius within the district's boundaries 
until the permanent station could be 
built and the other truck purchased. 

The problems with the plan 
occurs when residents within the 
North Shelby County fire district, but 
Outside the three mile temporary 
boundary, begin questioning the 
billing procedure for the temporary 
coverage. 

These residents fear they will be 
forced to help pay for the fire 
coverage of those within the 
temporary boundary. 

One of these residents came to the 
Reporter offices in Columbiana this 
week seeking a map of the three mile 
boundary wanting to know if her 
property fell within the limits. 

The confusion stemming from 
who falls within the temporary 
boundary and who will have to pay 
for the temporary services has sparked 
some of the district residents to file a 
petition with Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden’s office.

Fifty year old business

One of  Alabaster’s earliest 
businesses is still operating on Main 
Street. And while the owner no longer 
delivers telephone messages the way 
his father did, he still provides “*honest 
and dependable” service. 

The business is now called Jones 


Truck and Auto Clinic was begun 


nearly SO years ago and was known 
then as Foy Jones Garage. 

According to Ralph Jones, who 
along with his brother Charles bought 
out his father in 1939, their telephone 
was probably the first in town. 

He started working in the garage 
when he was 9 years old, Jones said, 
and he remembers his father delivering 
important telephone messages to 
residents of the community. 

The telephone number of the old 
wall mounted crank phone was |. And 
that number can still be seen on the 
door of one of his father’s first 
wreckers, a 1932 photograph of the 
vehicle which hangs in the garage’s 
office. 

Jones recounted that his father’s 
first wrecker was mounted on a 
Cadillac touring car and that another 
vehicle he used for towing was a 
Lincoln 4 door sedan. 

Although Jones now has five 
wreckers, his pride and joy is one that 
he built “from the ground up.” The 
cab is a 1961 model B81 Mack. He 
bought the metal, and fabricated the 
wrecking equipment himself - and he’s 
still working on it he says. 

Jones explained that everytime he 
goes out on a call, he finds some way 
the apparatus can be improved to 
make the next job easier.

water or lights.” He said that water 
had to be hauled from a spring on the 
hill behind where the hospital now 
stands. 

According to the garage owner, his 
right hand man is his wife Voncille. 
“She keeps the books and housekeeps 
here in the office,” he remarked. 

Another standby helper is_ his 
mother, Mrs. Madge Jones. “She and 
my wife ran the place when me and 
my three employees were all called out 
yesterday,” he laughed. 

A business is built on satisfied 
customer, Jones contends.

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Professor tells how to evaluate political advertising 


Here’s some advice for the 
political campaigns already heating up. 
As long as voters use the media ads of 
politicians only as a “support device” 
for formulating opinions of 
candidates, the ads are OK, according 
to Dr. Michael Hesse of The University 
of Alabama. 

But, he warns, “Don’t depend on 
ads totally.” Hesse, head of the 
Department of Advertising and Public 
Relations in the School of 
Communication, advises voters to pay 
close attention to advertisements in 
newspapers and on television and radio 
this summer. 

A candidate uses the media to 
help establish visibility, credibility and 
legitimacy, he said. 

““The candidate is trying to 
establish who he or she is and create 
an awareness on the part of potential 
voters,” Hesse said. 

“In ads, the candidate is more 
concerned with being visible than in 
discussing issues.” 

Hesse pointed out that most 
politicians do not try in their ads to 
get into the issues they support or 
denounce, because there isn’t time in 
30-second or even 5-minute spots to 
deal with them adeuately. 

Ad agencies use the same basic 
approaches to marketing a politician as 
they do in selling a can of tomatoes, 
according to Hesse. 

“The candidate is put in the best 
possible light -- his good points are 
maximized and his bad ones 
minimized,” he said. 
people should learn what to look for 
in political ads.” 

He suggests several points: 

- You aren’t going to get a 
complete picture by watching media 
ads only. Intelligent decisions will 
come from discussing the politician 
and his platform with other people 
and reading news accounts in papers 
and magazines. 

- Don’t merely watch television 
advertisements. Listen to them. 
Techniques such as fast film, music 
and crowd shots cause the viewer tc 
miss what is being said. Try closing 
your eyes and listening. 

-- Beware of empty phrases like 
“I feel we need a flexible program to 
deal with the changing needs of this 
city,” or “I’m against inflation,’ not 
accompanied by plans to deal with the 
problems. 

~ Listen intently for promises, 
and ask yourself if they are just being 
made to gain votes, then to be 
forgotten. 

-- Watch for the “voiceover” 
-when a deep, professional voice is 
talking during the ad as you view 
scenes of the candidate meeting the 
public or playing with his children. It 
should be noted that it is not the voice 
of the politician. ; 

- Pay attention to the “talking 
head,” These ads are rare, but usually 
good, When the candidate himself 
talks, with nothing else going on in the 
picture, he may possibly be getting 
down to the business of issues, 
Observe these closely. 

Hesse said newspaper ads come in 
all shapes and sizes, ranging from the

’ dinary 
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For Better Hunting and Fishing

**What do you feed a baby 
deer? We just found the little lost 
darling in the woods.’ This is a 
question I get many times over 
the phone after a fawn drop. 

Or, I get shocked by “I have a 
little skunk I want to get fixed so 
it won’t smell bad.”’ 

Then there are naked little bir- 
ds that tumble from their nests. 
Or baby squirrels, foot-long 
alligators, lizards, snakes-----you 
name it. 

I told the lady with the 
whitetail fawn she had simply 
kidnapped the youngster. The 
odds were that its mother had 
most certainly been nearby and 
she had placed her youngster in 
protective concealment until 
danger had passed. I asked her 
hew she would feel if someone 
kidnapped one of her own. She 
got huffy and tearful at the same 
time so I told her to take it to the 
local conservation officer. 

‘The trend to catch, house and 
tame a wild creature is a mon- 
stfous activity that’s ever 
growing and was created, I think, 
primarily by TV’s episodes that 
show folks with cute pet rac- 
coons, bobcats, hawks, owls. 
Here Walt Disney comes to mind. 
Then there is the absurd relation- 
ship of a ‘‘mountain man”’ witha 
chummy grizzly bear! Many of 
these programs couldn’t make 
the grade unless there is a wild 
creature co-starring in them. 
There are the reruns of a laughing 
propoise. Seldom on the TV tales 
of pioneers do we ever see the 
bagging of an elk or mulie for 
food. Soon our grandchildren 
will assume Dan’! Boone was just 
a berry picker and Kit Carson 
slopped up dendelion greens all 
his life. 

On some talk shows there is 
always the robust gal who drags 
in a snarling cougar cub or a 
money or a pet bird that even- 
tually squirts all over the talk 
show host’s desk. Here the studio 
audience guffaws with glee, while 
the gal smiles knowlingly, and the 
host feigns embarrassment. And 
little wonder the bird performed 
with a true razzberry. In truth the 
creature was almost frightened to 
death ‘ before those hot and 
glaring TV lights and raucous 
humans! 

Of course, certain wild species 
must be captured for research, 
but for you the care and feeding 
of a wild creature is not 
something you should attempt. 
Here are a few reasons: 

1, It’s illegal to keep native 
wild species for pets in 
Alabama. However, I don’t think 
this has been enforced. 

2. Very immature young sim- 
ply won’t live despite what you 
do for them. Nature’s intention is 
to permit only the strongest to 
survive. If that little bird fell 
from its nest, it’s not likely to 
respond to your baby talk or 
cuddling. 

3. All wild creatures can 
become nuisances, and this goes 
for domesticated pets ----- dogs, 
cats, horses. A raccoon is cute for 
awhile, but when he tears open 
the pantry provisions, you begin 
thinking about getting rid of him. 
A tame squirrel leaves his fecal 
droppings over the couches and 


to fend for itself. The same is true 
of unwanted dogs, whose masters 
“don’t have the heart’’ to kill 
‘them quickly with a bullet or 
have a vet dispose of them 
painlessly. Therefore they release 
them in the woods. ‘‘Even if they 
can’t make it on their own, 
someone will take pity and give 
them a good home,”’’ the dog 
owner believes. I’ve heard them 
say it! Ever notice how these per- 
sons always wear halos over their 
heads? Have you ever seen a car 
stop on the highway to pick up a 
mongrel? In this same category is 
loss of interest. A youngster may 
dutifully take care of a pet ham- 
ster or a turtle for a day or so and 
then the abandoned pet dies of 
thirst or hunger. 

5. In most cases you can’t 
provide proper quarters for a 
wild animal. Nature intended it 
to have unrestricted freedom. 
Ever notice how caged lions and 
tigers pace back and forth 
restlessly all day long in the zoo? 
That should be some clue to the 
nature of many wild mammals or 
birds. 

6. Wild pets can turn on you. 
The maturing male deer pet 
during the rut in December or 
January has been known to at- 
tack humans. In one recent case 
at a university a student climbed 
a rigid steel fence festooned with 
**No Trespassing”’ signs to prod 
the penned antlered whitetail 
buck. The buck put him in the 
hospital! 

7. An animal’s bite or clawing 
can be dangerous. A ‘‘pet’’ bob- 
cat’s scratch may require several 
stitches. It untreated, infection 
could set in. A friendly fox could 
be rabid. So could a skunk or 
squirrel that shows no fear. Rab- 
bits and other wild species carry 
tularemia; some birds, lep- 
tospirosis. 

Good TV shows, such as the 
National Geographic series will 
benedfit you in your studies of 
wildlife. Your nearest zoo in your 
state will have many animals on 
display. Your local library has 
numerous reference books to 
quench your thirst for knowledge 
about wild animals, I wish I had 
had access to the printed material 
in my youth that youngsters have 
today. 

In other words, you don’t need 
a wild animal for a pet!

I like to think that they 
have preserved the outdoors for 
hunters and fishermen. Like most 
hunters, I hope to spot some 
game during the proper season. 
In the past, many deer have been 
found in creekbeds or concealed 
in thickets...butchered illegally, 
their pelts and meat sold to the 
worst kind of person who dares 
call himself a sportsman. 

The Reporter has had stories in 
the past of illegal fish boxes con- 
fiscated, men found guilty of 
night hunting, shown pictures of 
illegally slaughtered deer, pic- 
tures of gill nets full of game fish 
and pictures of jail inmates 
cleaning doe deer that were shot 
for what appears to be just for 
the fun of it. 

These pictures and stories were 
testimony of the job that Shelby 
County’s conservation officers 
are doing. They’re catching the 
illegal hunters and fishermen. 

With more cooperation from 
hunters and other wildlife lovers, 
more arrests can be made, stricter 
fines and sentences can be im- 
posed and maybe we’ll be able to 
preserve the habitat so that in 20 
years your sons can take their 
sons hunting and fishing in 
Shelby Outdoors.

Japanese occupied the country. He 
was among Americans trapped there 
after the bombing of Pearl Harbor. 
The book concerns his life as a 
prisoner of war from sleeping on 
concrete floors to the cruelty of the 
guards. 

“It’s a true story,” he said. He 
spent months researching for his book, 
verifying facts and collecting 
information. “I’ve got a whole cabinet 
full of papers,” he said. “When it’s 
non-fiction, it’s got to be correct.” 

Many of Strong’s companions in 
Manila were tortured or murdered 
before his eyes. The experience had a 
definite impact upon his life. “When 
you see people dying all around you, 
you don’t attach so much to death as 
you would normally,” he said. 

But a book on war isn’t Strong’s 
only accomplishment. His second 
book, ‘*Walter” concerns the life of an 
older brother who collected family 
records. 

Strong, in his book, said, “It 
appears that Walter was the nucleus 
around which the whole Strong family 
revolved.” 

Upon Walter’s death, Strong was 
left to sort through his many papers 
and books. 

“Walter” not only contains the 
family history but shows the author’s 
concern for the preservation of the 
past. The prologue says, “The further I 
dug, the more convinced | became that 
unless these data were preserved and 
recorded, the only existing ties to our 
past would be forever lost.” Strong 
places emphasis on preserving the past 
to help future generations. 


“Walter came out a long time ° 


before Alex Haley wrote ‘Roots’,” he 
said. 

The greatest thrill of his life was 
the writing of a song about his old 
Alma Mater, Valley Grove School, in 
Tallapoosa County. 

Strong, who has never had music 
lessons, picked the song out on a piano 
at home as his wife, Mary, transcribed 
the notes onto sheet music. 

“I just picked it out of thin air,” 
he said. “‘It just shows that you can do 
anything you want.” 

Strong showed the same 
determination in the writing of his two 
books. He explains his writing had 
been limited to composing business 
letters before friends convinced him 
the Manila story needed to be told. 

I wouldn’t call myself an author. 
1 couldn’t just sit down and write 
something,” I need inspiration,” he 
said.
